Ouppy,in  his  "hones  of  Family  Karnes",  says,-  "Fost  books  have  a 
history  attached  to  their  incopUcn*  and  this  volumne  is  no  exception 
to  the  rule. 

The  interest  in  family  history  which  led  to  the  compilation  of 
this  genealogy  was  aroused  by  a  most  unusual  occasion.  The  writer* s 
paternal  grandmother  lived  to  a  remarkable  ago,  lacking  only  a  few 
months  of  being  ona  hundred  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.  rUth 
hardly  a  sickness  in  her  llfo  she  was  in  posaias  possession  of  her  fac¬ 
ulties,  to  an  unusual  degree,  to  the  end  which  came  one  August  day,  dur¬ 
ing  an  excessive  hot  spell,  when  she  Xaysd  down  to  rest  and  in  an  hour 
or  two  "she  was  not  for  God  took  hor.“  Her  last  years  ware  spent  in 
the  home  of  her  son,  the  writer's  father,  who  was  considerably  Inter¬ 
ested*  in  genealogy,  and  who  was  nearly  seventy  years  old.  Often  did 
they  talk  over  the  family  connections  without,  however,  exciting  much 

interest  among  the  other  members  of  the  family. 

Upon  her  ninety-fifth  birthday  a  company  of  relatives  and  friends 
gathered  to  offor  congratulations  and  among  the  former  was  one  who  had 
collected  and  published  the  records  of  several  generations  of  his  own 
immediate  branch  of  the  family.  A&  the  result  of  an  examination  of 
these  records  and  the  discussion  which  followed  during  the  evening  the 
writer  decided  to  attempt  to  compile  a  history  of  the  Waterhouse  family 
in  America.  It  was  soon  discovered,  however,  that  the  task  was  much 
greater  than  supposed  and  the  origins!  plan  was  abandoned  and  the  «c>rk 
confined  to  the  compiler* s  own  branch,  that  of  F.ichard  Waterhouse,  of 
Boston,  K&38»,  and  Portsmouth,  N.H.

i!oro  than  thirty  years  have  passed  since  that  evening  and  during 
all  that  period,  with  sem®  Interruptions,  a  large  part  of  the  spare 
time  of  a  busy  life  has  bson  given  to  the  compilation  of  this  genealo¬ 
gy .  It  is  to  bo  rogrsttod  that  the  records  are  not  more  complete,  in 
some  families,  but  the  possibility  of  their  destruction  by  fire,  and 
increasing  years,  have  impelled  the  writer  to  attempt  to  have  the  work 

published  without  further  delay. 

Many  genealogists  close  the  records  of  the  daughters  with  their 
marriage,  feeling  that  their  children  belong  in  the  genealogy  of  the 
family  of  the  husband.  The  great  interest,  however,  which  many  of  the 
TJaterhou.se  daughters  and  granddaughters  have  taken  in  this  work  indue ea 
the  writer  to  carry  the  record©,  in  most  cases,  through  the  grandchild 
dron  of  the  daughters,  and,  in  some  instances ,  when  spoccially  request¬ 
ed,  even  further.  Tho  many  pleasant  surprises  which  have  boon  expert- 
encodln  finding  parsons  of  other  names  with  Via  ter  house  ancestors  have, 

in  largo  measure,  compensated  for  tho  extra  labor. 

in  a  work  of  this  kind,  consisting  so  largely  of  dates,  all  of 
which  havo  probably  boon  copied  several  times  in  the  course  of  its  prep¬ 
aration,  mistakes  are  sure  to  occur,  but  care  has  boon  used  to  make  them 
as  few  as  possible.  It  is  also  occasionally  difficult  to  get  a  relia¬ 
ble  date  because  of  diagreement  between  members  of  a  family  as  to  which 
is  correct.  Ko  Kish  havo  had  cases  in  which  three  or  four  dates  wero 
given  for  the  same  event  by  as  many  members  of  the  family  and  oach  was 

positive  his  date  was  correct.

2*ho  Waterhouses  of  America  are  descended  principally  from  Jacob 
W&torhouss,  who  settled  in  how  London,  Conn. »  Richard  W&torhcus© >  *•  *)Q 
settled  in  Portsmouth,  K.H. ,  and  Joshua  water house ,  *-'ho  settled  in  Him" 

terdon  C ounty »  i« . J . 

Jacob  Waterhouse  probably  cam©  to  this  country  soon  after  lC;jQt  in 
n  colony  brought  over  by  Gov.  ffinthrop,  and  perhaps  remained  for  a  time 
in  Watertown,  JA&sa.  It  is  supposed  that  he  was  one  of  a  company  who 
removed  from  Watertown  and  vicinity  to  Wethersfield ,  Conn.  *. ho  Ira lan 
name  of  this  town,  the  oldest  in  tho  state,  was  Pyquag.  It  was  later 
called  Watertown  and  soon  after  changed  to  Wethersfield.  Jacob  hater - 
house  was  a  soldier  from  this  town  in  the  P o quo t.  Indian  Cai^p&ign  i*i 
163?  but  in  1645  became  one  of  tho  original  settlors  of  How  London  in 
the  same  stats.  In  this  branch  of  the  family,  after  the  first  genera¬ 
tion,  the  name  appears  with  various  spellings  such  au  Vs  a  borons ,  Water us ,, 
Watrus,  VUatros,  dairies,  and,  most  common  of  all,  Watrous.  A  more  ex¬ 
tended  account  of  tho  descendants  of  Jacob  Waterhouse  will  bo  found  in 

tho  appendix* 

Richard  Waterhouse  and  hie  descendants  constitute  the  subject  of 
this  book. 

Joshua  Waterhouse  ©am®  to  this  country  about  1735.  A  short  ac¬ 
count  of  hi©  descendants  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

*£%o  others  of  the  name  wore  in  and  near  Boston,  La© a.  at  a  vary 
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early  date.  Rev.  . Thoroas  ^aterhouB©,  care®  from  Codenhaia,  Suffolk  CoXwfi, 
II®  was  educated  at  the  Charter  House,  London,  and  afterwards  at  Emman¬ 
uel  College,  Cambridge,  Eng.  Ho  was  nado  a  freeman  in  Dorchester, 

Kaos,,  now  a  part  of  Boston  la  1640.  On  the  30  of  Hay  1649  the  Town 
of  Dorchester  voted  to  tax  tho  proprietors  of  Thompsons  Island,  belong¬ 
ing  to  th©  town,  "for  ilia  maintenance  of  a  school  in  Dorchester.  This 
order,  it  is  claimed,  was  th©  first  public  provision  made  fox*  a  free 
school  in  America  "by  a  direct  tax  or  assessment  on  the  inhabitants  of 
th©  town.”  The  rent  imposed  on  tho  island  was  twenty  pounds  sterling, 
"to  b©  paid  to  such  a  schoolmaster  as  shall  undertake  to  tsach  English, 
latino,  and  other  tongues,  and  also  writing."  This  Thomas  Waterhouse 
was  th©  first  teacher  of  the  school.  Later,  hie  wife  inheriting  some 
property  in  England,  he  returned  there  and  finally  settled  at  Ash  Book¬ 
ing.  He  was  ejected  by  th©  Act  of  Uniformity  in  1632  and  died  about 
1680  agod  nearly  eighty  years. 

David  Waterhouse,  probably  a  son  of  Thomas  above  mentioned,  born 
in  England  1659,  was  a  merchant  in  Boston,  Mas©.  and  became  a  member  of 
the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  thsro  in  1679.  Ha  was  very 
prominent  in  th©  outbreak  of  1689  against  Gov.  Andros,  and  was  on©  of 
the  signore  of  th©  letter,  dated  April  18  In  that  year,  requiring  th© 
Governor  to  give  up  his  authority  and  surrender  th©  forts  to  th©  peo¬ 
ple.  fie  was  on©  of  the  Committee  of  6  a  Sty  in  1689.  In  tho  New  York 
Genealogical  Record  for  1916  we  find  that  on  10  June  1694,  David  Eater- 
house,  aga  35,  of  St.  Gary's  Hill,  London,  "where  ha  has  lived  for  3 
months,  thsrotofor©  of  Boston  in  New  England  for  7  years.  Merchant," 
mod©  a  deposition.  II©  was  residing  in  London  in  1700  and  we  hoar  no 
more  of  him  in  this  country. 

Thor©  were  also  Saterhousee  in  Virginia  as  early  as  about  1642  but 
w®  have  mad®  no  attempt  to  trace  thorn.

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In  the  early  part  of  the  last  century, and  later,  several  others  of 
the  narco  case  to  this  country  from  England.  They  wore,  largely,  wool¬ 
en  manufacturers  and  their  descendants  are  to  be  found  moat  numerous 
in  the  sill  cities  and  towns  of  La3aachu3etts ,  fchode  Island  and  Conn¬ 
ecticut  and  around  Philidolphia,  Pa.  Hr.  George  T.  Waterhouse,  of 
«ator bury ,  Conn.,  in  a  letter  dated  5  Kar.1888,  says  hia  father, 

Yiright  Watorhouso,  living  in  Connecticut,  carded  the  wool,  spun  the 
yarn  and  wov®  the  piece  of  cloth  that  was  awarded  tho  first  prize  at 
the  World* s  Fair,  held  in  London,  3ng.  ,  in  1651. 

Ono  other  family  remains  to  bo  noticed.  About  1695-GO  the  writer 
received  a  letter  from  Pr.  Archibald  K.  V/atorhouse,  ci  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  asking  if  he  was  eligible  to  membership  in  the  society  of  the  Sons 
of  the  American  devolution.  The  only  information  ho  could  give  of 
hie  ancestry  was  that  hia  grandfather  was  John  Waterhouse,  born  in  Dov¬ 
er,  H.K.,  4  Apr. 1800.  Two  of  the  latter*s  children  could  give  but 

little  further  assistance)  saying  that  their  father  was  always  very  rot- 
icent  concerning  family  affairs  and  that  he  never  told  them  who  his  pa¬ 
rents  were. 

As  Lover  is  close  to  Barrington,  K.H.  ,  tho  viritor  assumed  that  he 
belonged  to  the  8aisj8ia*B»  Barrington  branch  of  the  family  but  a  record 
of  his  birth  in  an  old  note  book^kept  about  1600  by  a  member  o£  this 
branch , is  the  only  reference  to  bo  found  gif  to  him  in  that  vicinity  ana 
this  is  worded  in  such  a  way  as  to  indicate  that  hia  name  may  not 


first  have  been  Waterhouse .  Tho  records  of  the  Barrington  branch, at 
about  the  time  of  his  birth,  are  very  complete  and  we  can  find  no  placo 


into  which  he  fits.  The  writer  also  interviewed  several  vary  elderly 
members  of  the  Barrington  branch,  living  in  Dover  and  Barrington,  50C,n 


after  the  receipt  of  the 
positive  John  Waterhouse 


letter  from  Ur.  Waterhouse  and  they  were  all 
could  not  liave  been  tho  son  of  any  Waterhouse 
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of  that  branch.  A  record  of  John  Waterhouse* s  descendants  -*11 I  bo 
found  in  the  appendix. 

In  closing  it  may  be  of  interact  to  state  that  there  is  in  our  fam¬ 
ily,  as  in  many  others,  the  legend  that  the  family  descended  from  "three 
brothers"  who  came  over  fro®  England.  About  the  siodlo  of  tho  last 
century  the  Rev.  Charle3  Waterhouse,  of  Bricksburg,  N.J.,  a  descendant 
of  Jacob  Waterhouse,  of  Row  London,  Conn.,  compiled  a  genealogy  of  that 
branch  of  the  family  but,  unfortunately,  when  almost  ready  for  the  prin¬ 
ter  the  manuscript  was  burned.  In  a  lottor  to  his  brother,  in  1j31,  ho 
gives  a  brief  sketch  of  the  family  made  from  memory  and  a  few  record® 
which  h©  saved  and  has  this  to  ©ay  under  the  heading  i ho  ihreo  hi  oth¬ 


ers  . 

"The  tradition  among  the  Waterhouses  families  in  Connecticut  is, 
that  throe  brothers  came  over  from  England  in  tho  days  ci  the  1*^1  grim 
fathers  vnd  settled  in  the  Hew  England  states.  Tney  arc  boliovca  to ^ 
v>aYo  come  in  tho  year  1030  with  governor  John  vUnthrop,  in  a  colony  of 
about  three  hundred  families  t  embracing  some  fifteen  hundred  persons, 
mostly  Puritans,  and  largely  from  Middlesex  shirs,  or  county,  in  tno 
southeast ©rh  part  of  which  London  is  situated.  On^  cl  t.ie  tnroe  fcroth- 
ct»s  Beams  to  have  settled  in  southeastern  Kos?  Hampshire  or  **uo  south¬ 
eastern  part  of  Maine,  where  I  am  told  the  Waterhouse  families  are  nu¬ 
merous  at  this  day.  Thomas,  a  second  brother,  whose  name  I  found  on 
the  ancient  Record©  in  Boston,  seems  to  have  remained  in  eastern  ±.  ass  a- 
chuQ0tt8i  and  from  him  probably  descended  Dr,  Benjamin  watorhouse,  wno 
was  for  many  voars  a  Professor  in  the  Medical  department  of  Harvard  d- 
niverBity,  at  Cambridge,  and  is  said  to  have  taken  a  prominent  part  in 
the  introduction  of  vaccination  into  this  country,  xhs  third  blotter, 
Jacob P  arpsara  to  have  boon  tho  youngest  of  tha  three,  and  labolisvod 
tcThuv©  stopped  a  short  time  in  Watertown,  near  Boston,  and  then  to  .vua 
cone  with  a  party  through  the  wilderness  to  tha  Connecticut  river,  rii-u 
Battled  at  nithorsfiald  on  tha  .oat  side  of  tho  rlvar,  l^adiatoly  south 
of  Hartford,  and  afterwards  to  havo  removed  to  Ho w  London.  /  0S^.  .  “** 

these  particulars  respecting  Gov.  k'inthrop  and  his^oolony,  and  ire  par- 
♦  w  of  first  settlors  in  Wethersfield,  I  obtained,  „<©pt .  ia- ,1b  *o , 

Hr.  Balden,  who  was  thorj  Clark  of  the  town,  and  had  teen  investigating 

its  history* * 

The  "brother"  who  settled  in  southeao torn  New  Hampshire  was,  of 
course ,  Richard,  and  even  in  the  light  of  all  tho  genealogical  matter 
which  has  appeared  since  1881  we  have  nothing  to  show  that  Richard  Thom¬ 
as  and  Jacob  wore  brothers.  Thomas,  mentioned  above  as  the  second

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•brother8,  as  we  hav©  aeon,  cams  frois  Suffolk,  oounty,  not  Kiddle3©z, 

He  did  not  remain  In  ©astern  X'assachu&otts  but  returned  to  England,  and 
was  not  the  ancestor  of  Dr,  Benjamin  t'atorhou se  of  Harvard  University. 

Judging  from  the  birth  of  their  children  Richard  was  probably  con¬ 
siderably  younger  than  Jacob  and  Thomas  Waterhouse. 

Just  before  tho  writer  began  the  preparation  of  this  gonoalogy  Ur . 
Hoses  Waterhouse,  of  boarboro,  Ho.,  compiled  and  had  printed  a  record 
of  his  own  branch  o£  the  family  in  which  ho  says,-  "Hoses  Waterhouse, 
son  of  Richard  Waterhouse,  who  was  tho  son  of  Nathaniel  W'atorhouse,  who 
was  tho  son  of  Joseph  Waterhouse,  Jr.,  who  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Water- 
house  ,  who  cams  from  England! two  brothers  with  him),  and  settled  in 
Portsmouth,  II. H.,  Of  tho  other  two  brothers  I  know  nothing."  Ho  later 
added,  with  pen,  "except  that  one,  whoa©  name  was  Timothy,  settled  in 
Gloucester,  Hass ;  tho  oilier  whose  name  was  Richard,  settled  in  Rhode 
Island."  The  latter  statement  i&  getting  nearer  to  the  facts  for  two 
names  of  an  older  generation  are  mentioned,  but  the  truth  is  that  Rich¬ 
ard  was  tha  first  of  the  name  in  Portsmouth.  Timothy  did  not  come  from 
England  or  settle  in  Gloucester,  but  was  the  son  of  Richard  and  spent 
all  his  life  in  Portsmouth.  Joseph  Watorhoue©  did  not  como  from  Eng¬ 
land  but  was  tha  son  of  Timothy  and  was  born  in  Portsmouth  and  later  re¬ 
moved  to  Scarboro,  He. 

Richard  Waterhouse  had  a  son  Samuel  many  of  whoso  descendants  live.- 1 
in  Wells,  now  Kemiebunk,  Ho.  Thor©  is  a  story  in  this  branch  of  anoth¬ 
er  set  of  "throo  brothers"  who  came  to  this  oountry  under  rather  thril¬ 
ling  circumstances .  Samuel  Waterhouse  and  his  two  brothers  were  serv¬ 
ing  on  a  British  man-of-war.  On  a  dark  night,  while  lying  at  anchor  in 


an  English  port,

and  swam  to  an  Amor lean  vossel 


near  by  where  they  wore  taken  on  board  and  brought  to  this  country. 

There  is  this  such  to  be  said,  however,  for  tha  throe  brothers

THIS  SURNAME. 

"You  had  not  your  name  for  nothing.** 

Old  Proverb. 

A  Surname  is  a  name  added  to  the  baptismal  or  given  name  to 
Indicate  the  family  to  which  the  Individual  bearing  it  belongs,  and  so 
called  because  it  was  originally  written  between  the  lines  over  the 
other  name ,  ( ** over -name")  instead  of  after  it  as  at  present.  At  one 
time  it  was  occasionally  written  Sirname  but  this  term  is  usually  con¬ 
sidered  to  have  a  somewhat  different  meaning.

The  subject  of  Surname©  with  their  origin  or  derivation  in 
exceedingly  interesting.  It  is  said  that  all  names  were  originally 
significant  end  while  tho  writer  has  been  engaged  upon  this  feature  of 
the  work  he  has  often,  in  hi 3  imagination,  gone  back  over  the  centuries 
end  wondered  when,  where  and  under  what  circumstances  our  name  origina¬ 
ted  and  what  sort  of  a  person  it  was  who  first  bore  tho  name  laterhouse 
or  perhaps  was  known  as  do  Waterhouse. 

For  several  reasons  it  has  been  impossible  to  make  any  inves¬ 
tigations  concerning  tho  source  of  our  name  beyond  tho  examination  of 
the  various  books  on  English  surnames.  In  making  this  examination 
much  information  was  obtained  on  the  subject  in  general,  a  brief  presen¬ 
tation  of  which,  it  is  thought,  will  bo  of  considerable  interest. 

In  the  earliest  times  and  for  a  long  period  each  person  had  fcu 
but  one  name,  and  that  name,  we  ere  told,  was  generally  invented  for 
tho  individual,  in  allusion  to  tho  circumstances  attending  hie  birth, 
or  to  some  personal  quality  ho  possessed,  or  which  his  parents  fondly 
hoped  ho  might  hereafter  possess.  Such  names  are  Adam,  live,  Abraham,

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Joseph,  David,  Icaich,  Phcraoh,  Ulysso3,  Pomuluo,  etc., etc.  As  tho 
people  increased  in  numbers,  however,  various  ways  were  devised  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  the  different  individuals  such  ne  the  patronimic  and  the  loc  1 
name,  both  of  which  will  be  explained  later*  Also  the  doscriptivo  el¬ 
ement  was  introduced  ns, "Elijah  tho  Ttchbito” "Simon  tho  Zealot j?  "Dion¬ 
ysius  the  Tyrant ,  H “Alexander  tho  Great,"  etc.  The  Homans  had  a  vory 
complete  system  of  nomenclature  each  citizen  usually  having  three  names 
os, ’.’arcus  Tullius  Cicero,  Publius  Cornelius  Scipio.  ?<ith  tho  overthrow 
of  the  Western  empire,  however,  this  system  was  lost,  and  the  barbarians 
who  overthrew  it  brought  back  the  single  name  once  more.  At  this  time 
the  one  name  Alarac,  seems  to  have  been  sufficient  even  for  so  important 
a  person  as  the  King  of  the  Goths. 

ll\en  Christianity  spread  among  the  northern  nations  of  Europe 


the  people,  as  they  were  baptised  into  this  faith,  dropped  their  pagan 
names  and, as  a  matter  of  course,  wore  given  Christian  baptismal  names 
and  for  a  long  time  this  was  tho  only  name  possessed  by  the  one  upon 
whom  it  was  bestowed*  naturally  such  names  as  Peter,  Pau3.t  James, 
John,  etc.  were  farvorites  and,  indeed,  we  are  told  of  one  occasion  up¬ 
on  which  a  largo  was  baptized  where  all  the  men  were  given  the  name  o i 
Paul  and  all  the  women  the  name  of  Catherine.  At  another  baptism  all 
tho  man  received  the  name  of  Peter  and  all  the  women  the  name  of  Mar¬ 
garet.  Ac  the  families  increased,  however,  so  many  persons  were 


found  bearing  the  same  name  that  it  ©gain  become  necoos&ry  to  find  cgmQ 
way  to  remedy  tho  growing  confusion.  Various  methods  were  in  use  for 
a  time  Including  those  already  mentioned.  LobriquetD  or  hiclcnames 
were  also  largely  used.  These  described  the  physical  and  moral  quali¬ 
ties,  habits,  professions  etc.,  as  Kora Id  barefoot ,  Hichard  Cocur  do 
Lion.  Gradually  a  change  took  place  which  finally  led  to  the  a- 


dopticn  of  hereditary  surnames  as  we  know  them  today. 
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&*ob1  authorities  ogre©  that  the  practice  began  in  Normandy 
about  the  year  1000  and  gradually  extended  itself  into  England  although 
surnames  were  known  to  some  extent  in  the  latter  country  considerably 
before  this  time*  However*  it  seems  to  have  boon  some  centuries  later 
before  they  became  general  among  the  people. 

Those  names  originated  in  an  almost  endless  variety  of  ways, 
being  derived  from  personal  or  Christian  names,  places,  features  of  the 
lend  scape  as,  hills, trees,  etc.,  beasts,  birds,  fishes,  insects*  flow¬ 
ers,  plants,  fruits,  metals,  games,  numerals,  parts  of  the  human  body, 
diseases,  weather,  exclamations ,  occupations,  trader's  signs,  offices, 
nicknames,  edifices,  time,  seasons,  etc.  etc. 

The  following  brief  list  of  rfxther  uncommon  names  taken  at  ran¬ 
dom  from  the  index  of  "Surnames  of  Suffolk  County?  by  Bowditch,  will  pro¬ 
bably  cause  considerable  surprise  to  one  who  has  not  given  the  subject 
of  surnames  any  thought.  Some  of  these  names  wore  in  use  in  England 
but  arc  now  obsolete.

Barr.es  are  classified  according  to  their  origin,  different  wri¬ 
ters  employing  anywhere  from  four  to  eight  or  more  classes*  Bardsloy 
in  his  book  on  "English  Surnames”  says  that  every  surname  in  all  the 
countries  of  Europe  will  be  found  in  one  of  the  following  divisions  i,e* 

1.  personal  dames. 

These  names  aro  put  by  others  under  the  headings  PATRON  XL'IC?  SXRK- 
UAtiE,  CHRISTIAN  NAS&& *  Lower  says  that  the  earliest  approach  to 
the  present  method  of  surnames  was  by  tho  use  of  the  father's  name 
or  patronlmic •  This  form  is  common  in  tho  Bible  ao,” Joshua  tho 
son  of  Pun,"  or  “Simon  Barjonas,"  Simon  tho  eon  of  Jonas*”  When 
this  practice  was  introduced  into  England  the  word  con  was  usual¬ 
ly  added  and  Adam's  con  became  Adame, on ,  lease's  son  Isaacson,  Wil¬ 
liam's  eon  Wllllemson,otc*  In  Scotland  tho  profix  .vac  was  need 
to  denote  eon  and  Lac dona Id  was  the  son  of  Donald*  The  Bormans 
prefixed  Fite  and  ritzOllDort  woo  tho  son  of  Gilbert.  In  Bus sic 
the  termination  wits  was  used  and  Peter  Paul owl is  was  Peter  tho 
eon  of  Paul*  The  Poles  used  sky  in  tho  eemo  sense  us,  James  Po- 
trosky,  James  tho  con  of  Peter.  Tho  Irish  besides  using  Vac  pre¬ 
fixed  0’  meaning  grandson  as,  0'lieo.le,  O’ liars,  etc.  a  form  still 
retained*  The  Welsh  used  the  adjunct  a£  meaning  son  as,  David  0£ 
nowoll*  i.o.  David  the  son  of  Howell.  They  had  a  curious  custom 
of  stringing  tho  names  out  one  after  the  other  to  include  some- 
.  -  times  seven  or  eight  generations.  Thus  if  a  certain  person  nam¬ 
ed  JorJcin  v/as  ashed  bin  name  he  would  reply  perhaps  "Jenkin  ap 
Griffith  ap  Robinson -ap  William  c.p  Heec  ap  Evan”  moaning  Jenkin 
son  of  Griffith  son  of  Robinson  con  of  William  con  of  Roes  son  of 
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Evan.  An  amusing  story  is  quoted  in  Loser's  “English  Surnames* 
regarding  this  practice  as  follows.  “An  Englishman  riding  one 
dark  night  among  the  mountains,  heard  a  cry  of  distrecs,  proceed¬ 
ing  apparently  from  a  man  who  had  fallen  into  a  ravins  neer  the 
highway,  and,  on  listening  more  attentively,  heard  the  words,  *He£p 
master,  help! 'in  a  voice  truly  Cambrian.  'Help!  what,  who  are  you?' 
inquired  the  traveller.  "Jenkins  ap  Griffith  ap  Robinson  ap  Wil¬ 
liam  ap  P.ees  ap  Evan”  was  the  response.  'Lazy  felloes  that  ye 
be,*  rejoined  the  Englishman,  setting  spurs  to  his  horse,  to  lie 
rolling  in  that  hole,  half  a  dozen  of  why,  in  the  name  of  com¬ 
mon  sense,  dont  ye  help  ore  another  out?"'" 

Another  group  of  Personal  names  are  those  given  or  Christian  names 
which  have  become  surnames  without  any  change  as,  Oliver,  Lewis, 
Lawrence,  Thomas,  etc. 

2.  LOCAL  5BRKAHES,- 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  classes  of  noses  and  includes  those  ta¬ 
ker*  from  villages,  towns,  districts,  edifices,  trader's  signs, 
local  features  of  the  landscape,  etc.  etc*  This  class  would  in¬ 
clude  such  names  as  Bcrkoley,  Clifton,  Hill,  Brook,  House.  The 
connection  of  individuals  with  places  was  anciently  indicated  by 
such  particles  ac,  at  or  atte,  de,  of,  and  b£.  A  person  living 
near  the  water  or  by  tho  water  was  known  &g  at-the-water  or  by- 
the-water  which  finally  became  Atwater  and  Bywater.  The  pre¬ 
fix  do  has  always  been  in  special  favor  owing  to  its  ^ormandy— 
french  origin,  and  in  some  cases  has  been  retained  to  the  present 
day,  es  Roger  do  Boardman.  "gimon  of  Gyrene”  would  be  an  in¬ 
stance  of  the  udg  of  the  particle  of. 

3.  OFFICIAL  SURNAMES, - 

This  class  includes  those  names  derived  from  official  positions 
or  offices  both  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  as, King,  Duke,  Lord,  Con- 
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stable,  Stesiard,  Deacon,  Abbott,  Pope. 

4.  OCCUPATIONAL  SUR NAMES, - 

Those  ore  called  by  com©  TRADS  narcos.  As  might  be  expected,  a 
aarfs  occupation  gave  him  notoriety,  especially  if  ho  was  skilled 
In  hio  handicraft,  and  thus  wo  have  ouch  names  as  Baker,  Farmer, 
Fisher,  Cook,  Smith,  Carpenter,  Brewer,  Hornblower. 

5.  NICKNAMES, - 

Barber  writos  of  those  narcos  as  follows,-  "Unquestionably  the 
oldest  names  of  all  are  those  derived  from  bynames,  given  on  ac¬ 
count  of  a  strong  peculiarity  of  figure,  feature,  character,  deed 
of  prowess,  eccentricity  of  dress,  speech  or  carriage.  Among 
primitive  nations  the  slightest  deviation  from  the  ordinary 
cource  of  life  or  difference  among  his  fellows  was  enough  to 
mark  a  man."  Such  names  are  Bigg,  Little,  Short.,  Jay,  3are- 
bon©3.  Peacock,  Harefoot, Strongman,  Fogg. 

Barber  in  his  "British  Family  dames"  uses  three  classes  In  addition 
to  the  above  i.e.  CUN  or  TRIBAL  names  In  which  he  includes  certain 
names  which  will  bo  found  in  the  above  classflcatl on  under  Poi'oonal 
names:  FOREIGN  names  brought  into  England  from  the  Continent  as  Frere, 
Beauchamp,  Durr  ant :  FOUNDLING  narcos.  Regarding  the  letter  Barbel'  says,- 
"There  is  ©very  reason  to  believe  that  we  are  inuebted  to  the  parisn 
beadle,  (a  parish  of f icial )  ,and  the  workhouse  officials  for  many  c;<- 
tradinary  and  even  ridiculous  names  which  cannot  ba  derived  from  any 
known  sources,  and  they  remain  a  puzzle  to  all  who  would,  si-temp  to 
clear  them  up,  unless  they  are  classed  in  this  section.  *  or  in¬ 
stance,  a  girl  named  Anne  was  christened  on  Monday  and  being  a  waif 
was  named  Anno  Monday, after  the  cay  of  the  week.  A  boy  who  was  laid 
"site  t'T *  oerratt * s  dore"  during  th©  night  was  christened  John  i Jyn .t . 
An  old  parish  record  has  the  following,-  "A  male  child  was  found  In 


our  pariah  with  a  penny  In  hia  hand  and  called  Henry  Ponny . "  Lower  quotas 
the  following  amuelng  epitaph  concerning  the  same  name. 

"header  if  cash  thou  art  in  want  of  any 
Pig  four  foot  deep,  and  thou  shalt  find  a  Ponnyl " 

Such  names  as  Haycock,  because  desortod  under  a  haycock,  Lillywhit®,  and 

Sweotappls  are  considorod  by  some  to  belong  in  thi3  class. 

The  name  3ATERH0US3,  doubtless  belongs  in  the  class  of  "Local 
frames?  The  writer  of  a  book  entitled  "The  Norman  People,"  says  it  is  the 
old  Norman  name  Dastheouae,  and  gives  as  instances  Alan  Y-astohoso  or  Last- 
hoouso  of  Normandy,  and  Roger  do  L’ateruse  of  England,  but  Bardoloy  claims 
that  bastehoso  is  an  entirely  different  name. 


Guppy  in  his  "Homes  of  Family  Names,"  says,  "The  source  of  the 
name  of  Laterhouse  is  a  little  doubtful.  Waterhouses  is  the  name  of  a  place 
In  the  County  of  Strafford,  and  of  a  village  in  tho  County  of  Durham." 

Harrison  in  his  "Surnames  of  the  United  Kingdom,"  says  the  name 
comes  from  the  Old  English  Lae  tor- hue  ,  the  latter  syllable  being  the  Cld 
England,  form  of  tho  word  house ,  the  whole  word  meaning  "Dweller  at  tho 
House  by  the  Later.” 


Bardoloy  in  his "Dictionary  of  Karnes,"  places  it  in  the  class  of 
Local  Names,  meaning,  "at  tho  Later-house  from  residence  thereby. ' 

Foster  in  his  "History  of  the  Deanery  of  Doncaster"  referring 
to  tho  Waterhouse  Arms  says,  "The  arms,  a  charred  and  notched  p I 1 o ,  oi  m 
tho  language  of  Blazonry,  a  pile  engrailed  sable,  has  allusion  to  the  name, 
a  house  built  on  piloa  in  the  water,  and  from  such  a  house,  no  doubt,  the 
name  was  derived." 


Bowel  itch  in  his  "Suffolk  Surnames /(Boston,  Hass . )  considers  the 
name  derived  from  an  edifice,  which, of  course,  makes  it  a  Local  namo.

The  origin  of  many  of  these  names  is  quite  evident,  and  soma  are 
obviously  different  spellings  of  tha  earns  name*  It  must  bo  remembered 
that  th©  moaning  of  many  trords  have  changed  in  the  centuries  that  have 
passed  since  theso  names  came  into  existence.  For  instance,  the  rather 
curious  name  Spittalhouse ,  means  ”at  the  spittle- house ,  lrom  residence 
at  the  lodge  of  the  hospital .  Roadhouse  does  not  come,, as  might  bo  suppos¬ 
ed,  from  residence  on  or  at  tho  road ,  but  is  a  later  form  of  tha  name  .« ox.- 
house,  from  residence  in  the  house  on  tho  royd  or  clearing.  Also  liurot- 
house  means  at  the  hurst- house ,  from  residence  in  a  cottago  by  tho  hurst , 


or  ’wood . 
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The  7iaterhou3e  Family  in  England  is  usually  considered  to  have 
descended  from  Sir  Gilbert  Waterhouse ,  II night ,  ol  Kir ton ,  in  the  County 
of  Lincolnshire,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  111,  who  reigned 
from  121G  to  1272.  The  following  letter,  however,  written  by  ono  who 
has  given  the  subject  much  study,  would  seem  to  show  that  the  family  is 
considerably  more  ancient  than  would  appoar  from  the  published  pedigrees.

And  by  Lorman 
chroniclers  variously  ao;  'Cuiccardus  de  Lavemesoun*  'Gulscard  da  Lymo- 
oin,'  and  •Guiacard  de  Leumesin,’  Ac.,  Seigneur  de  %olyns." 

Th3  above  letter  was  sent  to  Professor  Sylvester  fta ter house 
of  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  tlo.  ,  by  Major  Henry  Waterhouse,  rt'd. 
Loyal  Artillery,  Si. A. ,  Ph.D.  ,  F.R.K.S.,  G.H.S.,  Ac.,  who  in  1695  Fas  liv¬ 
ing  on  South  Castle  St.,  Liverpool  ,Sr*g.  Whether  or  not  it  was  written 
by  him  is  not  clear. 

From  Lincolnshire  the  Waterhouse  family  gradually  became  res¬ 
ident  in  various  counties  as,  Straff ordshire .  Derbyshire,  Hertfordshire 
and  Buckingham,  but  was  particularly  numerous  in  the  large  parish  of  Hal¬ 
ifax  in  the  Lest  Hiding  in  the  county  of  Yorkshire.  Burke's  Landed 
Gentry  has  this  to  say  of  tho  family  in  this  locality:  - 

"in  tho  sixteenth  century  this  family  was  exceedingly  numerous 
in  tho  Lest  Hiding  of  tho  county" of  York,  and  especially  within  tho 
largo  parish  of  Halifax,  wherein  in  several  branches  it  was  possessed 
of  much  landed  property,  and  In  many  also  engaged  in  trade  and  man-., 
uf acturos ♦ 

The  fecundity  of  the  race  is  so  remarkable,  when  contrast¬ 
ed  with  tho  population  of  that  district,  so  much  lass  then  than  at 
the  present  day,  as  to  make  its  details  worth  recording  in  a  work  of 
this  kind.  In  the  parish  register  of  Halifax  alone,  are  entered 
in  the  century  from  1538  to  1G38  the  baptisms  of  4-15  of  this  nano, 
who  it  is  pretty  well  ascertained,  ware  all  of  this  family;  of  these 
231  were  males,  and  214  females »  Tho  marriages  in  the  suit's  I-driou 
were  200;  of  which  61  are  of  males ,  and  119  are  oi  females.  *.i\3 
burials  arc  300;  of  which  164  are  of  males:  oi  those,  81  »ore  grown 
up  or  aged  men ;  83  were  boys,  infants,  or  young  man;  and  136  femalG3; 
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of  whom  46  wars  wives,  19  wore  widows ,  4  spinsters,  and  67  young 
woman  or  girls,  whose  fathers  were  living. 

The  members  of  the  family,  or  persona  bearing  the  name  of  a- 
terhouae ,  began  to  decline  from  tnio  time,  hevoral  of  the  wealthy 
branches  had  removed  or  had  become  extinct,  and.  otnero  appear  to 
have  been  reduced  in  estate,  very  probably  in  consequence  of  the 
largeness  of  thoir  families. 

From  1658  to  1745  the  baptisms  are  90;  42  males  and  48  female 
The  marriages,  54  viz.  ,  60  males  24  lortales.

Fr.  Hunter ,  in  his  History  of  the  Deanery. of  Doncaster,  says,- 


uTho  T-aterhouses  were  a  very  numerous  family  in  the  parish  of 
Halifax,  so  numerous  as  to  mock  the  best  efiort3  of  experienced  gen¬ 
ealogists  to  throw  them  all  into  a  strict  genealogical  sei  ies.  Oi.

are  accounts  in  many  collections  of  Yorkshire  genealogies,  and  in 
the  Visitation  Books.” 

John  Datson,  in  his  History  of  Halifax,  says,-

To  find  in  the  same  book  that,  "Henry  v.atarhouse,  oarly  in  tho 
reign  of  Henry  Vlll.  ,  purchased  lands  at  Onsacre  and  Bradfiald,  South 
Yorkshire,  whore  his  successors  remained  located  for  several  generations, 
their  original  arms  being,  Or,  a  pile  engrailed  sa.  Those  arm3  ware  con¬ 
firmed  17  Cct.  1573,  to  Robert  baterhouso,  of  Halifax  (the  grantee  of 
the  advowson  of  Conisbro)  by  Sir  Gilbert  Dethicha,  &c.,  with  tho  follow¬ 
ing  additions,  Two  plates  in  base  barry ,  wavy  of  six,  sa.  and  ax.  Croat, 
a  moorcock  sa. ,  winged,  wattled,  and  created  gu.  Karl  HSS  Ho.  5023." 

This  is  evidently  the  same  Hsnry  T.atorhous©,  of  Onsacre,  aa 
mentioned  by  liajor  Henry  tatorhouao  in  the  letter  printed  on  the  proceed¬ 
ing  pages. 

Regarding  the  above  arms,  iir.  Hunter,  in  his  History  of  tho 
Deanery  of  Doncaster,  referring  to  the  pedigree  of  hat or house  of  Conis- 
borough  says  that  tho  arms  wars  ,0r,  a  pile  engrailed  sable,  but  that 
the  old  arms  of  the  family  were  Gules,  three  wells,  or  water-housqg »  ar¬ 
gent,  the  doors  sable,  the  water  undao  of  six  argent  and  asuro. 

A  careful  search  of  the  largo  collection  of  genealogical  matter 
in  the  British  Kuseum  arid  the  records  in  other  places  in  England,  rela¬ 
ting  to  tho  T/atorhouso  family,  would  doubtless  reveal  much  of  interest. 

As  funds  and  time  were  not  available  to  make  this  search,  wo  have  combin¬ 
ed  such  published  pedigrees  as  v»e  have  found,  and  added  such  information 

as  could  bo  obtained  from  various  county  histories  o.nd  visitations  to 

** 

make  the  following  connected  sketch.  It  ia,  oi  course,  very  incom¬ 

plete  in  many  respects,  and,  as  the  pedigrees  and  authorities  no  not  al¬ 
ways  agree,  it  may  not  bo  accurate  at  all  points,  but  xt  will  give  a  .a~r- 
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ly  good  idea  of  the  family  in  England  In  tho  earlier  centuries.  Con- 
earning  tho  earlier  pedigrees,  in  the  Faailiae  Linorum  Gentium,  one  of 
ihio  H&rlelan  .jocietiea*  publications,  printed  London,  lo^o  ^  *  o X • 
aro  tho  pedigrees  of  several  branches  of  tho  Waterhouse  family.  In  bo¬ 
ginning  tho  pedl.gr oo  tho  author  says,-  "This  is  tho  received  descent 
of  the  Waterhouses  of  Halifax,  appearing  in  many  authorities  &  admitted 
(Ipreoumo)  at  the  College.  But  there  is,  I  fear,  a  total  absence  of  proof 
for  anything  above  John  t.  Agnes,  except  that  names  similar  to  tha3a  are 
to  bo  found  in  the  Court  rolls  of  the  V.anor  of  Wakefield."

•CKAftLaS,  by  tha  grace  of  God  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France, 
and  Ireland ,  Tsfonder  of  tha  Faith,  &c,  to  all  whoa  these  preoonts  3hall 
coma,  grafting,  ’’.horoas  by  tha  humble  petition  of  our  wall-beloved,  and 
faithful  Subjects,  tho  inhabitants  of  tha  town  and  parish  of  Halifax,  in

trard .- 

"Sir  Bdrard  Waterhouse,  Knight,  was  born  at  Kolmstadbury  in  thip 
county  of  an  ancient  and  worshipful  family,  deriving  their  descent  lineal¬ 
ly  from  Sir  Gilbert  Latsrhouso,  of  Kryton,  in  Low  Lindsay,  in  the  county  of 
Lincoln  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  the  Third.  As  for  our  Sir  Edward,  his 
parents  were  John  Waterhouse  Ssquiro,  a  man  of  much  fidelity  and  sageness; 
auditor  many  years  to  King  Henry  the  eighth,  of  whom  he  obtained  (after  a 
great  entertainment  for  him  in  his  house)  the  grant  of  a  weeklt  market  for 
the  town  of  Helms ted;  and  Margaret  Turner  of  the  ancient  house  of  Blunt's 
Hall  in  Suffolk  and  Cannons  in  Hertsford3hire.  The  king,  at  his  de¬ 

parture,  honoured,  the  children  of  the  said  John  Waterhouse,  being  brought 
before  him,  with  his  praise  and  encouragement;  gave  a  Benjamin’s  portion 
of  dignation  to  this  Bdward,  foretelling  by  his  royal  augury,  'That  he 
would  be  the  crown  of  them  all,  and  a  man  of  gfeat  honour  and  wisdom  fit 
for  the  service  of  princes.'  it  pleased  God  afterwards  to  second  the  word 
of  the  king,  so  that  the  3prouts  of  his  hopeful  youth  only  pointed  at  the 
growth  and  greatness  of  his  honourable  age;  for,  being  but  twelve  yours 
old,  ha  went  to  Oxford,  where  for  soma  years  he  glistened  in  the  oratorio 
and  poetic  sphora ,  until  ha  addicted  himself  to  conversation ,  and  obser¬ 
vance  of  state  affairs,  wherein  his  great  proficiency  commanded  him  to  the 
favour  of  three  principal  patrons. 

One  was  Walter  Bevoroux,  earl  of  Essex,  who  made  him  his  bosom  friend;  and 
the  said  earl,  lying  on  his  doath-bed,  took  hi3  leave  of  him  with  many 
kisses .  '0  ray  Ned.'  said  he,  'farewells  thou  art  the  faithfullest  and 

friendliest  gentleman  that  I  ever  knew.'  In  testimony  of  his  true  affect¬ 
ion  to  the  dead  father  in  his  living  son,  this  gentleman  is  thought  to 
have  penned  that  most  judicious  and  elegant  epistle  (recorded  in  Holin- 
ohed's  History  pp.  126G,)  and  presented  it  to  the  young  earl,  conjuring 
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fey  the  cogent  arguments  of  example  and  rul3 ,  to  patr irate. 

His  other  patron  was  Sir  Henry  Sidney  (so  often  lord  deputy  of 
Ireland) ,  whereby  ho  become  incorporated  into  the  familiarity  of  hi3  son 
Sir  Philip  Sidney ;  between  whom  and  Sir  Sdward  there  was  so  great  friend¬ 
liness*  that  thoy  were  never  batter  pleased  than  whon  in  one  another^  com¬ 
panies*  or  when  they  corresponded  with  eachother.  And  we  find  aft3r  the 
death  of  that  worthy  knight,  that  he  was  a  close  concerned  mourner  at  his 
obsiquies,  as  appearoth  at  largo  In  the  printed  representation  of  his  fu¬ 
neral  solemnity. 

His  third  patron  was  Sir  John  Perot,  deputy  also  of  Ireland,  who 
so  valued  his  counsel,  that  in  State  affairs  ho  would  do  nothing  without 
him.  So  great  was  his  employment  betwixt  state  and  state,  that  he  crossed 
the  soas  thirty-sevon  times,  until  deservedly  at  last  he  came  into  a  port 
of  honour,  wherein  ho  sundry  years  anchored,  and  found  safe  harbour;  for 
ho  received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  was  sworn  of  her  majesty’s  privy 
council  for  Ireland,  and  chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  therin.  Mow  his 
graceful  soul,  coursing  about  how  to  answer  the  queen’s  favour,  laid  it¬ 
self  wholl}'  out  in  her  service,  wherein  two  of  his  actions  are  most  remark¬ 
able.  First,  ho  was  highly  instrumental  in  modelling  the  kingdom  of  Ire¬ 
land  into  shires  a3  they  now  are;  shewing  himself  so  groat  a  lower  of  the 
polity  under  which  he  was  born,  that  he  advanced  the  compliance  therewith 
(as  commendable  and  necessary)  in  the  dominions  annexed  thereunto. 

Pis  second  service  wa3 ,  whon  many  in  that  kingdom  shrouded  themselves  fro.~ 
the  laws,  under  the  target  of  power,  making  force  their  tutelary  3aino,  .*3 
set  himself  vigorously  to  suppress  them.  And  when  many  of  the  privy  coun¬ 
cil,  torrefied  with  the  greatness  of  the  oarl  of  Pesmond,  durst  not  sub¬ 
scribe  the  instrument  wherein  he  was  proclaimed  traitor,  Lir  Edward,  oaor.*. 
some  others ,  boldly  signed  the  same  (disavowing  his  and  all  treasons  a- 
r&inst  his  prince  and  country);  and  the  council  did  the  like,  commanding 
ihe  publication  thereof .

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As  to  his  private  sphoro,  God  biassed  him,  being  but  a  third 
broth3rf  above  his  other  brethren.  Now  though  ho  had  throa  wivss  and 
though  h©  had  so  strong  a  brain  and  body,  yot  ha  livad  and  died  childless, 
intar-coraxoning  therein  with  many  Worthies,  who  are,  according  to  Aolius 
Spantianus  oithor  amprolific  or  have  children  in  gonltorum  vituperiux  ot 
faxarum  laosuram. 

God  thus  denying  him  the  pleasure  ©f  posterity,  ho  craved  leave 
of  the  queen  to  retire  himself,  and  fixed  the  residua  of  his  life  at  ^ood- 
church  in  Kent,  living  there  in  great  honour  and  repute  as  one  who  had  no 
design  to  be  popular  and  not  prudent:  rich  and  not  honest,  great  and  not 
good.  Ke  died  in  the  fifty-sixth  year  of  hi3  age  the  13th  of  October  1591, 
and  is  buried  at  "ood church  under  a  table  marble  monument,  erected  to  hio 
memory  by  his  sorrowful  lady  surviving  hix.”  Hr.  Fuller  concludes  his 
sketch  with  the  following  note,- 

"Reader,  I  doubt  not  but  thou  art  sensible  of  the  alteration  and 
improvxent  of  my  language  in  this  character;  owing  both  to  my  Intilligence 
and  expressions  unto  Edward  Waterhouse,  now  of  Rion  College,  esquire,  who 
to  revive  the  memory  of  his  namesake  and  groat  uncle,  furnished  r.o  with 
these  instructions.*’ 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  his  ag© 
and  date  of  death  as  given  in  the  above  sketch  and  as  given  in  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  th©  monument  to  his  wifo  liargaret.

N.H .»  vhoro  ho  married  Mrs.  Sarah  Lloyd,  Juno  29,1672.  sho  was  the  widow 

of  Allen  Lloyd,  and  the  daughter  of  Lr.  Reginald  or  Ronald  Fernald  and 

Joanna  (F.ar&urton)  Fernaid ,  jinci  was  born  in  Portsmouth  in  163  6. 

Dr.  Kenald  r’ernald  was  the  son  of  Sir  3illiam  and  Elisabeth

(Anand)  Fernald.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  surgeon  in  the  English  Navy, 
which  position  he  resigned,  and  v as  sent  to  this  country  by  Captain 

John  Mason  in  1631,  as  surgeon  for  li  1 3  Piscataqua  plantation.  His  name

appears  in  a  list  of  "  The  Hames  of  Stewards  and  Servants  sent  by  John 
Has on  Esq.  into  this  Province  of  Hew  Hampshire, *  as  Reginald  Fernald, 
Chirurgeon,  end  it  is  stated  that  ho  camo  over  in  tho  Warwick ". 

A  book  entitled  "Old  Eliot y  (Maine)  epoaks  of  him  as  follows,-  "A’ith-

out  doubt  tho  earliest  physician  in  our  Piscatcqua  plantation  was  Reg¬ 
inald  Ferrield ,  the  doctor  who  camo  with  Meson,  and  who  practised  on  both 
eidos  of  the  river.  His  home  was  at  Strawberry  Bank:  vet  ho  owned  land

in  Kittery,  and  ministered  to  the  sick  among  the  scattered  settlers  here. 
;  He  died  in  1666  at  Pierces  Island,  ana  w&c  buried  at  tho  Point  of  Graves 
in  Portsmouth.  His  son  Thomas  had  a  perpetual  lease  of  the  Islands  now 
occupied  by  the  Navy  Yard.”  This  may  be  what  Frowsier  refers  to  in  his 
"Rambles  about  Portsmouth"  where  he  tolls  us  that  when  the  Hnited  States 
bought  the  islands  in  1G06,  it  was  found,  in  looking  up  the  title,  that 
the  property  had  boon  originally  entailed  by  the  Ferns ldo ,  and  was  to 
descend  to  the  oldest  male  heir  from  generation  to  generation  "so  long

Dr.  Fernald  was  evidently  a  man  of  affairs,  as  well  as  a  but- 

E® on,  for  he  was  for  years  Town  Clerk,  one  of  the  selectmen,  and  also

bold  various  otner  offices  in  Portsmouth.  Eo  was  one  of  tho  signers  of 
Ike  petition  to  the  General  Court  at  Boston,  dated  May  1653,  praying, 
•-ff.ong  other  things,  that  the  name  of  the  plantation  might  be  changed  to 
r°rt arr.outh ,  which  prayer  was  granted.  The  petition  closed  as  follows,-

•And  whereas  the  name  of  this  plantation  ait  present  being;  Strabery 
Betake  accidentally  goo  called  by  reason  of  a  banko  whore  strawberries 
were  found  in  this  place,  now  we  humbly  desire  to  have  it  called  Ports- 
couth,  being  a  name  most  suitable  for  this  place,  being  at  the  river's 
couth,  and  good  as  any  in  this  land.”  Tho  name  “Strawberry  Bank," 
however,  clung  to  that  portion  of  the  town  along  the  river  bank  for  ma¬ 
ny  yccrG  afterwards. 

Bichard  Waterhouse  married  second  Dec*3,170l,  Alary  Dwott  of 
Hampton  Palls,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  ( — -— )  Gvveti.  Joseph 
twott  was  a  prorrinont  wan  in  Hampton  Palls,  (;I  .U . )  being  on©  of  the  Se¬ 
lection  for  years*  Tory  Swell's  grandfather  was  Captain  Benjamin  Dwelt 
irho  settled  in  Hampton,  H.H.,  before  1GC4*  He  was  a  celebrated.  Indian 
warrior  and  was  killed  by  Indians  at  Black  Point,  Gear boro, Bo. 

It  is  not  known  whore  Hr.  /iatcrhouoo  first  resided  in  Ports¬ 
mouth,  but  it  is  probable  that  ho  settled  on  what  was  then  known  as  Doc¬ 
tors  Island,  situated  just  off  tho  mainland  about  opposite  where  the

biborty  Pole  nor*  stands,  at  tho  time  of  his  marriage.  In  any  overt  he 
must  have  gone  there  soon  efter,  for  the  records  of  the  town  show  that 
on  the  3rd.  of  June,  1C 78,  the  selectmen  passed  the  following  voto,i.c.

The  two  Allen  Lloyds  mentioned  in  the  above  document  were  the 
eon  and  grandson  of  Richard  Waterhouse's  wife  by  her  first  husband,  Al¬ 
len  Lloyd.  It  will  be  noticed  that  at  this  time  Richard  Waterhouse  Ju¬ 
nior  was  also  living  on  the  Island.  The  property  remained  in  the  Wa¬ 
terhouse*  family  until  1735,  when  Richard  Lanier's  son  Timothy  Water- 
house  cold  it  to  Joshua  Pierce.

In  1682  Cranfiald  was  appointed  Governor  of  Me*  Iiorapshi.ro  , 
After  enduring  hie  oppressive  end  tyrannical  administration  of  affairs 
until  1C85  tho  inhabitants  of  Kxe ter, Hampton,  Portsmouth ,  and  Dover  pe¬ 
titioned  for  his  removal .Kichard  Waterhouse  was  ono  of  sixty  signers 
from  Portsmouth  and  some  idea  of  the  hardships  through  which  these  ear¬ 
ly  settlers  had  to  pass  may  be  formed  froai  this  petition,  a  portion  of 
follows,-

The  humble  address  ana  petition  of  sundry  of  your  Majeotie's  loyal  sub¬ 
jects  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  your  hajoatie’s  Province  of 
Mew  Hampshire ,  in  *.KW  England,  moot  humbly  eheseth.  That  your  petition¬ 
ers  predecessors,  having,  under  the  encouragement  of  your  Aiajestie’f 
royal  ancestors,  by  their  letters  patent  to  the  Great  Council  of  Ply¬ 
mouth  ,  removed  themselves  and  some  cf  us  into  this  remote  and  howling 
wilderness,  in  pursuance  of  the  glorious  ends  proposed;  namely  the  glo¬ 
ry  of  God,  tho  enlarging  his  Majestic  * s  dominions,  either  four.de  we  now 
possess  vacuum  domic ilium,  or  purchased  them  of  tha  heathers,  the  na¬ 
tive  proprietors  of  the  same-  or  at  least  by  their  allowance,  approba¬ 
tion  or  concent--  have  cat  down  in  tho  peaceable  possession  of  the  same 
for  the  space  of  above  fifty  years?  hoping  that,  as  we  had  attained  tho 
ends,  so  we  should  have  shored  ir.  the  privileges,  of  these  royal  patents 
above  mentioned,  and  thereupon  did  tho  more  patiently  bear,  and  cheer¬ 
fully  grapple  with  innumerable  evils  and  cifficulties  which  must  neces¬ 
sarily  accompany  the  settlers  of  now  plantations*  especially  in  such 
climates  ce  these,  besides  the  calamities  of  the  late  Indian  war,  to 
the  loss  of  many  of  our  lives  and  the  groat  impoverishment  of  the  sur¬ 
vivors.  V.e  were  also  further  encouraged,  from  your  hajeetie's  prince 
cere  in  taking  us,  by  your  late  commission,  under  your  fa jostle * s  im¬ 
mediate  government,  end  appointing  some  among  ourcclvoo  to  govern  v~ 
according  to. those  methods  there  prescribed,  being  particularly  bound  to 
discounten&nco  vico  and  promote  virtue  end  good  living,  and  to  keep  us 
in  o  due  obedience  to  your  Ha jostle's  authority  and  continuance  of  our 
Just  liberties  and  prosperities,  together  with  liberties  of  consciences 
in  matters  of  worship,  and  all  in  order  to  our  living  in  all  godliness 
Rtid  honestly,  fearing  God  and  honoring  the  King,  which  wo  profess  to 
bo  our  ciesiro  to  do. 

But  contrariwise ,  partly  by  tha  unreasonable  demands  of  our  pretended 
proprietor,  I  obert  Mason,  Esq.,  and  partly  from  sundry  reasons,  that 
are  either  effects  or  concomitants  thereof,  we  are  in  a  far  worse  con¬ 
dition  than  any  other  your  Majesty's  plantations,  and  reduced  to  such 
confusoins  and  extremities  that  necessitate  our  humble  application  to 
your  Majesty,  upon  whoso  clemency  and  justice  only,  under  God,  we  depend 
tor  our  relief: 

Your  poor,  distressed  and  oppressed  petitioners  do  therefor©  moat  humbly 
supplicate  your  gracious  Majesty  that  you  will  vouchsafe  to  give  leave 
our  sol  vo  a  *Vr.

In  1891  Richard  Waterhouse  subscribed  six  shillings  and  eight 


pence  towards  the  eettleznont  of  tiie  Rev*  John  Cotter.  &c  pastor  over  tho 
congregational  Church  in  Portsmouth*  Two  years  later ,  on  tho  3rd*  of 
April,  1C93,  ”at  a  Generali  Townc  meeting  held  in  that  town  there  wag 
a  vote  passed  impowering  the  Selectmen,  together  with  three  others  to 
be  a  comitte  to  regulate  and  order  the  seating  of  the  people  in  the 
meeting  house*  The  way  in  which  this  committee  performed  its  duty  will 
const less  be  read  with  considerable  intorest*  Two  men  were  seated 
"with  the  Minister  in  the  Pulpit*”  Three  men  were  seated  "in  the  seat 
under  the  Pulpit « H  The  rest  of  the  men  were  seated  ”in  The  front  seat 
before  the  Minister,  in  the  men’s  gallery  fronting  the  Pulpit,  in  the 
cocond  scat , ’‘(tho  one  in  which  Richard  Waterhouse  sat)  and  “in  the  men’s 
Side  Gallery*"  The  women  sat  ir.  the  "Seat  fronting  the  Pulpit,  In  tho 
first  seat  between  the  Pulpit  and  24aJ.  Vaughn’s  pew.  The  next,  In  the 
7/omon'c  seat  in  the  gallery.  In  the  seat  where  £ajor  Stilcaan’ 3  daugh* 
ler  Eatt,"  end  in  'The  room  over  the  women’s  stares* "  "The  5th*  seat 
being  the  bach  seat  is  left  for  young  persons  about  14  years  of  age,  un¬ 
married.  Ac  for  that  sect  where  Cept.  Fryer  sat,  Liout.  Medford  and 
bio  wife  are  there  placed  until  further  order.  The  bock  scats  in  the 
men’s  galleries  is  left  for  youngs  persons  about  14  yeareo  old.

Ko  shared  in  the 
division  of  the  common  lands,  according  to  the  vote  of  1699,  and  appar¬ 
ently  sold  his  allotment,  which  was  about  forty  acres,  to  Silling  Cot-

In  1713  he  bought  land  of  Er.  Richard  faille  for  which  he  paid 
Twenty  Eight  pound 8  and  in  1723  was  admitted  as  one  of  the  original  Pro¬ 
prietors  of  the  Town  of  Barrington,  N.  H.  receiving  an  allotment  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  acres.  Hie  rente  appears  on  the  Portsmouth  tax  list 
for  the  years  1713-10  on  the  “Strawberry  Bank  List”  and  from  that  time 
to  his  death  on  tho  "South  Side  Graff ords  Lane  List." 

Jan.  15,  1717,  he  was  rated  to  the  new  meeting  house,  hie  tax 
being  seventeen  shillings.  Out  of  some  hundred  ar.d  eighty  odd  on  the 
11 ot  only  twenty-six  were  rated  higher  than  he. 

Of  the  fifty- two  slaves  owned  in  town  in  1727  he  owned  two,  on¬ 
ly  three  owning  a  larger  number. 

May  18,  1093,  he,  with  twenty-five  or  thirty  others,  was  fined 
five  shillings  for  not  appearing  with  his  arcs  May  11,  proceeding  accor¬ 
ding  to  an  Act  of  the  Assembly  entitled  an  “Act  for  settling  the  Militia,1 
but  in  1703  he  served  from  Juno  28  to  July  6,  at  Port  William  A  Mary  at 
Newcastle. 


Ho  died,  probably  in  the  early  part  of  1731,  and  his  son,  Capt- 
&in  Oamuel  Waterhouse,  was  appointed  administrator  of  his  Estate,  the  pa¬ 
pers  biting  dated  June  25,  1731.

Tho  thirteen  acres  described  in  this  deed  ere  probably  the  H13 
acres  at  the  pulpit”  alloted  to  Sarah  Lloyd,  afterwards  the  wife  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Waterhouse  Senior,  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of 
her  former  husband  Allen  Lloyd*  The  bank  of  tho  river  at  this  point  is 
®  high  bluff  hence  it  wac  called  the  ”palpit.n  Aug*  23,1700  Samuel 
sold  hie  interest  in  the  property  to  bin  brother  Timothy  for  nine  pounds 
and  the  latter  appear  a  to  have  lived  there  the  rest  of  his  life.  5?o  are 
indebted  to  Brewster 1 c  "Kembles  about  Portsmouth”  for  the  following  de- 
^ci  ipt^on  oi  the  locality  and  ol  i  amity  Xiio  in  tho  old  .iatoriiouse  homo* 
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"One  of  the  most  beautiful  locations  in  Portsmouth  for  river 
proximity,  extensive  prospect  and  varied  landscape,  is  that  abovo  Porte- 
mouth  Bridge  known  of  lato  years  as  Freeman* 3  Point,  but  for  nearly  two 
previously  gg  llama*  d  Point.  About  a  third  of  a  mil©  north  of  the  old 
Ham  mantlon-hous©  between  the  groat  elm  and  the  shore,  in  a  grovo,  is 
the  cellar  of  the  house  of  Timothy  Waterhouse.  *****  He  located  himself 
on  this  cove  above  Freeman* e  Point  probably  noon  after  the  year  1700. 

He  was  e  tanner  and  tshoemaker.  Here  were  his  tan  pitts,  end  his  cul¬ 
tivated  ecres.  There  was  no  little  life  in  that  old  house  -  which  had 
under  its  roof  six  merry  girls  and  three  roughich  boys  and  a  slave  »  and 
sometimes  the  staid  old  folks  would  tell  them  they  almost  raised  the  0- 
vil  one.  One  winter  evening,  somewhere  about  172-5  the  parents  were  ab¬ 
sent  for  the  night,  the  enow  was  fact  falling,  and  the  boyo  and  girls 
resolved  to  have  a  good  time.  Co  the  fire  was  enlivened  with  fresh 
wood  and  the  danco  began.  The  slave  had  a  good  voice,  end  as  he  caper¬ 
ed  round  in  a  * Country  dance*  merrily  sang; - 

* Don't  you  see  how  my  head  does  wag- 
£on*t  you  see  how  my  shoulders  l&g- 
Don * t  you  soe  how  my  hips  do  shako- 
£on*t  you  see  what  pains  I  taka. 

In  dancing  of  my  quivering  shake i* 

In  the  height  of  their  hilarity,  which  would  hardly  have  boon  enjoyed  in 
the  old  folks*  presence,  there  was  a  violent  thumping  at  the  door.  In 
that  stormy  night,  for  away  from  any  neighbors,  end  from  any  road,  there 
was  something  frightful  in  that  token.  The  singing  was  hushed  and  that 
parontel  admonition  to  bowaro  of  ’raising  the  evil  one*  soemod  to  flash 
cudaenly  over  their  supers tltioue  minds.  Margaret,  the  oldost  and  brev¬ 
et,  led  the  way  to  the  door,  but  no  sooner  had  she  opened,  it  than  cho 
caw  what  she  thought  Satan  himself.  The  figure  was  white,  with  a  hor¬ 
rible  black  face  deep  in  a  white  lonped  hat,  which  was  hanging  down  over 
cach  shoulder.  That  the  Old  Scratch  had  now  coma  they  all  bellevod;  Far 
Caret  fainted,  end  it  was  some  time  before  the  ugly  looking  but  faith- 
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ful  slave  of  Wathfiniel  Jackson  was  recognised  beneath  hie  enow  covering, 
Vho  had  ’corse  to  get  Lassa's  shoes!  * 

The  parents  had  the  ability  to  instruct  their  children,  and 
they  gave  them  a  better  education  at  home  than  girls  generally  received 
in  that  day.” 

Timothy  Waterhouse’s  name  appears  in  the  Portsmouth  records  in 
various  connections.  In  accordance  with  an  order  from  tho  Lieut.  Gov~ 
ernor  to  post  men  detached  for  his  Majesties  servlco  in  certain  places, 
probably  as  a  protection  against  the  Indians,  Timothy  Waterhouse  was  post¬ 
ed  at  "Heards'1  from  Pec.  5,1G95,  to  Jan.  7,  following.  Jan.  16, 1717  he 
was  rated  to  the  now  meeting  house  his  te>:  being  17  shillings.  He  was 
ono  of  the  tything men  for  several  years. 

Like  his  brothers  he  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of 
tho  town  of  Barrington,  h.K.,  being  admitted  as  such  in  1720.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  proprietors  held  in  Portsmouth  Kar* 31, 1731,  it  was  voted 
to  build  a  meeting  house  in  Barrington  but  nothing  was  done  under  this 
voto.  In  1742  it  was  voted  that  a  meeting  house  be  built  44  feet  long 
end  36  feet  wide.  Timothy  Waterhouse  was  ono  of  a  committee  of  three 
to  locate  and  superintend  the  construction  of  tho  same.

Tho  branch  of  the  family  which  ie  descended  from  the  maker  of 
this  will  contains  probably  the  largest  number  of  the  descendants  of 
fi chard  Waterhouse,  and  its  members  have  cause  for  much  satisfaction  in 
the  fact  of  the  existence  of  the  will  as  it  makes  it  possible  to  trace 
the  line, beyond  all  d input a,  back  to  the  first  Richard.  Those  of  thin

branch  who  have  boon  sufficiently  interested  to  look  into  the  matter 
have  been  able  to  trace  their  pedigree  back  to  tho  sons  of  Timothy,  but 
beyond  that  point  all  was  confusion,  fcany  of  the  descendants  of  John  ae- 
eortod  positively  that  ho  came  from  England,  and  one  informed  the  writer 
that  this  John  had  a  son  John  who  was  tho  ancestor  of  the  Barrington  Wa¬ 
terhouses#  H©  was  apparently  unable  to  persuade  this  person  that  she 
*cs  mistaken  even  though  he  proved  conslusively  by  dates  and  records 
that  if  her  statement  was  correct  the  age  of  miricles  had  not  passed  for 


John  senior  must  have  been  a  father  at  the  remarkably  early  age  of  about 
six  years.  We  have  also  been  informed  that  Timothy  Junior  came  from 
England  directly  to  Portsmouth.  Some  of  the  descendants  of  Joseph  claim¬ 
ed  that  he  was  the  son  of  a  Joseph  who  came  from  England,  while  others 
were  just  as  positive  that  he  himself  came  from  England  and  settled  at 

Block  Point,  in  the  town  of  Scarboro,  Koine. 

Xn  the  midst  of  all  this  uncertainty  tho  writer  felt  a  degree 
of  pleasure , which  only  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  a  similar  work  can 
fully  appreciate,  in  finding,  besides  the  above  will,  the  following  deed 
which  rives  not  only  the  names  of  Timothy* a  children  but  also  the  places 
where  they  lived,  thus  proving  that  they  wore  tho  identical  ones  mention¬

For  architectural  symmetry  the  remaining 
ornaments  of  the  front  door  exhibit  evidence  of  good 
teste  which  few  of  modern  times  exceed#  The  cops  of 
the  pillars  retain  their  beauty  to  the  eye  of  every 
architect  after  more  than  a  century’s  exposure.  That 
Air.  Gains  made  his  own  furniture  not  only  handsomely 
but  faithfully,  wo  have  seen  evidence  in  the  now  daily 
use  of  his  first  parlor  chairs,  which  have  passed  down 
in  the  family  for  an  hundred  and  thirty  years  and  are 
yet  as  good  as  new.  They  never  had  a  price  set  upon 
them .

converting  their  product  into  cloth,  end  her  fame  extended 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  town.Hear  the  house  is  a  good 
spring  which  still  flows  on  as  of  old.  It  was  the  time  for 
vrool  washing.  Laying  aside  the  widow's  weeds,  dressed  in 
a  leather  apron,  a  man's  broad-brim  hat  and  other  apparel 
to  match,  she  was  washing  her  wool  at  the  spring,  when  a 
stranger  on  horseback  approached  and  inquired  for  the  widow 
Dennett,  Nothing  daunted  she  pointed  to  tho  house,  direct¬ 
ed  him  to  the  front  door,  while  she  stepped  round  and  enter¬ 
ed  by  tho  back  way,  lie  was  not  long  in  waiting  before  the 
lady  of  the  house  in  comely  apparel  appeared.  The  gentle¬ 
man  introduced  himself  as  John  Plummer,  cf  Rochester,  He 
had  heard  of  her  good  reputation,  said  peihaps  it  was  too 
coon  to  come  a  courting,  but  would  aek  tho  privilege  in  pro¬ 
per  time  of  proposing  himself  to  her  favoroio  considera¬ 
tion.  In  duo  time  Judge  Plummer  came  again,  and  they  were 
married.  They  lived  happily  together  for  mmy  years,  and 
their  gravestones  in  Rochester  record  the  agoi  of  oaeh  at  a-

This  wife 
could  not  have  been  Samuel  Libby’s  widow,  however,  for  she  was  still  Sa¬ 
rah  Libbcy  when  the  above  agreement  was  signed  in  1702.  Nevertheless, 
Samuel  Waterhouse  did  marry  Samuel  Libby's  widow, at  least,  at  a  lo.tor

Samuel  Waterhouse  woe  one  of  iho  original  proprietors'  of  the 


Town  of  Barrington,  N.H.,  and  hie  widow  sold  his  portion,  consisting  of 
twenty  acres,  Aug. 14, 1732  to  Joseph  Holmes  of  Portsmouth. 


In  a  "List  of  Soldiers  names:  and  Time  they  Served  att  her 
Majesties  ffourt  To  and  Kory:  at  Hew  Castle  in  the  province  of  Hew  Hamp¬ 
shire  Bow  England  1703"  Samuel  Waterhouse' b  name  appears,  ho  having  serv¬ 
ed  from  June  17  to  July  23.  In  1717  ho  was  rated  to  tho  old  meeting 
house.. 


We  have  found  no  record  of  his  death,  but  he  was  taxed  on  the 
the  South  side  of  the  Mill  Lam  and  tho  lact  year  his  name  appears  on  the 
list  was  in  1718.  The  next  year  and  up  to  1725  his  widow  was  taxed  for 
the  same  property  so  that  ho  probably  died  in  1718  or  early  in  the  next 
yor.r.

T.hon  tho 
tide  required  him  to  leave  before  ho  had  finished 
on  reaching  the  fishing  ground  ho  would 
bait  rus  hook.3,  giving  one  turn  of  hia  lino 
the  thole  pins,  and  than  anothsr  around  hi3 
and  compose  himself  to  sleep.  V>hon  the  fish  bit 
the  chock  at  the  tholo  pin  would  3acuro  it,  and  the 
slight  pull  at  his  wrists  would  notify  him  to  taka 
it  in.

get  It  filled  with  "0  be  joyful,''  then  return  to 
hie  boat,  take  his  seat,  raise  the  cocoanut  to  his 
mouth  and  take  two  or  three  swigs , resting  each  with 
a  smack  of  hi3  lips,  then  depositing  it  safely  in 
tho  cuddy,  ho  would  uncover  his  fish  and  give  no¬ 
tice,  "K or?,  gentlemen,  I  am  ready  for  business*" 

By  the  time  his  fish  were  sold  his  shell  would  need 
replenishing,  and  then  with  another  swig  ho  would 
push  off  into  the  stream,  and  in  his  boat  proceed 
almost  intuitively  to  hi3  homo.  Thu3  yoar  after 
year  ho  went  through  the  same  routine,  until  in 
1832,  on  tho  4th  day  of  July,-  a  day  which  he  re¬ 
garded  as  worthy  of  a  particular  observance  in  his 
way,-  his  boat  struck  against  Portsmouth  bridge, 
and  at  tho  ago  of  seventy-three  ho  closed  his  life 
in  that  river  on  which  ho  had  almost  lived  for 
three  score  and  ton  years.  Ho  left  about  fifteen 
hundred  dollar-3  as  tho  result  of  his  labors,  and 
tho  reputation  of  a  friendly  disposition  to  man  and 
beast*  His  like  wo  have  never  since  looked  upon.'* 

6*  Davis  Spinney.  to  quote  from  Brows tor  the  following  facts 
concerning  his  life.  “He  was  probably  tho. last  sur¬ 
vivor  of  the  workmen  on  the  U.3.  Frigate  "Congress*, 
built  at  Badger* s  Island,  Portsmouth  Harbor,  in 
1799.  Ills  name  appears  on  the  pay  roll  for  that 
year  as  receiving  5 8 and  l/3  cents  per  day.  He  was 
then  twenty-eight  years  old.  The  highest  pay  on 
tho  roll  of  eighty  nine  men  was  two  dollars  por 
day,  and  but  two  master  workman  received  that. 

Tho  average  pay  of  the  whole  was  about  63  cents. 

A  remarkable  incident  marked  his  old  ago.  For  ma¬ 
ny  yoara  his  hair  had  been  very  white  but  during 
tho  last  part  of  his  life  it  all  camo  off  and  a  new 
growth  of  fine  silken  black  hair  grew  out,  cover¬ 
ing  his  head  ( excepting  a  part  which  had  boon  pre¬ 
viously  bald)  and  so  continued  until  his  death.

Joserh  Datorhouso  was  admitted  into  full  communion  in  tha  first 
Church  in  dcarooro  Apr, 25, 1742.  Not  long  after  this  tho  inhabitants  of 
the  Dunstan  end  of  the  town  became  so  numerous  that  on  March  20,1744/5 
several  of  them, including  Joseph  Datorhouso,  asked  to  bo  dismissed  from 
tho  old  church  to  form  a  now  one  in  that  locality.  As  few,  probably, 
are  familiar  with  the  old  church  forms  we  print  tho  text  of  tho  Dismiss¬ 
al  and  tho  form  of  Covenant  entered  into  in  tho  formation  of  tha  now 


church,  as  taken  from  tho  church  records.

In  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  for  the  Col¬ 
ony  of  r.hodo  1 3 land  and  Providence  Plantations,  at  Newport  the  6th  day 
of  Hay  1740,  it  was  voted  that  Timothy  T-atorhouso  be  admitted  a  free¬ 


man  o£  this  Cofcny  from  Newport*  ilo  is  roferi'od  to  in  various  papers 
as  u  chair -maker  and  probably  lived  in  a  house  fronting  Liberty  Square 
in  Newport.  He  evidently  gained  a  position  of  some  influence  and 
prominence  among  hie  fellow-townsmen  for  in  Hay  1781  he  was  eloctsd  a 
Deputy  to  the  usuora 1  Assembly  from  Kowport.  in  the  same  year  ho  was 
tne  fifth  ouctice  of  the  Count  of  Common- Pleas  for  Newport  County.  la 
Pay, 1782  he  was  fourth  Justice  and  in  Hay  1783-4  ho  was  third  Justice 
cf  the  cam©  Court.

Timothy  is  3pokon  of  as  a  man  of  good  nature,  of  fearless  hon¬ 
esty  and  practicle  wi3dom.  his  wife's  family  were  Quakers  and  ho  bo- 
oa no  a  follower  of  this  sect,  but  the  religious  scruples  of  those  poo¬ 
dle  against  fighting  did  not  deter  him  from  warmly  ©spousing  the  cause 
of  the  pati  lots  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution*  His  son  Benjamin,  in 
referring  to  a  time  in  his  life  when  ho  was  rather  inclined  to  bo  a  Tory, 
thus  speaker  of  hia  father's  Toolings  regarding  the  matter.  “This  was 
ft  groat  source  of  trouble  to  my  father  who  would  rice  from  the  table  when, 
florae  ol  our  military  parties  wore  marching  by  with  fife  and  drum  and  would 
recount  to  us  tho  taking  of  louiaburg  by  tho  Hew  England  troops  and  gave 
hio  decided  opinion  that  wo  were  the  most  fearless  sot  of  men  in  the 

eorld."  His  son  says  further,  ’’hie  Quaker  garb  never  disguised  the  fear-

’‘Sarah  aterhouso  was  one  day  visiting  her  oistor  Ruth,  Frs. 
9aine,  when  Capt.  Foss  in  passing,  saw  her.  He  spoke  to  his  companion 
°f  the  beauty  of  Fra.  Gains,  when  he  was  informed  that  he  mistook  tho  per* 
con«  *If  that  is  not  Cain*s  wife  she  is  mine,’  was  the  reply.  His 
ault  was  successful  and  they  we re  married. "  It  ia  said  that  Capt. 

1 033  so  unfortunate  at  one  time  as  to  lose  nearly  all  of  his  proper- 
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ty,  when  his  wife  disposed  of  enough  Tine  linen  to  obtain  the  moans 
to  open  a  place  of  refreshment  on  a  small  scale.  As  their  naans  in¬ 
creased,  in  after  years,  they  built  a  largo  3tage  and  tavern  house  on 
float  St.  tie  ora  told  that  once  during  her  husband’s  absence  at  saa 
lra.  Foss  sold  a  rich  brocade  dross  pattern  and  purchased  the  frame  of  a 
house  with  the  proceeds. 

She  died  Feb. IS, 1705,  and  he  died  May  12,1791,  in  hia  84th  year.

was  in  command  of  Fort  ’’Villiam  &  Lory  situated  on  Great 
Island,  now  Newcastle.  At  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
an  act  in  1774  by  England  forbidding  the  exportation  of 
gunpowder  to  America,  the  fort  was  garrisoned  by  the 
Capt.  and  five  men  and  the  ships- of-war  “Goar borough* 
and  “Canseau”  were  daily  expected  to  arrive  with  sever¬ 
al  companies  of  Britich  soldiers  to  reinforce  the  garri¬ 
son.  On  receipt  of  the  news  a  company  of  citizens  from 
Portsmouth,  determined  upon  seizing  the  arms  and  ammuni¬ 
tion  at  tlie  earliest  moment.  They  procured  a  gondola 
at  midnight,  and  anchoring  a  short  distance  from  the 
fort,  waded  ashore  and  scaled  the  walls.  Shortly  after 
their  arrival  they  encountered  the  captain,  who  deliver¬ 
ed  to  them  hia  sword.  It  was,  however,  immediately 
returned,  for  which  favor  ho  returned  hie  thanko.  Hav¬ 
ing  tekon  100  barrels  of  powder,  they  started  on  their 
return,  and  on  leaving  the  fort  were  rewarded  for  the  fa¬ 
vor  before  shown  to  the  commanding  officer,  by  his  giv¬ 
ing  them  &  lunge  with  hia  sword.  They  did  not  wait 

to  avenge  the  insult,  but  hastened  on  board  the  gondola 
and  rowed  up  the  Piscataqua  to  Fur ham.  On  their  arri¬ 

val,  the  ammunition  was  taken  to  the  cellar  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  church,  where  it  remained  for  sometime,  when 
it  was  taken  to  Bunker  Hill,  where  on  the  l?*'*1  of  June  it 
was  used  against  the  British.  On  the  day  after  the 
powder*  was  taken,  the  fort  was  again  entered,  and  fif¬ 
teen  of  the  lighter  cannon  and  all  tire  small  arms  were 
taken  away.  The  "Scarborough*'  and  "Cansoau"  3oon  af¬ 
ter  arrived.

It  is  said  that  after  living  together  three 
or  four  yoa rs  ho  was  detected  coining  sonsy  and  eloped 
with  his  own  aunt  to  Virginia.

Hero  he  mot  and  finally  married'  Marga¬ 
ret.  Ho  was  a  lieutenant  under  Paul  Jones  during  the 
Revolution  and  the  prize  money  that  ho  won  made  him,  in 
1773,  ono  of  the  twenty  highest  tax  payors  in  Ports¬ 
mouth. 


There  is  an  naval  anecdote  of  Capt.  Cullon  which 
ono  of  the  old  citizens  of  Portsmouth  la  said  to  have 
related  as  told  by  the  Captain,  himself.  -hen  calling 
with  Jones  they  had  on  board  a  largo  number  of  groan 
hands.  One  day  a  fleet  of  vessels  hove  in  sight  and 
the  number  was  rather  terrifying  to  the  crew.  ‘Have 
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we  got  to  fight  thorn?0  “Chat  aro  they?**  were  tho  gon- 
oral  inquiries.  “They  are  all  sovonty-f oure , 0  said  Capt. 
Cullom;  11  wo  shall  have  to  fight  thorn,  and  they  will  hill 
you  all  ao  prepare  for  tho  worst.”  They  did  fight  them, 
and  take  than,-  valuable  merchantmen,-  and  Capt.  Cullen's 
share  of  the  prise  money  was  a  fortune  to  him.  It  is  al¬ 
so  rolatod  of  him  that  o no  Sunday  after  he  became  rich  he 
was  seen  in  his  pew  in  the  Korth  Church.  ^  fe^  clays  la- 
tor  one  of  hio  friends  3poke  to  him  of  tho  somewhat  unus¬ 
ual  occurrence  when  tho  Captain  said,  ”0',{Mth3y  sent  me  the 
devil  of  a  tax  bill  for  my  paw,  and  I  mean  to  got  my  mon¬ 
ey’s  worth. M 


After  his  marriage  v/ith  Margaret,  ho  3 till  fol¬ 


lowed  the  eoa  but  his  prise  money  want  as  easy  as  it  came 
and  in  1784  he  paid  only  a  poll  tax.  They  had  several 
children  all  of  whom  died  in  childhood.

Tho  Ham  family  came  to  Portsmouth  about  1G.5G ,  the  first  of  the 


name  boing  Y.illian,  who  came  from  England  in  1635.  tie  settled  in  Ports¬ 
mouth  on  what  is  known  as  Freeman's  Point,  which  lies  ju?3t  above  the 
bridge  leading  to  Kittery.  The  loCvaliiy  was  oallod  Han*' 3  Point  until  a- 
bout  1033.  Here,  on  the  Pisoataqua  shore,  rises  the  cliff  so  conspicu¬ 
ous  from  the  water  front  ,  called  the  “Pulpit”  before  spoken  of.  The  land 
granted  Mlliam  Ham  and  bought  by  him  amounted  to  about  165  acres.  The 
•ill lam  of  this  sketch  was  in  the  fifth  generation  from  tho  settler.  Ha 
sas  a  farmer  and  lived  on  the  old  Ham  homestead  being  a  part  of  the  orig¬ 
inal.  grant.  He  also  bought  the  Timothy  laterhouse  homestead  close  by  of 
Joseph  Aatorhousa  to  whom  it  had  boon  left.  All  this  property  wae  in¬ 
cluded  in  a  tract  of  land  bought  in  1902  by  the  Vihito  Fountain  Paper  Co.

"It  was  a  time  whan  tha 
hostile  Indians  were  prowling  in  this  neighborhood ,  just  after  Kadam  Us- 
ula  Cutt  had  boon  murdered  on  an  adjoining  farm,  that  the  Ham  boys  were 
loit  at  horns  on  Sunday  tfhilo  the  family  boat  had  borne  a  load  to  tho  old 
roili-dam  mooting.  In  tha  midst  of  tho  services  a  powdor  explosion  was 
heard .  The  mooting  waa  closed  instantly,  and  tha  worshipers,  putting 
themselves  in  position  to  meet  the  Indians,  proceeded  to  tha  Point.  They 
ware  agreeably  disappointed  to  find  that  the  boys  had  affrighted  thaa- 

eelvoa  as  well  as  the  whole  village,  by  the  explosion  of  the  great  powdor 
horn. *

H .  •  Hay  15, 
1731,  married  Alice  Babb,  born  Fab. 22 ,1720.  The  old  family  record  saya 
that  each  was  born  on  a  Thursday .  John  batorhouao  va3  a  tanner ,3 ho sma- 
kor  and  f armor,  and  aottlad  in  Barrington,  K.K..  on  land  which  was  allot' 
ed  to  hie  father  as  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  the  town,  and 
which  is  said  to  have  boon  near -Cootie  Rock  at  the  we3t  end  of  Oak  Ridge 
on  the  south  side  of  which  is  tho  Congregational  testing  House.  J.'ear  by 
was  tho  Cato  garrison  house  built  before  1740,  and  torn  down  about  1570. 

Tho  town  of  Barrington  was  chartered  Hay  10,1722,  and  was  nam¬ 
ed  Barrington  in  honor  of  an  English  man-of-war  which  had  bear/ repaired 
at  tho  expense  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  while  lying  in  that  port.  The 
charter  began  as  follows, -

”To  all  people  to  whom  those  presents  shall  come  Greetings  £now

•  Encouragement  of  settling  a  Kew  Plantation  by  &  with  tho  advico 
and  consent  of  our  Council  have  given  &  Granted  and  by  these 
Presents  (as  far  as  in  uc  lyca)  do  give  and  grant  unto  all  our 
Loving  bub j sets  as  are  present  inhabitants  of  our  Town  of  Ports- 
no  within  our  Province  of  Raw  Hampshire  and  have  paid  Rat03  in 
the  Said  Town  for  four  years  last  past  to  ba  divided  among  thorn 
in  proportion  to  their  Respective  Town  Kates  which  they  paid  the 
last  year  past  and  the  roo ord  of  which  is  to  be  found* in  their 
Town  Book  and  is  agreeable  to  their  Petition  preferred  fox'  that 
purpose. 

Then  followed  a  description  of  tho  boundaries,  Tho  grant  consisted  of 
t^-o  tracts  cf  land.  One  was  called  the  "two-mile«slipH  or  "two-xsilo- 
streak,*  being  a  strip  of  land  at  tho  head  of  tho  Dover  line,  two  miles 
in  breadth  and  six  miles  long,  originally  granted  to  tho  proprietors  of 
G0 «*o  proposed  iron  works  at  Lamprey  River.  Tho  other  tract  waa  sit¬ 
uated  west  of  tho  Lovor  lino  and  vras  aix  miles  wide  and  thirteen  miles 
long.  Tho  charter  wau  granted  under  these  conditions  ,viy, . 
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*lot.  That  they  build  fifty  drolling  hou3oa  and  settle  a  fam¬ 
ily  in  each  within  seven  years  ar.d  break  up  three  Acres  of  Ground  for 
each  Settlement  &  plant  or  sew  the  Same  within  seven  years. 

2dly.  That  a  Los tins- House  be  built  for  the  fublick  Worship 
of  God  within  the  term  of  Seven  Years. 

3rdly.  That  two  hundred  Acres  of  Land  bo  reserved  for  a  Par¬ 
sonage,  two  hundred  Acres  for  the  Minister  of  tho  Gospel  &  one  hundred 
Acres  for  tho  Benefit  of  a  School.1* 

In  ca33  of  an  Indian  war  the  time  was  to  be  extended  for  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  seven  years  after  its  close. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Proprietors  was  hold  in  Portsmouth, 
Lay  28,1722,  at  which  time  they  drew  lots  as  to  the  location  of  their 
respective  portions.

Tha  matter  evidently  was  not  oottled  for  many  yoars  for  at  a 
town  moating  hold  har.30 ,1764 ,  to  see  if  the  town  would  reconsider  and 
revoke  all  tha  votes  that  had  boon  pas3od  relative  to  building  a  moating 
houso  on  Burbank’s  Hill,  ao  callod,  tho  question  was  decided  in  tha  affir- 
tativo.  William  Waterhouse  and  about  twenty-five  others  dissented,  claim¬ 
ing  the  Moderator  declared  it  a  vote  when  it  was  not  and  that  he  refused 
to  consider  a  proposition  to  "try  it  fairly"  by  taking  the  names  of  the 
votors  present.

Samuel  Waterhouse  was  a  sailmaker  and  x’osidod  in  Portsmouth,  He 
elgned  the ’•Association  Test5’  and  was  one  of  tha  signers  of  the  following 
petition. 

"The  Humble  Petition  of  ua  the  Sufcscrib3rs  part  of  the  lata  Plairosa 
Company  stationed  at  Fort  Washington  in  Said  State  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  Titus  Salter."  The  subscribers  set  forth  in  the  petition 
that  their  share  of  the  prize  money,  proceeds  of  a  ship  called  the  "Princo 
George,"  which  thoy  had  captured,  had  b  “sen  converted  to  the  use  of  the 
State,  and  the  petition  concludes  thus,  the  date  of  a axe  being  Dec. 20, 1776. 

"Wherefore  your  Petionars  humbly  &  importunately  pray  that  your  Honors 
would  order  the  account  of  their  Shares  to  be  paid  them  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  that  your  Petitioners  may  have  something  to  sixb- 
sist  thomsplves  &  families  upon,  in  these  times  of  General  Distress •" 

Ho  also  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  following  petition  which

July  9,1782,  ho  bought  of  James  Lyons,  of  llachias,  clerk,  for 
100  pounds,  a  certain  lot  of  land  containing  "180  acres  being  part  of  the 
fir3t  division  Lot  laid  out  to  JSzokiol  Foster’s  right  as  a  proprietor  in 
tho  Township  of  Machias  and  bounded  aa  followcth,  viz  beginning  at  a  3 taka 
on  tho  Northeasterly  side  of  Middle  Kiver  standing  near  the  marsh  thin 


running  north  ten  degrees  Sast  four  hundred  and  iwenty-aovon  rod3,  thon 
North  eighty  degrees  Vest  sixty  rods  and  thenacuth  ten  Degrees  Tiest  to 
tho  salt  Marsh,  then  along  by  tho  salt  Marsh  unto  tho  bounds  first  men¬

In  1774  tho  first  meeting  house  was  built  by  sixteen  men,  one 
of  whom  was  Mnoch  Daterhouse.  It  was  one  story  high,  28x42  and  had  no 
paws,  tho  people  sitting  on  honchos.  It  cost  220  dollars.  In  a  list  of 
some  fifty  persons,  dated  May  24,1770,  who  subscribed  toward  tho  support 
of  the  Rev.  James  Lyon,  v/ho  began  to  preach  in  1771-2,  Onoch  contributed 
L2-10-0. ,  about  fourteen  giving  more  than  he. 

In  the  winter  of  1778-9  the  people  of  this  vicinity  had  to  suf¬ 
fer  groat  hardships  and  Rnoch  Daterhouse , among  some  sixty  others , addressed 


the  following  petition  to  tho  General  Court,  under  date  of  Jan. 22, 1779 
'’To  the  !:ontl0  The  Gonoral  Court  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay.

Knoch  Raterhouso  wa3  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  according  to

"JIe  was  a  Private  in  Capt.  Joseph  Dibble’s  (9th)  co.  #  CoX#  Benjamin 
Foster’s  (LiccolnCo. )  regt;  entered  service  June  23,1777;  di3charg- 
cd  July  10,1777;  service  23  days;  Company  ordered  on  duty  for  de¬ 
fence  of  Dachias  and  rivers  adjacent  when  ship  ‘Ambuscade*  lay  in 
tho  harbor;  also,  Capt*  Stephen  Smith’s  co.  ,  Col.  Foster’s  (Lin¬ 
coln  Co.)  regt;  service  2  moa.  Company  served  at  Kachias  from 
July  16,1777,  to  Oct. 10, 1777,  when  British  shipa  lay  in  the  harbor; 
also,  in  same  co.  and  rogt.  between  Doc.4,1778  to  Jan. 4, 1779,  3 
cays  at  iiachias;  also,  Lieut.  John  Bcott’s  detachment  from  Lin¬ 
coln  Co.  rogt.s  service  between  Aug. 31, 1799,  and  Rov.20,1773,  14 
days  at  ilachias  and  endorsed  ’service  at  Penobscot."’ 

Orn*  oi  Bnoch  Vaterhouse’ o  granddaughters,  who  had  been  in  the 
old  home,8ay8  that  ho  lived  on  a  largo  farm  about  two  miles  from  the  vil- 
I'lgo  of  Lao  hi  as  in  a  part  of  the  town  called  Diddle  River,  now  known  as 
'•a*  oilfield.  Ha  had  much  timber  and  many  cattle  and  sheep.  Hq  lived  in 
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a  largo  house,  the  first  frame  hou 30  built  In  the  place.  The  doors 
had  wooden  latcho3  which  wore  operated  with  a  little  string.  At  night 
all  they  had  to  do  was  to  pull  in  the  string  and  the  door  was  fastened 
for  there  vras  then  no  way  of  opening  it  from  tho  outside.  During  tho  war 
of  1812  tho  Indians  ware  friondly  and  wore  allowed  to  do  about  as  thoy 
pleased.  Occasionally  they  Y^ould  kill  one  of  hi3  cattle  or  a  sheep  and 
ho  would  sometimes  allow  them  to  have  a  danco  in  hi3  hou3a.  He  died  Ju¬ 
ly  30,1817.

a  half  And  is  boundod  Via!'  baginning  at  a  V.hlta  ash  traa  raarkd  four  sidon 
and  ao  Runlng  from  thanes  south  East  adjoining  tha  lntervall  on  nonasuoh 
hlvor  thirty  throa  Rod  &  a  half!  Thonco  Korthnast  Cna  hundrad  *  nlnty 
four  Rod!  Thonco  south woot  thirty  throa  Rod  &  a  half  Thonoa  SouthSaat 
Hnty  Sovon  Rod  Thonoo  Korth  Hast  Sixty  Savon  Rod  Thonea  Hast  Elntay 
Sovon  Hod  to  tha  first  bound,  bolng  Lott  E°  33  In  tha  five  thousand  acre 
division  or  ono  half  thereof.”

Theophilus  Waterhouse  was  “of  Biddoford” .  tie . ,  when  ho  married 
but  he  settled  in  Scarboro,  on  a  hill  noar  the  Nonesuch  river,  and  on  that 
part  of  tho  farm  which  was  afterwards  called  the  "old  field."  The  build¬ 
ings  were  not.  far  from  Sphriam  Libby's  place  and  close  by  what  was  known 
to  tho  later  owners  of  the  farm  aa  tho  "flat  top”  apple  tree,  so  called 
because  of  its  ovon,  flat  top.  Here  ho  raised  his  family  and  when  the 
boys  grow  up  they  built  a  new  house,  soma  half  ratio  away  on  the  main  road, 

tailed  the  "Burnham”  road,  into  which  the  family  moved.  The  place  remain-

od  in  possession  of  tho  family  until  about  1880.

Houoe»  Daniel  and  John  Boulton  and  T.allis  Fonderson.  The  deed  was  given 
upon  the  condition  that  at  should  not  take  offoct  during  the  lifetime  of 
either  Thoophilus  or  his  rife,  and  was  recorded  April  8,182G.  On  the 
«ar.e  day  the  deed  was  drawn,  liar  .15 ,1014 ,  Ai  gave  his  father  a  mortgage 
for  the  same  property  in  the  same  amount,  $1500,  the  deed  closing  as  fol¬

Theophilus  t'atorhouse  dlad  in  Scarboro,  Apr. 2, 1826,  and  his  widow  died 
In  tha  same  place  Dec. 7,1842. 

Theophilus  Waterhouse  was  tho  groat  grandfather  of  tho  writer. 
Although  born  in  Boston,  2t:asQ.,  tho  latter  removed  y-ith  Ills  parents  to 
tho  old  place  and  into  tho  house  on  tho  "Burnham"  road  whan  ho  ra3  about 
six  months  old  and  lived  thoro  until  about  cloven  years  of  ago.  I!o  ro~ 
Bombers  very  well  tho  old  "flat  topn  apple  tree,  the  sour  apples  which  it 
bore  and  tne  collar  hole  of  tho  old  house  near  by ,  b03ides  other  jj&rta  of 
the  farm  which  were  familiar  to  his  boyhood  days.  At  the  lower  ond  of  the 
"old  field';  overlooking  the  meadow  or  intervale, was  tho  old  burying  ground, 
then  the  family  moved  into  the  new  house  this  burying  ground,  although 
then  some  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  any  house  and  in  a  moat  lonesome 
spot,  was  still  used.  At  tho  time  of  his  grandfather's  death,  the  writer 
well  remembers  the  funeral  procession  wending  its  way  through  the  pasture 
and  then  through  tho  old  field  to  this  out  of  the  v? ay  place  whore  he  was 
laid  to  rest.  Vhen  the  farm  was  sold  a  lot  was  purchased  in  the  cemetery 
at  Gorham  Village  or  Corner  and  the  bodies  of  Theophilus,  his  wife  and 
their  son,  Ai ,  were  rointerred  at  that  place.  In  going  over  tho  old 
Placo  in  the  summer  of  1913, or  about  that  year,  it  was  found  that  the 
fonce  had  been  moved  between  the  pasture  and  tho  field  so  that  the  old 
Jurying  ground  was  out  in  tho  pasture  and  and  .almost  covered  with  young 
Pino  trees.  On  one  slate  stone  the  letters  B.G.  wore  barely  visible.

By  dead  dated  Apr. 23, 1791,  Joseph  Waterhouse  conveyed  to  Nathan¬ 
iel  Waterhouse,  yeoman,  for  240  pounds,  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  Bear- 
boro  containing, by  estimation,  fifty  nine  acres, be  same  more  or  lass, 
situate  on  the  northeaoterly  side  of  the  Road  from  Dunatan  mooting  houso 
to  the  town  of  Gorham,  and  is  the  same  land  I  bought  of  Charles  Frost.  ! 

In  a  list  of  members  ol  the  church  in  Scarboro,  dated  Foe. 1300, 
appear  the  names  of  Rachel  and  Nathaniel  Waterhouse,  and  against  the  lat¬ 
ter  was  written,  "who  joined  the  Methodists.* 

He  is  said  to  have  boon  drafted  for  the  army  during  the  Revolu¬ 


tionary  war  and  to  have  marched  as  far  as  Pookskill,  N.Y.  ,  but  soon  after 
received  his  discharge.  No  mention  is  made  of  this  service,  however,  in 
the  Massachusetts  records.

Benjamin  Waterhouse  was  one  of  cloven  children,  only  one  of  whom, 
bssidos  himself ,  lived  to  bo  over  twenty  eight  years  old*  Even  he 
was  of  a  delicate  frame  and  'tender  fibre,"  and  gave  little  indication, 
in  his  youth,  of  the  long  and  strenuous  life  which  he  was  to  lead.  In¬ 
deed  he  tails  us  that  before  he  was  twenty  years  old  his  friend,  Gilbert 
.vtuart,  who  was  about  his  own  age,  and  who  afterwards  became  celobratod 

as  a  painter,  told  him  ho  would  never  live  to  see  his  thirtieth  birth¬ 
day. 

Prom  several  sources  wo  get  some  glimpses  of  his  boyhood  days. 

In  a  journal,  kept  during  the  later  years  of  his  life,  we  road,-  KI  was 
a  child  of  a  Quaker  family,  ray  parents  kind,  indulgent,  and  of  a  candid, 
liberal  cast  of  mind  which  led  me  to  educate  myself."  But  although 
brought  up  a  Quaker,  hs  says  his  mind  was  more  occupied  with  Julius  Cao-

Hannibal  and  the  heroes  of  the  Illlad  and  of  the  Aenoid  than  with  tha 
groat  Quakers  George  Fox  and  T.lliiom  Penn.  ’’It  is  remarkable,"  he  writes, 

*  that  when  I  was  a  child  ay  great  desire  was  to  see  &  hear  largo  bells,  and 
largo  cannon,  and  huge  ships  of  war.  I  delighted  in  reading  of' battles 
from  the  siogo  of  Jerusalem  and  of  Troy  to  the  wars  of  the  Turks  and  F.U3- 
sians,  and  of  the  Duke  of  ft ar thorough,  and  I  wa3  fair  from  boing  a  rough, 
pugnacious  boy  myself,  and  perhaps  more  disposod  to  koap  out  of  harms  way 
than  most  others;  but  I  had  a  strange  wish  to  see  and  to  hear  large  church 
b«ill3#  and  largo  cannon;  a  24  pounder  was  a  delightful  object,  and  I  would 
gladly  walk  20  miles  to  havo  3oen  one  of  36,  and  would  have  gone  farther 
to  have  seen  a  42  pounder  than  an  elephant.  fty  dreams  wore  of  huge  bolls, 
of  cannon  of  the  largest  calibre,  and  an  inclination  of  that  sort,  has  ex¬ 
tended  into  old  age.  Sven  now,  an  octogenarian  I  delight  in  reading  the 
battles  of  the  King  of  Prussia  and  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  and  yet  born 
and  brought  up  in  the  bosom  (of)  remarkable  family  quiet  and  tranquil  Qua¬ 
kerism.  Yet  it  was  and  is  my  ruling  passion,  stronger  oven  than  Natural 
History.*1 

In  another  place  we  read,  ’* I  never  received  a  box  on  the  ear  or 
a  shaking  that  I  remember  from  my  own  father.  At  the  age  of  scribbling  & 
Picture  making  I  showed  him  my  stars,  trees  and  ships  and  when  I  U30d  to 
0}uq1  and  sometimes  surpass  my  old  friend  Gilbert  Stuart  he  took  delight 
in  showing  ray  productions  to  Governor  Nanton,  and  others  of  his  friends, 
and  I  remember  once  when  he  allowed  an  old  sea  Captain  my  chef-doevro  a 
°bip  of  the  line  with  yellow  Gurnbouge  sails,  the  old  captain  said  on  re¬ 
turning  it  'that  son  of  yours  has  something  in  his  head  besides  nitta  &

--1^2.  -  uich  J.  knew  not  how  to  construe,  as  I  felt  it  ouch  an  odd  mixture  of 
oncoaium,  and  its  contriary.’* 

Again  ho  writes,  "To  a  sensible  mother  I  owe  more  than  I  can  ex- 
fTOao*  sh<3  taught  me  to  think  and  I  began  reading  the  bible  with  her  in  a 


full  and  liberal  manner,  I  was  3urrounded  with  <2rnoral  poople  who  boliev- 
od  only  in  the  old  Tostament,  but  I  was  taught  to  respect  thorn  equally 
frith  Christiana,  Jdy  thoughts  wore  in  the  camps  of  the  Israelites  and  a- 
nong  tho  Creaks  and  Lomans,  but  it  was  England  that  finally  engrossed  my 
attention,  for  instead  of  play  I  wa3  running  ovor  tho  Spectator  which  ex- 
cited  a  desire  to  go  to  London,  Hilton’s  pros©  writings  wore  congenial 
to  me  and  my  father.  From  him  and  thorn  I  imbibed  steady  principles,  a 
love  of  truth  and  fearlessness  of  conduct,  which  never  allowed  my  counte¬ 
nance  to  fall  or  my  hand  to  waver  in  their  support.  In  studying  by  my¬ 
self  while  othex‘3  slopt,  I  acquired  a  bettor  relish  for  tho  beauties  of 
the  Latin  and  English  writers  than  if  I  had  boon  driven  through  the  forms 

of  a  college.  Being  alone  I  thought  more  and  labored  steadily  con  amoro. 
(with  love). 

Although  I  was  a  great  reader  the  love  of  books  was  not  my  en¬ 
grossing  passion.  Drawing  and  painting  also  occupied  my  thoughts  by  day 
and  my  dreams  by  night.  One  of  my  companions,  Gilbert  Stuart,  having  the 
same  turn  of  mind,  we  became  intimate  friends  and  from  boyish  amusement 
our  drawing  cocaine  a  matter  of  serious  emulation.  I  remember  the  period 
when  he  was  ready  to  relinquish  the  contest.  He  confined  himself  to  hu¬ 
man  heads,  while  I  was  more  excursive.  At  length  a  sensible  Hootch  gen¬ 
tlemen,  named  Alexander,  took  Stuart  under  his  patronage  and  let  him  copy 
coma  of  his  pictures.  One,  a  pointer  dog,  lioing  on  a  carpet,  wa3  so  well 
done  and  30  much  admired,  that  I  in  my  turn  gave  up  the  contest  in  despain. 
I  v:aa  often  to, him  what  heabrant'a  mother  was  to  that  wonderful  Dutchman, 
an  object  at  hand  on  which  to  exorcise  a  ready  pencil.” 

Later  Stuart  painted  a  portrait  of  Dr.  V.atorhouse  which  was 
placed  in  tho  Hodwood  library,  in  Newport.

Young  Yaterhou3o  rocoivod  the  ground  work  of  a  good  classical 
education  chiefly  in  a  school  founded  by  tho  celebrated  Doan  Borkoloy. 

Tho  eminent  and  very  loarnod  Dr.  Arthur  Brown,  L.L.D. ,  who  afterwards 
wont  to  Dublin  and  became  Senior  Follow  of  Trinity  College,  in  that  city. 
King' 3  Professor  of  Greek  and  of  I. aw,  Vicar  General  of  Kildare  and  Prime 
Sargent,  H ember  of  Parliament  for  tho  University,  and  author  of  many 
learned  works;  Gilbert  Charles  Stuart,  already  mentioned,  were  at  the 
some  school .  All  throe  are  said  to  have  had  a  great  desire  to  visit  Eu¬ 
rope,  and  all  obtained  their  wish  in  this  regard,  although  under  very 
different  circumstances.  In  his  journal  Dr.  VTaterhousa  writes,  MI  nev¬ 
er  was  whipped  at  school  but  once,  and  that  very  slightly,  but  the  indig¬ 
nity  was  lasting ,  ana  though  it  was  only  on  the  palm  of  my  hands,  my  pa¬ 
rents  allowed  me  to  quit  the  school  to  the  astonishment  of  the  British  In¬ 
structor.” 

here  is  another  interesting  entry  under  date  of  Nov. 6, 1838.  "Gun¬ 
powder  treason  oi  I.h  Island  celebrity.  A  memorable  celebration  in  my 
school  boy  dayswhen  tho  stolen  tubs  and  barrels  came  to  light  at  Newport 
which  annual  candle-light  parade  of  the  Pope  and  the  Dovil  terminated  the 

year  after  I  went  ot  London  viz.  1775,  the  dawn  of  the  morning  of  our  rlo-

rious  American  Independence .  Boston  and  Newport  had  kept  up  the  parade 
of  carrying  through  tho  streets,  the  well  wrought  and  etuffod  Images  of 
Dope  of  Dome,  and  his  alleged  patron  tho  Devil,  and  after  exhibiting  them 

f 

frora  a  large  stage  drawn  by  horses  and  receiving  a  small  contribution 
Irom  every  house  they  stopped  at,  they  burnt  them  at  12  o'clock  at  night. 
Ino  North  ond  and  the  South  and  of  Boston  had  each  their  Pope  &  Devil, 
when  tho  two  parties  met,  they  generally  had  a  battle  when  victory  common¬ 
ly  favored  the  North  and,  who  could  muster  more  blackguards  than  tho  South 
This  annual  frolic  continued  until  1775  when  the  Devil  gave  place  to  Lord 
North.”  In  one  of  those  affairs  the  Doctor  says  ho  was  wounded  in  the 


forehead. 
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Uion  he  wa 3  about  fifteen  years  of  age  he  entered  the  office  of 
Poctor  John  Halliburton,  a  Scotch  surgeon,  who  had  settled  in  Newport 
sorra  years  previous  to  this  time.  It  was  the  custom  in  those  days  for 
physicians  to  receive  into  their  offices,  for  instruction  and  assistance, 
young  mon  who  were  inclined  to  adopt  the  practice  of  medicine  as  a  profes¬ 
sion.  Usually  a  fee  was  charged  but  Dr.  Halliburton,  we  are  told^to 
choose  more  carefully  those  most  desirable  and  take  them  without  a  foe. 

At  this  time  ho  described  -the  sort  of  youth  he  wanted  to  },!r.  Abraham  Red¬ 
wood,  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  and  foundor  of  the  Redwood  library  in 
that  city,  who  recommended  young  Waterhouse.  At  first  his  father  object¬ 
ed  to  the  arrangement  but  finally  consented  on  condition  that  his  son's 

school  education  should  go  on,  that  he  pursue  his  Latin  studios  and  that 
he  reside  with  his  parents. 

MTho  social  obligations  of  Dr.  Halliburton,"  Dr.  T/aterhouso 
later  wrote,  !i imposed  on  me  an  unreasonable  weight  of  care,  but  as  I  nev¬ 
er  mixed  with  those  of  my  own  age  in  parties  of  pleasure,  I  was  equal  to 
the  task.  During  this  timo,  I  never  saw  Boston  or  strayed  from  home  so 
far  as  Providence.  In  the  midst  of  pleasure,  I  had  the  reputation  of  be¬ 
ing  a  retired ,  studious  youth  devoted  to  physic,  and  having  attained  the 
reputation  I  was  proud  to  maintain  it." 

The  Ilodwood  Library  in  Newport  contained  a  choice  collection  of 
books , which  had  boon  brought  over  from  London,  and  during  his  pupilage 
’•'a  ter  house,  .besides  attending  to  hi3  duties,  found  time  to  read  all  it 
contained  on  medicine  and  chemistry,  including  works  by  Boerhaava ,  Bacon 
and  Newton  which  expanded  his  mind  and  gave  him  a  glimpse  of  the  universe 
01  This  was  all  done  evenings  at  his  father's  quiet  home. 

After  serving  with  Dr.  Halliburton  for  seven  years  he  Locarno 
dissatisfied  with  his  practice  and  longed  to  get  away.  "I  saw,  M  he  says, 
no  chanco  of  going  to  London.  The  times  were  turbulent,  the  tea  had 


- 
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boon  destroyed  In  Bo3ton  Harbor,  and  tho  sloop  Liberty  belonging  to  the 


tings  commissions  had  been  destroyed  in  Newport  Harbor.  I  saw  this  trans¬ 
action  from  beginning  to  end.  As  my  acquaintances  were  almost  entirely 
of  tho  British  party  and  my  preceptor,  a  loyal  Scotchman,  under  pay  as 
hospital  surgeon,  no  wonder  that  I  imbibed  at  his  table,  a  mere  youth  as 
I  was  then,  what  was  then  called  Tory  principles.  The  gentleman  whoso 
conversation  tended  to  fix  me  in  my  anti-American  notions  wa3  Robert  Light 
foot,  an  Englishman.  Being  much  with  him,  I  became,  in  the  language  of 
tho  times,  a  Promising  young  Tory.  This  was  a  great  source  of  trouble 
to  my  father  who  would  rise  from  the  table  when  some  of  our  military  par¬ 
ties  were  marching  by  with  fife  and  drum  and  would  recount  to  us  the  tail¬ 
ing  of  Louisburg  by  the  New  England  troops  and  always  gave  hie  decided  o- 

pinion  that  we  were  the  moat  fearless  set  of  men  in  the  world.  n 

untie  he 

talked,  I  thought  so  too,  but,  when  X  listened  to  some  others  and  when 
left  to  myself,  tho  mighty  power  of  Great  Sritian,  and  especially  her 
matchless  Navy,  created  ideas  which  prevailed  ovor  all  my  father’s  good 
sense.  in  1774,  I  went  to  Philadelphia  to  bo  inoculated  for  small  pox, 
as  it  could  not  be  done  in  Rhode  Island  or  any  Now  England  state  without 
violating  a  rigidly  enforced  law.  Uy  letters  of  introduction  to  that  city 
and  to  New  York  threw  me  among  tho  Tories  and  I  returned  home  deeply  en¬ 
trenched  in  my  Tory  principles.  Pressing  seamen  from  our  vessels  just 
returning  to  their  families  after  a  long  voyage,  however,  almost  overcome 
my  opinion  of  tne  mightinosfe  of  Britain.  X  was  go  deeply  impressed  with 
its  cruelty,  that  I  oponly  rejoiced  when  I  saw  my  countrymen  combat  with 
success  the  British  Pro33  Gang,  iiy  intercourse  with  their  frigates  and 

officers  never  prevented  my  denouncing  before  them  all  this  abominable 
Practice. 


Having  finished  my  pupilage ,  I  had  nothing  to  do  but  road.  I 
had  exhausted  tho  Newport  library  and  longed  to  be  where  I  could  learn 
acme thing  more.  Looking  about  doing  nothing  was  to  me  hard  work.  This 
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tedium  was  relieved  by  my  father's  friend,  Abram  kedwood.  He  aaid  to 
se,  'Benjamin,  seven  years  ago  I  recommended  you  to  Dr.  Halliburton,  and, 
having  observed  your  devotion  to  study,  I  can  now  with  Increased  confi¬ 
dence  recommend  you  to  your  kinsman  Dr.  Fothergill.  He  is  a  rich  man  and 
at  th8  head  of  his  profession  in  London.  I  have  founded  a  library  in 
Newport  and  will  now  givo  them  a  physician.  Hitherto  re  have  had  only 
Scotch  or  Gorman  physicians.  I  will  give  thorn  an  American  onel  *  Lith 
that  view  ho  patronised  me  and  preporation  was  made  for  my  going  to  my 
kinsman,  who  readily  consented  to  receive  me." 

Ho  sailed  for  London  in  &arch  1775,  in  the  ship  Thomas  which 
was  tha  last  vessel  to  escape  from  the  Fort  of  Boston  before  it  was  clos¬ 
ed  by  Lord  North  as  its  punishment  for  destroying  the  tea  and  for  other 
acts  outrageous  in  the  eight  of  the  Parliament  of  England.  He  was  the  on¬ 
ly  passenger  and  the  Captain  was  instructed  to  give  him  every  accommoda¬ 
tion.  His  father  went  with  him  as  far  as  the  lighthouse.  On  account  of  a 
light  wind  the  ship  soon  returned  to  port  but  after  throe  days  again  sot 
sail.  Of  this  delay  Dr,  Waterhouse  later  wrote , -  ''This  interval  was 
painful  to  u;3  all,  especially  to  my  mother  for  whom,  besides  the  usual 
portion  of  natural  affection,  X  had  tha  highest  veneration.  Of  eleven 
childron,  oho  had  only  one  son  and  ono  daughter  laft  and  that  son  aha 
might  navor  sea  again,  tty  fathor,  on  taking  leave  a  second  time,  lost  his 
uoual  firmness.  He  would  have  fainted ,  but  for  assistance.  To  soo  ouch 
an  alteration  in  his  firm  framo  and  intrepid  eye  alarmed  mo  for  his  Qua¬ 
ker  garb  novor  disguised  tho  foarlosa  man.  This  second  parting  alrno3t 
made  mo  ropont  my  ontorpriso,  but  hereditary  resolution  overcame  the  im¬ 
pression.  During  seventeen  days  wo  had  little  wind  and  that  little  was  a- 
hacuS.  At  length,  when  near  the  Channel,  wa  mat  chips  bound  for  America 
and  transports  of  armed  vossols  going  to  Boston  to  enforce  the  acta  of 
Parliament.  It  was  than  that  I  first,  felt  a  change  in  my  political  son- 
iimento.  I  aaw  ship  loads  of  soldiers  going  to  fight  ny  countrymen  and, 
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without  reasoning  on  the  subject,  I  wished  that  my  countryman  might  over¬ 
come  and  send  them  back  again.  Before  we  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  tbs 
Thames,  I  found  all  ray  Tory  principles  had  evaporated  and  left  ouch  feel¬ 
ings  as  my  wiser  father  wa3  imbued  with.” 

Upon  hla  arrival  in  London  young  batorhouse  was  much  impressed 
with  his  surroundings ,  but  all  this  raagnif icanco ,  he  tells  us,  did  not 
drive  from  hia  mind  the  nav/  but  strong  idea  that  England,  if  she  drew  the 
sword  against  her  thirteen  colonies,  would  never  subjugate  them.  He  had 
letters  from  Loyalists  in  Newport  to  deliver  and  one  to  John  Rilkes,  Lord 
hay or  of  London,  from  whom  he  received  attention.  The  first  letter  he 
wrote  home,  he  says,  gave  his  father  groat  satisfaction,  nor  did  he  with¬ 
hold  any  change  of  sentiment  from  his  Tory  friends. 

His  first  six  months  in  London  were  passed  in  the  home  of  an  el¬ 
derly  woman  as  a  sort  of  probation,  that  "the  wise  and  wary  Fothergill 
might  see  what  sort  of  a  young  man  thi3  young  American  might  be.”  t'han 
the  edge  of  hia  Hew  England  curiosity  was  somewhat  abated  he  entered  the 
hospitals  and  attended  lectures  accompanied  by  a  strict  Quaker  who  was  al¬ 
so  proparing  for  practice.  Waterhouse  soon  acquired  the  reputation  of  be¬ 
ing  a  very  industrious  student,  which,  in  addition  to  his  relationship  to 
hr.  Fothorgill,  was  of  groat  advantage  to  him.  After  some  months  he  was 
cont  to  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  having  letters  from  Fothergill  to  the  bodies! 
Professors  there.  He  also  had  letters  from  his  old  master  Dr.  Hallibur¬ 
ton  to  a  Jacobite  Lady  of  quality,  the  venerable  Lady  Sutton,  "and  relish- 
od,”ho  says,  "iho  comporiy  of  that  overlaid  party."  At  this  time  the  cele¬ 
brated  Hob3rtson  was  President  of  the  University,  Cullen  and  Munroe  ware 
professors,  whilo  Srskino,  31air  and  others  were  distinguished  preachers. 

During  his  stay  in  Edinburgh  ho  mad©  the  most  of  his  time  and 
°ays  he  never  missed  a  lecture  or  a  day3  attendance  in  the  Royal  Infirma- 
ry»  Honroe  showed  him  little  attention  but  Cullon  was  intorosted  in  him 
lrui  invited  him  to  stay  over  night  at  his  houso.  After  being  there  three 
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months  ho  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Medical  Society,  which  ho 
considered  a  compliment  to  Cr.  Fothergill.  lie  held  this  office  during 
hio  stay  ct  the  University.  Vhile  in  the  city,  he  says  he  was  never  treat¬ 
ed  uncivilly  because  of  his  American  politics  or  Republican  principles, 
or  because  he  was  not  a  Free  Mason,  which  all  the  man  seemed  to  be.  Rhen 
the  course  of  lectures  was  finished  he  returned  to  London  by  water  some 
wonder  being  expressed  at  the  presence  on  board  of  a  young  Quaker  physi¬ 
cian. 

It  was  now  arranged  that  he  should  board  at  the  home  of  a  niece 
of  1 othergillb  here  ho  mot  the  celebrated  James  Ferguson,  the  astronom¬ 
ical  and  philosophical  writer  and  also  William  Curtis  author  of  “Flora 
Londonentis"  and  other  botanical  works,  and  during  all  hia  stay  in  London 
he  had  access  to  the  finest  botanical  gardens  in  the  world.  For  a  time, 
ho  tolls  us  ,  he  spent  his  time  agreeably  enough  about  Gr-ace  and  Church 

etreofeo,  and  although  he  wa3  near  the  hospitals  he  did  not  visit  them  as 

formerly.  Lator  he  writes  of  this  period  as  follows, - 

“Fissoctiona ,  wounds  and  ulcers  formed  such  contrast  to  the  flow- 
ora  of  philosophy  and  the  captivating  pictures  which  I  saw,  that  I  was 

biased  of toner  than  I  was  seen  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  hos¬ 

pitals.  This  at  times  disturbed  my  conscience.  Furguson* 8  lectures  and 
botanical  excursions  with  Curtis,  together  with  the  garulous  philosophy 
of  the  ladies,  seemingly  overpowered  the  great  object  of  my  voyage  to  £u- 
ropo.  I,  however,  ac-iuirod  a  knowledge  of  the  world  and  of  domestic  life, 
its  concords  and  discords,  yet  I  was  soon  convinced  that  my  situation, 
however  pleasant  to  a  young  man  was  not  a  profitable  one.  I  ventured  to 
mention  my  discontent  to  Fothergill.  Ho  had  observed  me  and  my  situation 
and  wua  glad  I  was  not  easy  in  it,  saying  that  ho  should  alt3r*  it.* 

The  latter' a  practice  was  chiefly  consulting  and  principally  a- 
•<  or.g  the  nobility  and  gentry.  In  summer  he  rotirod  to  hia  country  oaat 

h-io  he  spent  three  months.  Upon  leaving  hio  city  residence  this  season 
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he  arranged  that  his  nephew  should  occupy  it  until  ha  roturnod.  The  lat¬ 
ter  vra3  much  surprised  at  this  unusual  mark  of  confidence  especially  as 
ho  ras  not  yet  twenty  one  years  old.  "Y.hen  I  found  my3olf,”  he  says, 

“with  only  two  servants  in  tha  elegant  mansion  of  Fothergill  I  devoted 
all  my  time  and  faculties  to  tho  study  of  my  profession.”  He  attended 
regularly  the  lectures  of  Georgs  Fordyco  and  John  Hunter  and  gained  gain¬ 
ed  a  knowledge  of  minerals  from  Do  Costa.  Having  a  fine  library  at  hand 
he  hardly  allowed  himself  time  to  sleep.  Ha  was  called  on  and  noticed 

by  Fothergill’ a  personal  and  medical  friends  and  ho  soon  began  to  realise 
the  advantage  of  his  change  of  place.  Once  during  this  time  ho  attended 
tho  theatre  but  as  the  next  day’s  papers  announced  "A  crowded  audience 
last  night  and  among  them  Dr.  Fothergill ’s  nephew,”  he  did  not  go  again. 

Y.hen  Fothergill  returned  in  the  fall  he  kopt  young  Waterhouse  at 
his  home  and  tha  latter  says  "nearly  evory  night  during  three  years,  1 
with  my  transcript  lectures  and  commonplace  book,  sat  at  the  same  table 
with  this  industrious  philosopher  from  eight  o’clock  to  eleven,  both  of  us 
exorcising  our  pens  in  our  own  ways.  On  leaving  the  room  on  one  of  these 
evenings,  the  Doctor  once  said  ’go  on,  kinsman,  with  your  notes  of  what 
others  think,  but  thou  wilt  never  bo  a  groat  man  till  thou  hast  forgotten 
them  all*,  moaning,  of  course,  that  he  mu3t  think  for  himself." 

The  study  of  Physic  and  Natural  History,  however,  did  not  take 
all  of  his  time  for  he  found  opportunity  to  writs  in  the  cause  of  America, 
as  did  his  kinsman  who,  wo  tiro  told,  was  as  good  and  conscientious  an  ad¬ 
vocate  of  the  American  cause  as  a  wise,  loyal  and  hono3t  Englishman  could 
or  ought  to  be.  Later  Dr.  Datorhouse  wrote  regarding  this  matter,  "who 
can  wonder  that  medicine  and  politics  were  mixed  together  in  a  young,  ar¬ 
dent  and  anxious  brain,  far  distant  from  hia  suffering  country.” 

A  circumstance  which  rendered  Dr.  Fothergill* s  home  a  peculiar¬ 
ly  valuable  ono  to  a  young  student  was  tho  former’s  custom  of  holding  pub¬ 
lic  breakfasts.  His  house  was  a  center.  of  philosophical  information. 
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Ills  vast  circlo  of  practice,  as  a  consulting  physician;  his  multiplied 
engagements j  his  correct  and  sober  habits  as  a  strict  Quaker;  and  above 
all  his  rigid  economy  of  time  precluded  all  dinner  and  supper  parties. 

He  therefore  admitted  his  friends  at  breakfast.  Here  might  be  seen  in 
the  course  of  the  season  the  first  philosophical  characters  of  the  ago, 
English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  also  from  the  Continent.  Some  distinguished 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  once  in  a  while  nembors  of  the  House 
of  Lords  met  at  this  literary  feast.  But  it  was  not  rank  or  title  that 
ensured  the  heartiest  welcome.  Ken  distinguished  for  philanthropy , 
learning,  useful  inventions  and  mental  independence  were  sure  of  this 
good  mans  attention  and  patronage.  Hare  young  V.aterhouae  met  such  men 
as  Sir  Joseph  Banks,  Dr.  Colander,  Dr.  Priestly  and  others.  These  asso¬ 
ciations  and  acquaintances  could  not  fail  to  bo  of  inestimable  value  to  a 
young  student  and  it  is  probable  that  these  gatherings  did  much  to  foster 
and  intensify  the  passion  for  those  branches  of  science  which  Dr.  Water¬ 
house  afterwards  introduced  and  labored  so  zealously  to  establish  in  his 
native  land.  At  one  of  those  breakfasts  the  news  of  3urgoyne*s  surren¬ 
der  was  laid  on  the  table  and  Pr.  Waterhouse  tells  us  that  he  well  remem¬ 
bered  the  gloom  which  it  caused,  "but  for  myself,"  he  says,  "I  could  not 

« 

veil  my  unqualified  joy  and  I  retired  to  give  it  vent." 

During  those  years  ho  arranged  the  code  of  the  Society  of 
mantis.  Dr.  Fothergill  had  found  time  to  do  It  in  part,  but  It  was  a 
larEa  volume  and  ha  asked  his  pupil  if  ho  had  the  courage  to  undortako 
tll°  ta3k ‘  Tha  Articles  of  tha  Society  had  boon  accumulating  from  tho 
lino  of  Ooorgo  Pox  and  milaa  Ponn,  bo  that  tho  whole  needed  to  bo  rovis- 
°d  and  reduced  to  system.  "Having  completed  tho  work  under  the  titlo,  'Or¬ 
der  and  Discipline  of  the  Society  of  Friends,'  I  was  so  delighted  with 
th®  boa'J<-y  of  the  system,"  Dr.  Waterhouse  afterwards  wrota ,  "that  I  then 
>Uki  ever  after  considered  tho  task  one  of  tVia  moat  profitable  in  my  life." 
Commenting  on  ths  doctrines  and  modo  of  worship  of  this  ooct  ha  says, 
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"KUCh  “8  1  atoir*  tila  8ub““8  “ootrln.  of  Friends ,  l  cannot  ad- 
Slt  tfmt  thia  ”:0da  °f  worshlP  la  Bui  tab!  a  to  young  people.  Some  pious 
paronts  taka  their  children  to  these  silent  places  of  worship  to  meditate 
on  tho  past,  present  and  future,  to  refloat  on  the  snares  of  the  world, 
the  folly  of  gelety  and  the  wisdom  of  a  sedate  carriage,  and  to  turn  their 
hearts ,  eyas  and  thoughts  from  everything  splendid,  while  the  rising  sun. 
the  beauty  of  tho  fields,  enchanting  forest  trees  in  full  blossom,  and  the 
flower  garden,  striking  their  senses  with  rapture,  kindle  sensations  that 
it  would  bo  wrong  to  smother.  Adult  men  and  women  experienced  In  the 
ways  of  life  may  alt  In  silence,  «**  but  to  expect  such  worship  from 
youth  is  to  expect  ripe  fruit  In  early  spring.  There  Is  a  time  for  all 

things  and  we  cannot,  nor  ought  we,  to  chock  tho  current  of  a  rapturous 
uoul  in  tho  spring  tino  of  Ufa," 

An  interesting  sidelight  of  his  home  life  at  Dr.  Fothergill's 
is  revealed  by  an  entry  in  Dr.  Waterhouse's  journal,  when  referring  to 
hln  uncle  he  says,  "X  shall  never  forget  his  startling  question  to  me 

*lia"  aU  had  left  au  usual  tha  Parlor  for  their  ohanbor  of  rest.  'Is  it. 

U'y  lnt3ntloR*  kin3Elan  to  carry  Sally  Corbyn  to  America.'  I  answered 
promptly  It  is  not;  and  yet  X  did  wish  it  had  I  known  It  would  have  been 
practicable,  and  agreeable  all  aroung." 

Pr.  Fotherglll  graduated  in  Leyden  and  now  proposed  that  his 
nephew  should  Bo  there,  not  merely  to  be  examined  and  take  a  diploma  as

I!°  “POnt  a  f0*  days  ln  Rotterdam  and  then  went  on  to  Leyden.  Fie  had  let- 
l'Jrs  from  his  uncle  to  individuals  and  also  a  general  letter  to  tho  fro- 
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fossora,  written  in  Latin,  which  assured  him  a  cordial  recaption  and  also 
enabled  him  to  be  admitted  to  the  University  at  a  much  younger  age  than 
most  pupils,  who  were  usually  adults  twenty-five  to  thirty  years  old. 

He  was  the  first  native  of  the  American  Gclonios  to  enter  the  University 
after  they  had  declared  themselves  to  be  freo  and  independent  States  and 
when  he  was  requested  to  sign  hl3  name  and  nat ion  in  the  matriculation 
book,  as  was  customary,  ha  3ays  ho  considered  it  a  matter  of  consequence 
to  inscribe  himself  agreeably  to  the  new  ground  which  his  country  had  ta¬ 
lon.  Accordingly  he  wrote  after  his  name,  "Liberae  Ksipublicae  Amorica- 
nao  i’edorarao  Civis,'*  which  he  translates,  "Proa ,  Sovereign,  and  indepen¬ 
dent,  Confederated  American  Republic."  This  excited  different  sensa¬ 
tions  among  the  .professors  and  heads  of  tho  University.  Some  smiled  and 
others  frowned , "for"  says  Ur.  Waterhouse,  “thoy  too  had  at  that  time 
their  whigs  and  lories,  their  patriots  and  their  British  Party.*  It  was 
asked  if  Anglo- Amor icanus  would  not  bo  sufficient.  To  this  ho  replied 
that  that  designation  would  not  distinguish  him  from  an  inhabitant  of  Can¬ 
ada  or  Kova  Beotia.  It  was  then  asked  if  Americana a  would  not  answer 
still  bolter.  To  which  ho  remarked  that  a  white  man  born  at  Alexandria 
or  Grand  Cairo  in  Sgypt,  would  hardly  bo  pleased  to  bo  callod  simply  an 
African .  "It  was  then  petulantly  observed  by  some  of  Sir  Joseph  Yorko’s 
dependents"  Laterhouso  tells  us,  "that  federal a  ropublica  sufficiently 
oxpros3 ed  £  freo  republic  that  it  was  their  own  title.  Shy  than  add 
lib-ara  as  If  tho  United  C>tato3  of  America  was  tho  only  free  republic  In 
tho  world?"  And  there  the  matter  rested  for  the  time,  as  it  regarded  tho 
heads  of  the  University,  but  It  was  the  subject  of  much  jocose  conversa¬ 
tion  in  Leyden,  where  its  discussion  wa.3  quite  popular. 

He  attended  this  renowned  school,  the  foremost  in  the  world  for 
^sdicine ,  four  academic  years.  The  students  came  from  every  country  in 
Europe  but  ho  was  the  only  one  from  America.  “The  lectures,"  ha  says, 
v’ero  delivered  in  Latin.  I  knew  that  language  pretty  well,  and  opoka

It  like  the  students  of  that  University,  but  X  took  a  tutor  who  „13  alao 
a  medical  man  and  we  road  every  Jay  in  Latin  medical  works.  The  only 
drawback  on  ray  lulst  in  Leyden  was  tho  war.  I  know  not  how  much  Binary 
it  was  causing  ray  faaily,  but  a  firm  bailor  that  everything  was  dlroctoJ 
by  a  Superior  Power  taught  me  not  to  indulge  in  unavailing  anxiety.” 

Luring  his  vacations  ha  travelled  and  ono  summer  ha  roamed  tho 
butch  rrovincos  with  John  Howard,  tho  noted  philanthropist,  inspecting 
prisons.  Ho  was  batter  pleased  with  Holland  than  with  any  other  country 
except  England.  On  all  occasions  he  extolled  the  Dutch  as  a  wise  people. 
"You  cannot , "  he  says,  "turn  your  oyes  anywhere  in  Holland  but  you  see  tho 
traces  of  wisdom  and  astonishing  industry.”  At  the  end  of  his  third  ac¬ 
ademic  year  ho  wont  to  Paris  and  while  in  France  met  his  illustrious  coun¬ 
trymen  Benjamin  Franklin  and  John  Adams,  afterwards  President  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  who  were  there  in  the  interest  of  their  country.  hrltlng  in 
hio  journal  of  this  incident,  many  yoars  later  ha  says,-  »j«y  first  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  John  Adams  was  at  the  table  of  Dr.  Franklin  in  Paosay  near 
Paris  where  I  met  for  the  first  tine  that  good  can  it  great  statesman.  I 
ut  ork,e  saw  his  Yankee  character,  and  when  commenced  a  friendship  which 
ondurod  for  years  even  to  the  last  period  of  his  honorable  life  -  real, 
not  a  nominal  friendship  existed  between  President  Adams  and  myself  to  ths 
lost  week  or  his  very  interesting  &  valuable  life.”  At  another  time  writ¬ 
ing  of  this  friendship  he  says, -"A  friendship  accompanied  by  many  deep- 
bait  consolations,  insomuch  that  it  compensated,  and  more  than  compensa¬ 
ted,  for  the  contempt  of  those  men,  who,  possessing  strong  wills  and  weak 
Judgments ,  look  not  beyond  the  prosent  moment,  and  who  call  knave  and  fool 
“Very  man  who  does  not  think  as  they  do,  in  political  affairs.” 

Aoaxn  rsfarring  to  this  sub  loot  in  his  journal  ho  writes,-  ”?he 
an-no  sort  of  friendship  has  extended  or  been  *re-alum ad  between  ma  and  his 
the  bon.  John  ^uincy  Adams,  at  this  time  a  representative  in  Congress 
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for  the  12th  District.

H. D.  He  wrote  a  dissertation  in  Latin,  dedicated  to  Dr.  Fothergill  in 
tho  words  ,  "To  a  man  very  learned,  Also  and  pious,"  and  entitled,  "Do  sym- 
pathia  parti  urn  corporis  human!,  ejusque  in  oxplicandls  at  curandis  mortis 
nocossaria  considerations."  ( 

Dr.  Fothergill  had  a  groat  opinion  of  Hhodo  Island  and  encour¬ 
aged  hi3  nephew  to  make  the  description  and  natural  history  of  his  nativ  • 
place  the  subject  of  his  inaugural  dissertation  at  Leydsn,  and  sketched 
the  outlines  himself  In  six  sections,  but  as  the  latter  had  not  contemplat¬ 
ed  such  a  thing  before  leaving  homo  he  felt  that  a  dissertation  on  this 
topic  would  consist  more  of  guesswork  than  of  well  authenticated  facts 
and  "found  tho  work  too  mighty  for  his  hands. "  Dr.  Fothargill  saw  the 
difficulty  and  said,-  "increasing  years  and  strength  may  enable  thee  to 
bond  the  bov?,  too  stubborn  at  present,  for  thy  youthful  arm." 

The  controversy  over  hie  signature  in  the  matriculation  book 
was  now  renewed.  He  attempted  to  subscribe  himself  on  the  titlo  oa^e  of 

X  O 
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his  inaugural  dissertation  as  a  "Civia"  of  the  free ,  confederated  Ameri¬ 
can  Republic,  but  tho  University  forbade  itand  allowed  him  to  put  after 
his  name  only  Amor lc anus.  The  English  party,  however,  that  is,  the  Dutch 
who  wore  inclined  to  sympathize  with  England,  and  influenced  by  the  domi¬ 
neering  spirit  of  Yorke ,  the  British  Ambassador  at  the  Hague,  insisted 
that  Waterhouse  should  erase  the  words  which  he  had  added  after  his  name 

I, 1  the  matriculation  book  before  he  should  bo  allowed  to  graduate.  The 
Patriotic  young  .American  declared  positively,  however,  that  ho  would 
sooner  relinquish  his  degree  than  erase  the  proper  titlo  of  his  nation 
un''*  so  the  words  were  allowed  to  remain.  Dome  of  his  nominal  friends, 

*he>  doctor  tolls  us,  "some  Hootch  friends,  rotations  of  tho  booing  Bir* 
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Archar  V.c3yoophant ,  used  this  over  pitiful  argument,-  'You  had  bettor  re¬ 
lax  your  principles  ,  last  you  create  amemies ,  and  Injur o  your  intore s t . • " 
"But,'’  says  Dr.  Daterhouso ,  ’'that  had  no  effect  on  that  great  and  bettor 
rule  of  my  whole  llfo,  viz.  DO  THAT  YOU  Ki\0*  TO  33  K1GHT,  A Kli  TRUST  TO 
TH3  COhSSAUSKCSS.” 

He  now  returned  to  London  whore  ho  received  a  cordial  welcome 
from  his  undo  who  approved  his  conduct  while  abroad  and  told  him  his  ex¬ 
penses  wore  loss  than  ho  expected.  fc&ny  years  later  Hr.  Uaterhousa 
wrote  in  his  journal  that  his  unclo‘s  satisfaction  on  finding  that  his 
nephew  had  dedicated  hi3  dissertation  to  him  made  this  one  of  the  pleas¬ 
antest  times  of  the  doctor's  life.  A  considerable  time  was  now  spent  in 
travel  in  England  with  Dr.  Fothergill  and  his  sister.  They  visited  the 
home  of  Shakespeare  and  Dr.  Waterhouse  says,  “I  was  then  on  tho  ground 
once  trod  by  that  inimitable  secretary  of  nature.  I  was  not  out  of  my 
wits  but  too  deeply  imbued  with  a  wild  poetical  spirit  to  Bleep.”  From 
there  they  went  to  Oxford  and  after  about  three  months  returned  to  their 
home  in  Harper  St.,  London.  The  doctor  then  went  to  Windsor  Castle  and 
saw  tho  King,  George  111.  ,  and  his  family  as  they  walked  to  and  from  chap- 

ol.  "But  with  all  these  pleasant  privileges'!  he  writes,  "and  everything 

* 

that  heart  could  wish,  X  yet  hankered  after  America.” 

It  appears  that  if  he  could  have  overcome  his  inclination  to  re¬ 
turn  home  Dr.  Fothergill  would  probably  have  eventually  loft  him  hio  prac¬ 
tice.  Uhen  the  latter  found  that  his  nephew  was  determined  to  return  he 
lo  said  to  have  addressed  him  as  follov?s,-  "Your  desire  of  returning  to 
your  native  country  i3  natural  and  laudable,  therefore  go.  Dhen  you  ar¬ 

rive  there  if  you  find  tho  country  likely  to  be  retained  and  enjoyed  by 
its  lawful  owners,  stay,  But  if  you  find  confusion  and  disorder,  and  that 
things  have  not  reverted  to  their  own  channel;  your  schools  and  colleges 
broken  up;  come  back  to  us,  provided  it  be  with  the  consent  of  your  pa¬ 
rents,  and  await  some  more  favorable  state  of  things,  or,  perhaps,  resolve 


to  spend  your  days  in  Ireland.'’ 
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It  was  now  arranged  that  ha  should  return  to  Loydan  to  await  an 
opportunity  to  taka  passage  for  America  and  ho  says  "it  was  with  inexpres¬ 
sible  regret  that  I  loft  my  more  than  father. "  Upon  leaving, Dr.  Fothor- 
gill  gave  him  two  important  lot tars,  ona  to  Dr.  Franklin,  in  Paris,  on 
tho  subject  of  wars,  their  general  inefficacy  and  disgraceful  anti-chrla- 
tian  spirit  and  ono  to  Dr.  William  Gordon  of  Massachusetts.  Ho  also  gave 
him  a  third  letter  which  road  as  follows 

To  whom  it  may  concern. 

"Tho  Bearer  Dr.  Benjamin  Waterhouse,  of  Uowport,  in  Bhode  Island,  hav¬ 
ing  boon  recommended,  by  his  friends  in  America,  to  my  notice,-  these 
may  certify,  that  he  has  3toadlly  and  diligently  pursued  his  studies 
under  tho  ablest  Professors  and  Practitioners  in  Fhyaick,  at  Edin¬ 
burgh,  in  London  and  at  Leydon,  during  tho  course  of  seven  years;  and 
with  as  much  success,  as  to  gain  their  esteem  and  approbation.-  Hav¬ 
ing  been  likewise  a  part  of  my  family,  for  a  considerable  time,  (a- 
bout  three  years)  I  can,  from  my  own  observation,  recommend  him  to 
his  follow-citizens  in  America,  as  one,  who  by  the  propriety  of  his 
moral  conduct,  his  capacity,  and  proficiency  in  his  studies,  is  like¬ 
ly  to  become  highly  useful  in  his  station  as  a  physician,  an  ornament 
to  his  profession,  and  a  credit  to  hie  country."

Dr.  V.’atorhouse  tolls  us  that  he  also  was  given  a  certificate  or 
lfettor,  testimonial  of  his  moral  character,  according  to  their  strict  no¬ 
tions,  by  the  Society  of  Friends  and  signed  by  all  the  most  distinguished 
characters  of  that  respectable  Society  in  London,  lie  received  a  similar 
letter  from  a  branch  of  that  Society  in  Amsterdam,  testifying  to  the  char¬ 
acter  he  bore  at  Leyden.  In  addition  to  these  the  University  cf  Loydan 
gave  him,  under  its  seal,  an  open  or  general  letter  of  recommendation  in 
the  French  language,  to  secure  him  tho  friendship  of  similar  institutions 
and  to  serve  him  in  case  of  capture. 

Upon  the  doctor’s  arrival  in  Leyden  he  learned  from  John  Adams 
that  the  frigate  South  Carolina,  Commodore  Gtllon,  would  sail  for  /America 
UQ  soon  as  she  could  bo  made  ready.  At  this  time  Mr.  Adam3  was  in  Pol- 
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land  having  gone  there  from  i aria  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  induce  the 
Dutch  to  make  a  commercial  treaty  with  his  country  and  to  furthor  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Colonies  in  any  other  way  possible.  fie  had  been  living 
in  Amsterdam  but  now  removed  to  Leyden  and  secured  quarters  in  the  same 


house  in  which  hio  two  son3  and  Lr .  Waterhouse  wore  living.  The  latter 
aaya,  "wa  lived  together  the  greater  part  of  the  year  in  that  harmony  and 
with  that  improvement  to  myself  that  I  can  never  too  highly  value.  This 
nay  account  for  my  strong  bias  to  politics  without  any  wish  of  ever  becom¬ 
ing  an  Oxxicial  actor  in  them,  ardent  as  my  attachment  was  to  the  holy 
causo  of  our  struggling  country. "  Continuing  he  says,  "In  Holland  we  were 
objects  of  attention.  It  was  observed  that  we  did  not  run  to  theatres 
and  other  places  of  amusement,  but  occupied  ourselves  in  literary  matters. 

attendejd  constantly  public  worship,  and,  when  we  made  excursions,  it 
was  to  celebrated  places  to  sou  what  was  memorable.  I  visited  with  Hr.  A- 
dama  several  of  their  manufactories,  one  of  which  produced  bunting.  The 


s’, ore  I  saw  of  Belgium,  the  more  I  admired  the  industry  of  Us  former  in¬ 
habitants.  There,  as  everywhere  else  in  Europe,  an&ng  the  lower  classes 
it  vras  thought  that  the  Americans  were  an  uncivilized  race  fit  fdr  nothing 
tut  to  make  sugar  and  molasses.  I  havo  reason  to  believe  that  tho  f ami- 
iy  of  which  John  Adams  was  the  head  and  1  caly  a  member  left  a  good  im¬ 
pression  on  the  minds  of  the  people  in  Holland,  and  particularly  on  the 
largo  refined  socioty  of  Leyden.  '* 


Of  hr.  Adams  the  doctor  goes  on  to  say," In  this  literary  retreat 
]‘3  v/as  not  idle.  He  there  wroto  soma  of  his  most  memorable  State  papers. 

1  can  boar  witness  to  his  incessant  industry.  lie  would  write  six  hours  a 
Cay  and  sometimes  all  day.  I  knew  that  he  had  boon  preparing  a  memorial 
10  the  states  General  for  a  treaty  with  us  as  Independent  States.  He  was 
-•  -routed  not  to  do  this,  but  ho  was  determined  to  make  the  attempt.  One 
ring  lie  ca.^.e  into  my  room  with  a  flushed  countenance  and  swollen  eyes 
an  energetic  tone  that  a  stranger  would  have  taken  for  signs  of  anger- 
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•  Liaar  In  mind  this  day»  said  ha  ‘for  it  will  bo  a  memorable  on©  in  the 
history  of  your  country,  and  in  England ,  and  in  Kusaia  also.  This  day 
B30d  will  be  put  into  the  ground  arid  grow  up  to  something  greater  than 
the  world  has  any  idea  of.  ho member  this  day  and  writ©  it  down'  and  whan 
ha  was  gone  off  X  did  writ©  it  down.  T.hile  ha  was  speaking,  his  carriage 
came  to  the  door,  and  ho  stopped  into  it  with  the  air  of  a  horo.  He 
vent  against  the  strongest  expostulations,  but  ho  was  successful.  He  was 
treated  with  profound  respect  by  all  ranks  in  Holland.” 

The  friendships  formed  in  thi3  temporary  household  lasted 
thoughout  the  lives  or  its  members*  The  journals  of  John  Adams,  his  son 
John  ^uincy  Adams  and  of  Dr*  Datorhouso,  as  wall  as  their  correspondence 
ahow  the  intimacy  which  existed  between  them  after  they  returned  to  this 
country.  The  following  is  an  abstract  of  a  vary  interesting  latter  writ- 

tv>n  to  the  Doctor  by  John  Adams  when  the  latter* 3  son  entered  Harvard  Col- 
logo. 


Autauil,  24  April,  1785. 

Thi3  letter  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  an  old  acquaintance  John  Quin¬ 
cy  Adams,  whom  I  bog  leave  to  recommend  to  your  attention  and  favor. 

He  is  anxious  to  study  some  time  at  your  university  before  he  begins 
the  study  of  law,  which  appears  at  present  to  bo  the  profession  of  his 
choice.  He  must  undergo  an  examination,  in  which  1  suspect  ha  will 
not  appear  exactly  what  he  is.  In  truth,  thoir  are  few  who  take 
their  degree  at  college,  who  have  3o  much  knowledge.  But  his  studios 

h2Vi?fibS0nrPlir5V0a,’  by  51?3elf>6n  his  travels, without, any  steady  tutor, 

he  will  be  found  awkward  in  speaking  Latin,  in  prosody,  in  parsing, 

and  oven,  perhaps,  in  that  accuracy  of  pronunciation  in  reading  ora¬ 
tions  or  poems  in  that  language,  which  is  often  chiefly  attended  to  in 
such  examinations.  It  seems  to  be  necessary,  therefore,  that  I  make 
this  apology  for  him  to  you,  and  request  you  to  coramunicato  it  in  con- 
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iidence  to  the  gentlemen  who  are  to  examine  him, 


and  such  others  as 


you  think  prudent.  If  you  were  to  examine  him  in  English  and  French 
poetry,  I  know  not  whom  you  would  find  anywhere  his  superior;  in  Homan 
and  English  history,  few  persons  of  his  age.  It  i3  rare  to  find  a 
youth  possessed  of  so  much  knowledge.*-  qn  mathematics  I  hope  he 
'"ill  pass  muster.  In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  Instead  of  playing 
t*hQ  fashionable  world,  I  have  spent  my  evenings  with  him.° 

" '  ''  *’©  studious  enough,  and  emulous  enough,  and  when  he  comas  to 
nix  with  his  now  friends  and  young  companions,  he  will  make  hi3  way 
*011  enough.  I  hope  he  will  ba  upon  his  guard  against  those  airs  or 
superiority  among  the  scholars,  which  his  larger  acquaintance  with  the 
world ,  and  his  manifest  superiority  in  the  knowledge  of  some  things, 

^ ay  but  too  naturally  inspire  into  a  young  mind,  and  I  beg  of  you,  Dir, 
t0  his  friendly  monitor  in  this  respect  and  in  all  others."

In  a  letter  datod  at  Quincy,  Laaa.,  Feb. 6, 1010,  John  Adams 
vritos  of  tho  associations  at  Leyden  as  foliow3,- 

"On  or  about  tho  10th  of  August  17G1 ,  tha  “South  Carolina,"  Com¬ 
modore  Gillon,  put  to  sea  from  the  Texol ,  with  Hr.  Searla,  Color-1 
Trumbull,  i'ajor  Jackson,  Hr.  Bromfield,  Dr.  Waterhouse  and  Charles  '.darns 
on  board  as  passengers.  These  had  for  some  time  composed  a  very  sloas- 
ant  American  Society;  but  now  I  wa3  left  alone  with  Hr.  Thaxter.  v,©  re¬ 
gretted  the  loss  of  so  much  good  company  and  that  of  Dr.  Waterhouse  as 
much  as  any.  tie  had  resided  for  tiiree  or  four  years,  and  taken  the 
degree  of  Dr.  in  medicine,  in  the  University  of  hoyden,  where  I  first 
became  acquainted  with  him.  During  part  of  the  time  of  my  residence 
in  I.eyden,  I  found  Waterhouse  and  my  two  3ona  boarded  in  the  sa">e  house 
I  took  apartments  in  it,  and  finding  him,  though  a  sprightly  genius,  ve¬ 
ry  stuoious  and  inquisitive,  as  well  a3  sociable.  I  had  no  inquiries 
to  make,  but  whether  his  moral  character  was  good,  and  whether  he  was  a 
loyal  ameri earn  as  to  his  morals ,  I  could  hear  of  no  reproach  or  sus¬ 

picion;  to  nia  politics,  though  he  came  over  from  England,  he  came 
from  the  guardianship  and  pupilage  of  Dr.  Pother gill ,  who  was  as  good  a 
friend  to  niorica  as  any  Englishman  could  be.  Me  had  inscribed  himself 
on  tho  recodd3  of  matriculation,  in  the  University  of  Leyden,  Liborao 
Keipublicae  Americanaa  Federarae  Civis,  and  hi3  conversation  wa3  in  the 
stylo  of  a  good  American.  I  did  not,  therefore,  hesitate  to  consider 
111..; ,  in  3  0X3  respects ,  as  one  of  my  family.  This  gentleman  has  been 
so  long  known  in  tho  philosophical,  medical  and  literary  world,  that  it 
would  bo  impertinent  in  me  to  say  anything  more  of  him  at  present,  than 
that  1  wish  him  a3  happy  as  his  bonovolence  and  services  to  his  fallow- 
men  have  deserved.” 

?>hon  an  old  man  Dr*  Waterhouse  wrote  in  his  Journal  under  date 

of  Aug.  30,1050,  as  fol&ows,-  “Yesterday  was  Commencement."  (At  Harvard 

College.)  that  groat  man,  and  what  is  still  more  honorable  that  good  man 

John  Quincy  Adams,  amidst  his  multiplied  cares  and  duties,  did  not  omit 

* 

his  accustomed  visit  to  me  this  30  August,  tho  day  after  Commencement  or 
P.3.K.  day.  I  was  not  only  pleased  but  delighted  with  the  evidence  of 
hin  steady  friendship,  which  commenced  as  long  ago  as  1779."  A  few  day3 
later  wo  find  this  entry,  viz.,  "Yesterday  I  went  to  Quincy  with  my  son- 
in-law  tho  Rov.  Henry  ''.are  Jr.  I  dinod  as  wa3  expected  with  my  old  Loy- 
c1ori  fr>lond  J. Q. Adams.  Walked  to  and  from  church  allowing  tho  ladies  to 
ride  in  tho  coach  whilst  wo  "young  men  walked. “

hla  name  was  a  passport  for  me.  There  was  no  further  inquiry  of  '"ho  is 
bo?'  '*here  did  ho  coma  from?''' 

The  Doctor  now  sailed  for  home.  ?io  are  told  the  ship  remain¬ 
ed  some  two  months  at  Toneriffe  in  the  Canary  Islands,  belonging  to  Spain,

thing  like  science  or  free  inquiry.  On  the  passdge^ah  English  ensign 
r.ado  in  Holland,  to  decoy  an  English  vossol,  but  she  would  not  come  near 
thorn.  Finally  they  chased  and  captured  her.  "hen  the  Captain  was  ask- 
ad  why  he  did  not  respond  to  the  English  colors,  ho  said,  “the  true  Eng¬ 
lish  ensign  was  not  so  deep  a  rod  a3  the  one  you  hoisted,  nor  was  the  real 
blue  so  blue,  and  I  have  cruised  long  enough  to  know  the  difference* a 

They  later  passed  a  vessel  which  gave  thorn  the  news  cf  the  sur¬ 
render  of  Cornwallis  and  after  being  tossed  by  galos  and  chased  by  Eng¬ 
lish  non- of- war  they  finally  made  the  port  of  Havana  in  Cuba.  Here  they 
vroro  embargoed  sorao  throe  months,  and  singularly  enough  mot  the  mat©  of 
the  ship  in  which  ho  went  as  passenger  to  Europe,  but  now  in  command  of 
a  vessel  of  hi3  own  also  embargoed  in  the  port,  thile  here  ho  came  near 

t 

being  drowned.*  He  says,-  "I  came  as  near  losing  my  life  by  drowning  yot 
without  being  wet  as  any  one  ever  experienced,  yet  the  accident  turned 
out,  a3  usual ,  to  my  great  advantage.  I  am  agitated  whenever  I  call  to 
It,  effects,  cloathing,  papers,  valuable  watch  &c  &c  wore  dremchod 

in  the  sea,  and  my  person  not  in  the  least  v?otl  I  have  several  volumes 
rhich  bear  the  marks  of  the  dronchingl ”  Writing  of  the  island  the  Doc¬ 
tor  continues,-  ’’Cuba  io  a  fine  island,  which  intelligence  might  make  e- 
l^al  to  any  in  the  world,  but  to  be  driven  half  round  the  globe,  and  then 

ko  put  down  in  such  a  place  as  it  was,  seemed  to  much  for  common  patience. 

*  wa8  never  so  bowed  down  in  spirit  in  my  life,  but  I  was  young,  gaining 
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experience  ancS  knowledge  which  I  could  have  had  no  other  way,  and  which 
r.ay  he  used  for  the  benefit  of  others.  Yhila  there  I  had  some  profes- 
oional  employment.  Cne  patient  died  and  the  heretic  doctor  wan  biased. 
Another,  whose  life  I  saved,  Santa  l' aria  had  all  the  credit  for.” 

Ono  vessel  was  allowed  tc  go  before  the  embargo  was  lifted,  but,. 

rather  than  rink  being  chased  about  any  more  Dr,  V.'aterhoune  waited  about 

; 

six  weeks  longor  before  again  sailing.  Ha  intended  to  land  at  Philadel¬ 
phia  but  was  captured  and  taken  into  New  York.  Her®  ho  communicated 

vlth  his  father,  who  petitioned  the  State  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  that 

' 

his  son  mi gilt  bring  with  him  certain  goods  as  appears  by  the  records  of 
a  meeting  of  the  Assembly  of  Khod®  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  hold 
at  Newport  on  the  second  Monday  in  Juno  1782,  vis., 

WTVhoreas  representation  hath  boon  made  to  this  Assembly  by  Timothy  Wa¬ 
terhouse  j)sq.  that  his  son,  Dr.  Benjamin  Waterhouse,  was  captured  on 
his  pas sago  from  Uavannah  to  Philadelphia,  and  carried  into  New  York ; 
and  that  by  a  letter  from  his  son,  ho  is  informed  that  a  case  of  Med¬ 
icines,  a  fom  goods,  (which  he  had  purchased  in  Holland  for  the  use 
of  his  friends,}  with  his  baggage,  had  been  restored  to  him  by  the  en¬ 
emy;  and  thereupon  the  said  Timothy  Vatarhouso  requested  that  per mis¬ 
sion  might  bo  given  the  said  Benjamin  v.terhcuae  to  brihg  with  him  from 
New  York,  into  this  state,  the  said  case  of  medicines ,  goods  and  bag- 
gaga;  which  being  duly  considered,--  It  is  voted  and  resolved,  that 
the  said  Benjamin  Waterhouse  be,  and  he  horoby  is,  permitted  to  bring 
from  New  York,  into  this  state,  the  said  medicines,  goods  and  baggage, 
in  soma  cartel  vessel,  any  law  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding; 
and  all  persons  commanding  armed  vessels,  under  commission  from  the 
United  Stato3  of  America,  and  others,  aro  required  to  permit  the  arti¬ 
cles  above  enumerated  to  pas3  as  aforesaid,  without  any  lot  or  hin¬ 
drance  whatsoever.  *' 

v;hen  tho  Doctor  finally  arrived  homo  ho  found  his  native  place 
fcuch  dilapidated  and  that  many  of  his  friends  had  married  and  moved  away, 
"but,”  says  he ,  wl!y  parents  wore  v;oll  and  I  was  at  homo'*  Dr.  Halliburton, 
because  of  his  Tory  principles,  had  removed  to  Halifax  and  the  whole 
Hold  of  his  practice  was  thus  left  open  to  his  former  pupil,  “who  found 
himself  immediately  and  at  once  in  a  lucrative  circlo  of  business. *  Ho 
had  not  boon  hero  long,  however,  bofero  ho  received  a  letter  from  the  Kov- 
hr.  Gordon,  to  whom  Dr.  Fothorgili  had  written,  giving  him  the  first  in- 
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tlnation  of  tho  wish  of  certain  mombars  of  the  Corporation  of  Harvard 
Colies9  that  should  fill  the  chair  of  the  Professorship  of  Fhysio,  in 

the  Kedical  School  which  they  contemplated  establishing.  The  first 
step  towards  the  founding  of  this  school  had  been  taken  at  a  meeting  of 
the  President  and  Fellows  held  Lay  1G,1782,  when  a  committee  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  consider  the  matter  and  to  report  at  a  future  meeting. 

In  the  summer  of  this  year  Dr.  Waterhouse  wont  to  Boston,  it 
being  the  first  time  he  was  over  in  that  town  he  tolls  us.  He  had  prac¬ 
tically  no  written  introduction  to  any  one  but  met  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  and  one  or  two  of  the  Overseers,  as  vtoII  as  Thomas  Bussell 
Esq.  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parker.  During  hie  short  visit  he  conversed  froo- 
ly  with  Gov.  Bowdoin,  President  Willard  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  ^iggleswcrth  on 
tho  proposed  professorship.  Ho  learned  from  them  that  a  practitioner  of 
Boston  had  made  dissections  and  given  somo  private  lectures  on  osteology 
and  on  tho  muscles  and  that  ha  was  fixed  upon  in  their  minds  for  the  Pro¬ 
fessorship  of  Anatomy.  It  was  suggested  to  Dr.  Daterhouso  that  If  he 
was  elected  to  tho  position  it  would  be  desirable  for  him  to  reside  in 
Boston  in  tho  autumn. 

In  the  fall  of  this  yoar,  1782,  ho  was  olactod  a  Fellow  of 
Rhode  Island  College,  now  known  as  Brov/n  University.  Later  ho  and  tho 
Dev.  Dr.  Stillman,  with  President  Fanning  wore  appointed  to  solicit  aid 
for  the  col logo  from  His  Host  Christian  Kajesty,  Louis  XVI,  of  Franco, 
with  tho  viow  of  establishing  a  professorship  of  the  French  languap;e,  lit¬ 
erature  and  history.  Thoir  memorial  is  said  to  have  boon  very  skilful¬ 
ly  written, dwelling  upon  tho  friendly  alliance  between  the  two  nations 
and  tho  dosiro  of  cultivating  a  knowledge  of  French  history  and  charao- 
tor  without  being  dependent  upon  English  authorities.  But  tho  Fronch 
Government  about  that  time  had  enough  to  occupy  it  at  homo  and  the  pro¬ 
ject  failod. 
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During  this  time  tho  movement  for  the  establishment  of  a  Nodi¬ 
cal  School  at  Harvard  College  was  making  prograss.  At  a  moating  of  tho 
Corporation  hold  Sopt.19,1762  the  committee  appointed  at  tho  moating  hold 
the  precoding  &ay  reported  over  twenty  recommendations,  among  which  rare 
the  following, - 

"That  as  soon  as  ways  and  moans  can  bo  devised  for  raising  sufficient 
funds  for  tho  encouragement  of  Professors  of  Anatomy  &  Cur gory,  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  the  Materia  Dedica  and  Chemistry,  Pro¬ 
fessorships  of  tho so  branches  bo  provided  by  the  University. 

That  each  Professor  be  a  faster  of  Arts,  or  a  graduated  Bachelor 
or  Doctor  of  Physic,  of  tho  Christian  religion,  as  it  is  maintained 
iri  tho  Protestant  communion,  and  of  strict  morals. 

Finally,  as  tho  College  has  not  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  Pro¬ 
fessorships  of  the  foregoing  branches  in  Cambridge,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  tho  Commit uoe  that  it  would  be  expedient  for  tho  Corporation  as  far 
as  may  be,  to  elact  into  those  Professorships  some  gentleman  of  public 
spirit  and  distinguished  ability,  who  would  undertake  the  business,  for 
tho  present,  for  tho  fees  that  may  bo  obtained  from  thosa  who  would 
readily  attend  their*  lectures.'1  > 

At  a  mooting  of  tho  Corporation  hold  Kov.22,1782,  it  was  voted 
that  throe  professors  for  tho  above  branches  bo  chosen  as  soon  as  circum- 
utancos  will  permit.  Dr.  John  Darren  of  Boston  was  chosen  Professor  of  A- 
natomy  and  Gurgory ,  and  the  other  two  Professorships  were  left  for  further 
consideration. 


In  tho  meantime  the  Professorship  of  tho  Theory  and  Practice  of 
fhyaic  had  boon  offered  to  Dr.  Waterhouse.  He  hesitated  long  before  com¬ 
ing  to  a  decision.  "It  was  not,”  said  he,  "tho  choice  of  apparent  disagros- 
ables,  but  of  proffered  benefits."  Cn  tho  ono  hand  tho  field  of  practice 
p,t  “hodo  I3l and  was  ample  and  flattering.  Every  one  in  Kowport  was  dispos- 
to  employ  him  and  to  rondor  his  situation  as  pleasant  as  thoy  could 
-ako  it.  "it  is  such  an  opening,"  said  tho  old  and  prudont,  "that  ael- 
0 r  9VQr  happens  to  ono  physician  in  a  thousand  cases.  T/hy  will  you  leave 
4  cortain  good  for-  an  uncertain  one?"  "If  such  wore  the  sentiments  of 
,,‘J  citizens,"  says  Dr.  ’  aterhouoo,  "what  must  havo  been  the  feelings  of 
Parents,  whose  greatest  pleasure,  and  comfort,  and  happiness  arose 
‘ F  (j'  A  the  fond  idea  of  having  their  long  absent  con,  residing  noar  thorn  to 
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the  end  of  their  lives.  *  “On  the  other  hand/'  says  the  Doctor,  "was  a 
highly  flattering  offer  *  All  the  physicians  of  a  large  Commonwealth  pass- 
od  over,  and  the  preference  given  to  a  young  stranger,  and  son  of  a  for¬ 
eign  University.  Add  to  this  the  circle  of  business  in  fSoston  was  larg¬ 
er,  and  the  field  for  exertion  wider,  and  the  labour  greater;  and  should 
an  ambitious  and  industrious  young  man,  shrink  from  such  a  proapoct  mere¬ 
ly  for  the  sake  of  ready  money,  and  of  being  a  pat  of  a  little  narrow  cir¬ 
cle  of  partial  friends  and  relatives.  To  remain  at  Newport  might  be  a- 
gr eo able  to  a  man  of  effeminate  habit,  fond  of  good  and  luxurious  living; 
but  such  things  had  no  charms  for  me."  It  is  evident  also,  oven  at  this 
early  age,  that  ho  was  not  inclined  to  tie  himself  down  to  the  drudgery 
of  a  practitioner.  "Nevertheless,"  says  ho,  "I  would  labour  as  hard  as 
any  man  for  the  ’bobble  reputation!  To  a  character  thus  constituted,  and 
to  a  man  more  engaged  and  delighted  with  cultivating  and  diffusing  useful 
knowledge  than  with  accumulating  property,  the  feather  hold  out  by  Cam¬ 
bridge  college  had  more  allurements  than  money.  Finally,  influenced  by 
my  fi  lend  and  patron,  Oov.  BoY’doin,  the  scale  was  turned  against  the  draw¬ 
ing  cords  of  natural  affection  and  I  accepted."  He  was  elected  Dec. 24, 
1782,  and  he  and  Dll.  barren  were  requested  to  deliver  Lectures  on  Chemis¬ 
try  and  Materia  Hedica  until  a  Professor  for  that  department  should  be 
chosen. 

This  election  of  Dr,  La tor house  mat  with  some  opposition,  it  is 
said,  ori  the  part  of  the  College  Legislature.  He  was  an  outsider,  but 
the  Corporation  rejected  with  firmness  the  idea  of  a  complimentary  elec¬ 
tion  of  an£  of  the  sons  of  Harvard  and  persisted  in  the  election  of  a  phy¬ 
sician  whose  preparatory  studies,  long  acquaintance  with  lectures  and 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  two  most  celebrated  medical  schools  of  the  world, 
a^Ply  qualified  hira  for  the  office,  and  which,  in  their  opinion,  gave  him 
a  preference  over  any  others. 

Harrington,  in  his  "History  of  the  Kavard  Medical  School,"  pub- 
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lloh9S  °  l0tt3r  Brltt9n  by  dphrlam  a  gradual*  of  17G0,  which  re¬ 

fers  to  Dr.  ".atarhousa'B  selection  as  follows,-  "Dr.  haterhouee  had  re¬ 
cently  arrived  ir.  Boston,  or  was  expected  In  a  short  time.  he  had  spent 
acme  years  in  London,  and  had  completed  his  oduoatlon  In  Loydon;  was  a 
relation  and  pupil  of  the  excellent  Dr.  Fothergill  of  London,  who,  It  was 
aalo,  had  contemplated  such  an  establishment  at  thl3  university;  and,  al¬ 
though  he  had  died,  It  was  also  reported  that  Dr.  Lettaom  had  succeeded  to 
nuch  of  his  business,  and  meant  to  fulfill  his  benevolent  intentions.  So 
Dr.  Datorhouse  *  3  selection  was  agreed  upon." 

Those  views  are  confirmed  by  the  latter  who  says  that  his  invi¬ 
tation  grew  out  of  a  part  of  the  letter  which  Dr.  Fothorgill  ’wrote  to  Dr. 
Cordon.  "Dr.  Fothergill,"  writes  Dr.  "aterhouse,  "was  much  attached  Jo 
America  since  his  brother  Samuel's  visit  in  1754.  fie  had  been  a  cosider- 
able  benefactor  to  the  medical  institutions  in  Pennsylvania  and  had  often 
mentioned  to  no  that  he  was  inclined  to  do  something  for  Harvard." 

Dr.  C .D . Pardons ,  in  an  article  in  the "Rhode  Island  Historical 
•Collection,"  says,-  "He  was  no  doubt  one  of  the  most  accomplished  young 
men  of  his  profession  in  Ksw  Sngland.J 

Another  "History  of  the  harvard  Medical  School"  speaks  of  him  as 
follows ,-  Without  doubt  he  was  the  young  man  of  learning  then  available 

for  the  place,  just  the  man  to  quicken  students  with  the  love  of  science 
nRd  a  desire  of  general  knowledge." 

Dr.  henry  A.  Martin,  a  later  graduate  of  harvard  has  this  to  say 
of  the  selection.-  "Co  great  was  his  acknowledged  merit  that,  no  sooner

I  Promise  to  demean  myself  as  a  good  citizen  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  to  use  every  endeavor  to  perpetuate  their  union  and  promote 
their  happiness.  And  in  particular  I  promise  according  to  my  boat  abil¬ 
ities  to  support  tho  present  constitution  of  tho  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  ,  and  to  conduct  myself  in  conformity  to  its  wholesome  laws.11 

The  following  account  of  this  interesting  ceremony  is  taken  from 
the  records  of  the  meeting  of  tho  Corporation  of  that  date. 

"At  about  11  o’clock  A.M.  the  Governor,  and  Lieutenant  Governor 
with  several  other  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  and  Corporation 
came  to  the  University,  and  at  the  steps  of  Harvard  Hall  were  received  by 
the  President,  Professors  and  Tutors  and  conducted  to  the  Philosophy  Cham- 
fcor.  A  little  before  twolve  o’clock,  upon  the  tolling  of  the  bell  all 
tho  undergraduates  assembled  in  front  of  Harvard  and  formed  in  two  ranks 
In  Inverted  order;  as  soon  as  they  were  formed  the  President,  the  rest  of 
tho  Corporation  and  the  Professors  and  Tutors  proceeded  the  ^Governor,  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  the  other  Members  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  tho 
Con3ul  and  Vico  Consul  of  France,  tho  of floors  of  the  Massachusetts  Lodi- 
CGl  Society,  and  the  Clergymen  and  other  Gentlemen  present  down  to  the 

of  harvard  j.rom  whence  they  were  conducted  by  the  Undergraduates  to 
lh{*  Looting  House,  who  at  the  front  door  opened  to  the  right  and  left  and 
*tood  with  their  heads  uncovered  till  tho  Governors  of  the  University  and 
'L<d  °Lher  Gentlemen  of  the  procession  had  passed  into  the  Meeting  House."

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Aftor  tha  company  had  all  antarad,  thj  i'rasldant  opsnad  the  ao- 
lasinlty  with  prayer  and  delivered  a  short  introductory  oration,  in  Latin, 
in  which  ho  nado  contion  of  tho  lledlcal  Institution  and  declared  that  the 
three  l  octors,  '.arran,  '"atorhouaa ,  and  Dexter  had  been  olactcd  to  Prof 33- 
eorshlps  of  tho  three  departments,  had  accoptad  tho  truot3  and  the  "two 

first"  of  whom  were  pronent  and  ready  to  bo  inducted.  T.o  quoto  further 
from  the  records, - 

Iho  Professors  woro  called  upon  by  tho  President  to  make  thoir 
declarations  and  promises  and  the  senior  Professor,  that  of  Divinity,  was 
directed  to  deliver  them  tho  papors  containing  tho  declarations  &c.  which 
each  road  standing  baforo  tho  door  of  tho  Few  in  which  tho  Governor  sat; 

and  after  reading  each  signed  the  particular  paper  vdoich  had  been  deliver¬ 
ed  to  him. 

Tho  Presidant  asked  leave  of  the  Ovorsaors  and  Corporation  to 
declare  Dr.  John  Darren  Profossor  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery,  and  PK  Benja¬ 
min  Waterhouse  Frofoesor  of  tho  Thacry  and  Practice  of  Physic,  and  upon 
leave  being  granted  ho  pubicly  declared  them  Professors  of  these  Branches, 
and  concluded  with  his  good  wishes  for  their  usefulness. 

Iho^  President  called  for  tho  inaugural  orations  of  tho  now  Pro¬ 
fessors  which  was  delivered  by  thorn  from  tha  Desk  in  tho  Latin  Language. 

The  Psalms  according  to  Tate’s  &  Brady’s  version  were  then  sung.  Immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  3inging  tho  company  was  invited  to  dine  in  the  Hall  and 
the  Procession  returned  to  Harvard  in  tho  same  order  it  moved  from  thence.* 

Referring  to  his  oration,  which  was  afterwards  published,  Dr. 

1 atorhouso  tolls  u3  that  tho  only  person  ho  showed  it  to  before  its  daliv- 
was  i..r .  Dowdoin,  who  succeeded  John  Hancock  as  Governor,  who  wrote 
tro  first  three  lines  of  it  as  ho  deem. od  it  too  abrupt  without  thorn. 
rh*  hoc tor  further  says  "I  was  surprized  that  they  were  surprized  at  the 
ilyl°  roy  Latin.  It  was  said  by  tho  learned  that  it  was  not  ' American 
In  another  place,  referring  to  his  Latin  on  this  occasion  ho 
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vrritoa "I  go  on  pcrceivod  that  the  manner  of  It,  including  the  arrange¬ 
ment*  the  Dtylo  and  the  pronunciation,  ’.fas  a  novelty  to  the  audience. 
T.hother  it  was  good,  bad  or  indifferent,  wo  shall  barely  remark  that  it 
circulated  in  manuscript  among  the  learned  in  Boston,  Salem  and  Newbury- 
port;  and  that  it  wrought  a  change  to  say  the  least  of  it,  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Latin  orations  at  the  University;  and  the  author  had,  for  a 
series  of  yearn,  full  as  many  applications  for  advice  and  assistance  from 
those  under  graduates  who  had  Latin  exercises  assigned  them,  as  perhaps, 
all  the  rest  of  the  college  officers  put  together.” 

One  of  the  Histories  of  the  Medical  School  speaks  of  the  ora¬ 
tion  as  follows 

"Dr.  Waterhouse  in  his  address  speaks  of  all  the  various 
branches  which  are  to  be  brought  together  and  made  one  by  the  Professor 
of  Theory  and  Practice,  enumerating  anatomy,  chemistry,  botany,  materia 
modica,  and  natural  philosophy,  and,  in  closing  he  makes  an  appeal  for 
the  scientific  study  of  insanity.  The  good  doctor,  evidently,  had  an  ex¬ 
alted  idea  of  the  task  ho  was  to  undertake;  and  the  standard  he  sot  was 
high,  so  that  from  that  day  to  tho  present  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the 
Cepartmont  of  Theory  and  Practice  to  sum  up  tho  labors  of  many  diverse  de¬ 
partments  and  to  put  upon  them  a  practical  interpretation. n 

Writing  lator  of  the  event  Dr.  Waterhouse  says,-  "The  day  was 
brilliant  and  tho  night  mono  so;  for  the  college  buildings  wore  illumina¬ 
ted  together  with  several  others.” 

Thus  was  tho  second  Ledical  School  in  this  country  founded.  Be- 

ioro  his  induction  into  the  Profossorship  Dr.  Waterhouse  had  moved  to  Bos- 

ton  ftnd  took  lodg&ngs  on  Cornhill  although  for  a  time  ho  says  ho  was  al- 

'•o.n  domesticated  in  the  family  of  Gov.  Bowdoin  and  that  of  his  son, James.

en  the  -7.oanti.To,  hardly  had  the  doctor  assumed  the  duties  of  hia 
prof  essoi-ship ,  in  iact  even  before  hia  election  was  concurred  in  by  the 
hoard  of  Overseers ,  there  began  to  appear  signs  of  opposition  to  him.  This 
led  to  a  controversy  between  him  and  certain  other  professors  and  various 
members  of  the  College  Legislature,  much  of  the  time  acrimonious,  v-hich 
made  his  whole  college  career  a  stormy  one  and  which,  in  a  way,  embittered 
his  whole  lifo.  Referring  to  this  matter  and  speaking  of  himself  in  the 
tnix-d  parson  Dr,  Daterhouso  writes  as  follows,-' 

In  debating  whether  ho  should  remain  at  Rhode  Island  or  accept 
tne  professorship  in  t aaeachueotta  he  never  once  thought  of  opposition, 
ut  no  sooner  was  the  election  by  the  Corporation  known,  and  before  it  was 
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confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Overseers,  than  ho  found  hie  professional  char¬ 
acter  attacked  by  anonymous  writers  in  the  Boston  newspapers.  The  au¬ 
thor  of  thQ  pieces  was  discovered  to  be  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Nodical  Society.  Among  other  idle  stories,  it  was  rumored 
that  Dr.  Waterhouse  was  ignorant  of  tho  Latin  language;  this  so  positive¬ 
ly  and  repeatedly  asserted,  without  his  ever  contradicting  it,  that  some 
of  his  best  friends  were  induced  to  believe  it.  President  Mllarfl  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  particularly  uneasy  on  that  score;  and  said,  that  although  it 
was  usual,  and  at  all  times  desirable  for  a  Professor  to  pronounce  an  o- 
ration  in  tho  l&tin  language  at  his  installation,  yet  if  Dr,  Waterhouse 
found  that  ho  had  grown  rusty  in  the  latin,  he  would  so  arrange  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  inauguration,  that  he  might  make  his  address  in  Knglish.  To 
this  Dr,  Waterhouse  replied,  that  he  did  not  wish  any  deviation  from  the 
established  custom  on  his  account;  that  if  the  Corporation  wished  him  to 
make  his  address  in  English,  he  would  do  tho  best  ho  could;  if  in  Latin, 
ho  would  do  the  host  in  his  power,  and  tru3t  to  their  indulgence.  Ho 
thereupon  made  his  oration  in  tho  Latin  language." 

In  referring  to  this  opposition  in  his  Journal,  he  speaks  of 
tho  "Massachusetts  Medical  Socioty,  who  aimed  to  demolish  mo  whan  I  came 
first  to  Boston  and  was  appointed  Prof,  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phy- 
3lck  in  tho  University  in  this  place.  Their  first  stop  was  that  mo3t  in¬ 
famous  one  of  anonymous  letters  thrown  into  the  entry  of  the  house  where¬ 
in  I  had  taken  my  lodgings  in  Cornhill  Boston,  Mrs.  Martha  Lavoretts ,  and 
then  in  the  newspapers.11 

Another  way  in  which  this  opposition  showed  itself  and  which 
was  a  cause  of  cooidorablo  mortification  to  tho  doctor  is  given  in  fehe 
course  of  a  newspaper  article, in  which  speaking  of  himself  in  the  third 
parson » ho  nays,- 

w After  Dr.  Uatorhouse  had  been  Professor  a  year  or  two  ha  was 
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nominated  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  p.eciioai  Society  by  Dr.  Lloyd,  but 
raa  *roJoctod.  Two  or  throe  year3  later  ho  was  again  nominated  and  again 
rejected.  About  the  same  tima  the  President  nominated  him  a  member  of 
the  Auer  loan  Aoadomy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  he  was  rejected..  A  yaar 
or  two  later  Governor  Bowdoin  who  was  President  of  the  Academy  nominated 
him  again  and  he  was  a  second  time  rejected."  V;o  aro  told  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  was  much  displeased  at  this  rejection  of  his  nomination  and  ascrib- 
it  to  medical  jealousy.  Continuing  in  the  same  article  Dr.  Waterhouse 
says,-  "We  do  not  bolieva  there  was  ever  an  instance  in  Europe  where  tho 
President  of  an  Academy  or  any  such  society  ever  nominated  a  person  that 
was  rejected.  A  President  seldom  nominates j  but  when  he  does,  it  is  al¬ 
ways  presumed  that  he  ha3  a  thorough  knowledge  of  tho  moral  and  literary 
character  of  the  man  he  recommends . ” 

Another  incident  occurred  just  about  this  time  which  was  a  cause 
of  etill  further  irritation  to  tho  doctor.  June  6,1790  the  latter  deliv¬ 
ered  a  discourse  on  the  "Principle  of  Vitality”  in  the  First  Church  in 
Boston  before  the  Humane  Society  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts , 
which  was  published  some  twenty  years  later.  In  the  preface  he  give3  the 
following  interesting  account  of  the  origin  of  the  society, - 

"In  the  summer  of  1782,  a  number  of  young  persons  of  both  sexes, 
ware  drowned  in  the  harbor  of  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  by  tho  oversetting  o' 
a  pleasure  boat.  Four  or  five  of  these  young  people  wore  taken  up  when 
they  had  boon  not  more  than  ton  minutes  in  tho  water,  and  yet  they  all 
perished:  for  there  was  no  means  to  resuscitate  them.  Thereupon  the  au¬ 
thor  published  in  the  Newport  horcury  some  account  of  methods  practiced 
by  the  humane  sociotioa  of  Europe,  and  exerted  himself  to  form  one  at 
Rhode  Island:  but  nothing  was  offectod.  Throe  years  afterwards  viz.,  in 
1785,  while  sailing  through  tho  harbor  of  Newport  with  the  celebrated 
blind  philosopher,  Dr.  Henry  Moyas  of  Edinburgh,  he  related  to  him  the  sad 

«• 

by  secret  ballot,  probably  ''blackballed.” 
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accident,  and  lamented  that  we  had  no  humane  society  in  America  for  ro- 
guooitating  the  drowned:  and  the  ill  success  ho  experienced  in  att31r.ptir.j5 
to  establish  one.  1  Do  not  be  discouraged , '  3aid  this  extraordinary  man, 
'but  lot  ua  oat  about  it  Immediately:  thia  very  day.*  T.a  accordingly 
did  ao:  and  by  the  help  of  his  intelligent  serving  man,  who  was  a  good  a- 
monuonsia,  ra  committed  to  papor  a  plan  of  our  Humane  Society,  and  took 
it  with  ua  to  Boston:  and  communicated  it  to  a  small  assemblage  of  philo¬ 
sophical  gentlemen  in  School  Street,  whence  arose  The  Humane  Society  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Haaaachuaett3 ,  which  v/as  incorporated  in  1791.” 

In  organizing  thia  Society  later  in  the  year  1785  tho  doctor 
tells  us  he  discovered  a  mode  of  proceeding  with  which  he  had  never  been 
conversant,  for  at  that  time  he  was  ignorant  even  of  tho  moaning  of  tho 
word  "caucus."  He  was  not  invited  to  the  preparatory  meetings  of  organi¬ 
zation,  neither  wa3  ho  warned  of  the  meeting  to  chooso  officers.  Ho  ovi- 
dantly  expected  to  bo  chosen  2nd  Vico  President  but  whon  tho  time  for  the 
election  came  ho  found  that  everything  had  been  "cut  and  dried"  and  Dr. 
Barron  was  cho3on  for  that  office  while  ho  was  made  ono  of  tho  six  Trus¬ 
tees.  Thia  offico  ho  declined  and  a  "reputable  mechanic"  was  put  in  his 

place.  Tho  result  of  this  election,  together  with  his  previous  treat- 

* 

oont  so  filled  him  with  "disgust"  that  ho  determined  to  have  nothing  to 
do  with  any  of  their  associations  or  societies.  In  the  year  1790,  how¬ 
ever,  previous  to  its  incorporation,  he  was  urged  by  Gov.  Bowdoin,  Hon. 
Thomas  Russell,  Bishop  Parker,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lathrop  and  others  to  "rejoin 
tha  Humane  Society  "and  thereupon  he  was  appointed  to  deliver  an  address 
before  it,"  as  before  mentioned.  Re  sent  a  copy  of  this  discourse  to 
President  Washington  and  received  the  following  letter  in  reply 

fcount  Vernon,  Rov.19,1790. 

Sir  j  -

Thoro  being  no  apparent  prospect  of  roooiving  any  financial  aid 
from  the  College  and  "being  surrounded  by  many  perplexities  and  difficul- 
tioc,  as  woll  as  discouraged  by  the  slow  progress  the  school  was  making, " 
but, "chiefly  owing  to  the  monopolizing  conduct  of  his  brethren,"  Prof.  Wa¬ 
terhouse  published  a  Synopsis  of  a  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Theoty  and’ 
Practice  of  Medicine,  part  first,  in  forty-seven  pages  to  show  what  ho  had 
wished  to  do  had  ho  boen  properly  supported  and  resigned  his  professorship 
Loon  after  thi3  the  Rhode  Island  College  chose  him  Professor  of 
tatural  History,  "without,"  ho  says,  "any  previous  intimation  of  their  de¬ 
sign.  *  M Without  any  other  preparation  than  an  introductory  lecture  he 

wont  to  Providence ,  and  thoro  commenced  a  course  which  ho  gave  in  the 
court-hous©  to  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  town,  of  both  sexes,  and 
to  the  students  In  the  college."  This  was  in  1766.  The  following  au¬ 
tumn  he  gave  another  course  to  a  very  respectable  audience.  Rhode  la- 
land,  is  now  known  as  Brown  University  and  the  above  professorship  was  be¬ 
stowed  upon  him,  according  to  the  records  in  1764.  This  was  tho  earli¬ 
est  professorship  established  in  any  New  England  College  under  this  or  a- 
°y  equivalent  titlo,  and  this  was  tho  first  course  of  lectures  on  Natural 
History  over  given  in  the  new  world.  It  appears  to  have  been  his  inten¬ 
tion  at  this  time  to  return  to  his  native  State. 

In  tho  meantime  his  resignation  was  presented  at  a  meeting  of 
the  President  and  Follows  of  the  College  Sept. 6,1786,  but  no  action  was 

takoru  At  a  meeting  of  tho  earn©  body  July  3,1707  the  following  vote  was 
pa3sod , viz, ,

t ho  chair  of  2/ediclna  in  this  Univarsity,  which  was  communicated  at  a 
mooting  Copt. 6, 1785  now  took  up  the  consideration  of  thi3  lottor:  Dhera- 
upon 

Voted,  that  as  the  Doctor  had  not  left  this  Commonwealth,  as  ho  had 
purposed  when  he  wrote  his  letter  to  the  Corporation,  his  resignation 
be  not  accepted;  and  that  he  be  desired  to  still  appear  in  his  Profes¬ 
sorship.  '* 

In  response  to  this  vote  tho  Doctor  wrote  the  following  letters 
which  explain  the  situation  at  that  time. 

Boston  Aug. 22, 1787. 

MIn  consequence  of  tho  late  vote  of  tho  Corporation  expressing 
a  wish  that  I  would  resume  my  office  in  tha  College,  I  have  written 
them  the  enclosed  answar,  which  I  earnestly  wish  nay  be  considered  at 
their  next  meeting*-  You  will  see  that  I  have  promised  to'  do  every¬ 
thing,  on  my  part,  if  they  would  do  something  on  theirs.  I  wish  to  ex¬ 
plain  to  some  member  my  reasons  more  particularly  why  I  declined  living 
lectures  at  Cambridge,  while  I  was  a  candidate  for  tho  practice  of  phy¬ 
sic  in  Boston,  lost  they  should  think  it  was  only  an  inconvenience  com¬ 
mon  to  all  three  of  tho  Professors,  when  in  fact  they  are  mostly  pecu¬ 
liar  to  myself. -  I  would  wish  thorn  to  consider  that  tho  other  Profes¬ 

sors  wore  inhabitants  of  Boston,  amid  their  powerful  friends  &  connex¬ 
ions  --  members  &  officers  of  tho  medical  society  long  t-eforo  I  came , 
while  I  was  a  stranger,  unconnected  k  alone,  and  rendered  by  my  elec¬ 
tion  to  this  office  unpopular  k  obnoxious  to  the so  very  people  whoso 
friendship  I  needed  most,--  add  to  this,  tho  only  two-  literary  socie¬ 
ties  among  you  testified  by  their  votes  an  unwillingness  that  I  should 
aosociaio  with  them.--  Sven  to  this  day  those  Physicians  who  consult 
mo  &  call  mo  in  their  families  when  sick,  mako  so  far  a  distinction 
with  me,  that  thoy  never  invite  so  to  attend  any  operations,  a  thing  so 
customary  among  Physicians,  and  I  tho  only  exception! --  Tha  common "an¬ 
swer  given  to  enquiries  on  this  subject  is,  that  tho  Doctors  disgusted 
with  tho  Collage  calling  thi3  young  Dr.  in,  over  their  heads,  wore  dis¬ 
posed  to  keep  him  at  a  distance  and,  there  has  boon  an  opinion  artfully 
spread  among  the  people,  that  tho  College  were  endeavoring  to  introduce 
tho  English  distinctions  and  modes  of  practice  which  would  enormously 
increase  the  expence  of  sickness,  and  that  Dr.  Waterhouse  was  introduc¬ 
ed  with  that  view.  3o  that  connected  with  the  College  I  ha vo^ stood  an 
equal  chance  among  the  Practitioners  in  Boston,--  Having  therefore 
found  such  peculiar  inconveniences  as  disabled  mo  from  proceeding,  will 
not  my  prudence  bo  called  in  question,  if  by  attending  to  tliis  second 
call,  I  should  place  myself  in  exactly  the  a  am a  situation? 

Come  of  tho  Gentlemen  of  the  Corporation  say  ’ we  see  the  perplex¬ 
ities  our  appointment  has  brought  upon  you,  yot  as  we  wish  you  to  con¬ 
tinue  your  connexion  with  us,  what  shall  we  do  to  help  you?*  I  answer, 
lot  mo  change  my  ground  from  Boston  to  Cambridge,  and  assist  mo  to  par/<^~ 
the  business  you  have  again  called  m3  to  execute,  and  which  (from  hav¬ 
ing  oxhauatod  what  little  I  had  to  live  on  in  fruitless  expectation)  I 
have  declared  I  am  totally  unable  to  persist  in,--  Respecting  what 
^ight  be  said  of  partiality ,  which  some  are  fearful  of,  X  only  obsorva 
that  when  soma  of  tha  Jrrofas3ora,  have  needed  apparatus  it  has  been  pro¬ 
cured  for  thorn,  whereas  X  have  never  put  tha  Collage  to  a  farthing  ox- 
fence  since  I  have  been  connected  with  It,  altho*  it  is  well  known  that. 

J  have  been  at  no  small  cost,  in  printing  k  the  liko,  without  over  re¬ 
ceiving  advantages  equal  to  what  I  expended- --- 

You  will  excuse  I  hope,  my  thus  troubling  you,  whan  you  reflect 
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that  on  the  determination  of  the  Corporation  mooting  ray  piano  in  Ufa 
rill  probably  dopond.  I  wish  thorn  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  this 
matter  once  more,  and  if  they  will  only  put  it  in  my  power  to  proceed  ’ 

I  will  servo  them  with  pleasure;  if  not  necessity  will  compel  mo  to  re¬ 
linquish  all  thoughts  of  retaining  the  Professorship.  *

P.S.  I  remember  once  to  have  seen  a  Picture  that  moved  me  not  a  little 
al<ho*  I  was  then  in  affluence----  It  represented  a  young  man  standing 
a  tip-toe  ,  with  his  r i ght  hand  extended  at  its  utmost  reach  towards  the 
sky;  to  the  wrist  of  this  hand  was  a  pair  of  extended  winr3;  4mbition 
was  above  in  the  form  of  an  Angol  giving  them  air;  while  his  left  hand 
v as  tied  to  a  heavy  load  that  wa3  chained  to  the  earth;  underneath  Was 
written  this  malancholly  complaint:  *Ut  me  plum  a  lavat,  sic  sarcina 
pragravat  ingens.  (As  wings  lift  me  a  great  burden  holds  me*  down) 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  enclosed. - 

”1  received  a  vote  of  the  Corporation  dated  the  3rd  of  last 
month  expressing  their  non  acceptance  of  my  resignation  of  the  chair  of 
Medicine,  and  desiring  me  3till  to  appear  in  my  professional  capacity. - 
In  answer  to  which  I  can  only  say,  that  it  was  my  ambition  to  serve  the 
University  in  the  honorable  station  I  was  called' to  fill,  but  was  una¬ 
ble  to  sustain  it  without  assistance  --  Ho  man  in  my  situation  can  do 
the  duties  of  the  office  without  some  support.  --  Ko  man  will  attempt 

it  with  less  assistance,  nor  perhaps  with  so  little. -  Give  me  but 

ground  to  stand  upon  &  I  will  come  to  Cambridge  &  resume  my  Lectures. - 
but  to  pursue  the  practice  of  physic  in  Boston  &  lecture  in  Cambridge 
has  too  many  inconveniences  for  me  to  attempt  it  a  second  time. 

ihei  o  are  so^ie  favorable  circumstances  which  would  induce  me  at 
this  time  to  take  up  my  residence  in  Cambridge  as  a  Practitioner,  which 
will  not  oxist  throe  or  four  years  hence;  and  therefore  with  a  trifling 
assistance,  from  the  Corporation  I  will  come  on  the  spot,  recommence  my 
lectures,  and  do  all  in  my  power  to  promote  the  intention  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  had  in  view  when  they  formed  the  Medical  Ins ti tution. "

To  The  President  &  Corporation. 

The  Corporation  urged  him  strongly  to  remain  and, as  it  had  tak- 
on  action  favorable  to  the  use  of  the  income  of  the  "Horsey"  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Medical  Professorships,  he  finally  withdrew  his  resigna¬ 
tion.  Year  after  year  passed,  however,  until,  at  length,  it  was  arrang¬ 
ed  that  beginning  Jan. 1,1792  the  income  of  this  fund  should  be  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  three  professors  and  thus  some  nine  years  after  his  Induction 
into  the  professorship  Dr.  V.aterhouse  became  "Ilersoy"  Professor  of  the 
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Thoory  and  Practice  of  Physic  with  a  permanent  support.  This,  wo  are 
told,  at  no  time  exceeded  four  or  five  hundrod  dollars  a  yoar,  and  "for 
a  nan  who  had  lived  under  the  affluant  patronage  of  a  Fothergill  such  a 
novel  situation  must  have  boon  peculiarly  embarrassing. ” 

Xn  the  yoar  17b3,  *\pril  29,  at  a  mooting  of  tho  Corporation  of 
Harvard  it  was  voted  "that  Dr.  Y*aterhouae  dolivor  annually  a  course  of 
loctuioo  on  natural  history  to  such  students  as  shall  obtain  permission 
under  tho  hands  of  their  parents  or  guardians  to  attend;  for  each  of  which 
students  ho  shall  receive  one  guinea,  to  be  charged  in  their  quarter 
bills.  Natural  »iA.i»tory ,  however ,  was  a  now  thing  among  the  young  men 
nt  oolloge .  Almost  ovary  child  of  the  present  day  knows  as  much  about 
Dotany  and  natural  history  as  was  then  taught  in  our  highest  literary  in¬ 
stitution.^,  while  ^udI ic  instruction  in  mineralogy  was  entirely  unknown. 
"In  truth ,*  the  Doctor  says,  "the  science  of  mineralogy  was  not  then  30 
years  old  in  any  country."  He  tails  us  that  thero  was  scarcely  a  good 
book  on  this  subject  to  be  found  In  the  country  arid  that  ho  had  to  pro¬ 
cure  some  frpm  Kurope,  and  also  an  apparatus  for  smelting  and  refining 
metals  and  all  cut  of  his  own  vary  scanty  income.  Under  those  circum¬ 
stances  it  was  necessary  to  excite  a  tasto  in  his  pupils  for  this  branch 
of  science  before  ho  could  gratify  it  .  The  work  progressed  but  slowly 
and  it  was  so mo  seven  years  before  the  number  of  hsarora  exceeded  a  dozen. 

At  length,  however,  by  his  perseverance  and  unremitting  toil  he  built  up 
these  sciences  and  established  thorn  on  a  very  respectable  footing.  "Hun- 
blo  and  loan  as  they  were,"  ho  writes ,  referring  to  hi3  lectures  on  i'.in- 
uralogy,"!  was  nevertheless  the  first  who  broke  ground,  and  exhorted  and 
encouraged  others  to  penetrate  deeper  and  explore  those  dark  regions  of 
curiosity."  "it  should  be  remembered  also,"  says  one,  "that  in  this 
task  Dr.  Waterhouse  worked  alone  without  the  help  of  any  congenial  splr- 
*  t.  this  aide  the  Atlantic.  Ilia  labors  in  this  department  will  secure  to 
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him  tho  honor  of  being  the  foundor  of  these  sciences  in  America." 

For  yoar3  he  delivered  these  lectures  in  the  Philosophy  Hall, 
oo  called,  but  later  the  other  Professors  who  used  the  room  objected  to 
tho  presence  of  stuffed  birds  and  other  paraphernalia  of  this  department 
and  desired  him  to  use  some  other  place.  The  following  interesting  let¬ 
ter,  dated  Hay  10,1800,  in  reference  to  the  matter  is  taken  from  tho  Col¬ 
lege  papers. 

Hevd  Sir , 

Last  autumn  I  received  a  line  from  you  expressing  tho  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  respecting  my  continuing  to  lecture  in  tho  philoso¬ 
phy  chamber,  which  induces  me  to  address  you  on  that  subject. 

I  gave  my  lectures  in  that  room  for  a  series  of  years  on  the  in¬ 
vitation  of  hr.  Smith,  the  then  Librarian,  and  did  not  at  that  time 
know  that  it  was  necessary  to  ask  leave  of  a  higher  authority?  ““furl nr 
the  seven  years  I  gave  my  lectures  there,  no  complaint  had  over  boon 
made  of  soiling,  deranging,  of  in  any  way  defacing  tho  room;  on  tho  con¬ 
trary  the  room  has  acquired  an  additional  beauty  in  consequence  of  thoso 
lectures,  for  noithor  Birds,  nor  minerals  would  have  boon  there  had  those 
lectures  on  Natural  History  never  been  given. 

Fy  application  is  for  permission  to  continue  my  lectures  in  thin 
room,  and  my  reasons  for  it,  are  I  presume  strong  o rough  to  obtain  it. 

In  the  course  of  my  lecturing  it  is  necessary  to  have  displayed  a  groat 
number  of  minerals,  and  many  of  the  specimens,  are  so  delicate  &  fragile 
that  they  cannot  be  removed  up  and  down  stairs  without  risking  their  de¬ 
struction.  Besides  theso  minerals ,  delicate  drawings,  -5:  costly  books 
as  well  ao  valuable  productions  of  nature*  must  be  exhibited  in  a  room 
wnero  the  lecturer  can  i ns t anti y  turn  the  key  and  lock  them  up.  should 
ho  bo  called  suddenly  out  in  the  course  o f~hla  practice.  "  On  no  occa¬ 
sion  do  I  over  leave  the  students  in  tha  room.  For  my  rule  has  over 
been  to  go  in  first  &  come  out  last.  I  have  bo3r,  no  careful  1  to  keep 
the  carpet  noat  &  clean,  that  I  always  turn  it  up  round  tho  seats,  A 
novor  give  a  lecture  in  rainy  weather.  Tha  bordering  of  the  paper, 
thd,  has  boon  picked  off  in  soma  places  was  certainly  novor  done  by  any 
of  my  audience.  Their  quiot,  orderly,  &  very  proper  behaviour  are  . 
known  &  talked  of  -  and  if  it  bo  found  that  my  pupils  novor  did  in¬ 

jure  tha  room  the  presumption  is  they  novor  will, 'unless  I  should  braak 
my  rule  of  leaving  them  in  it  without  me. 

Aa  I  confess  1  foil  a  little  hurt  in  being  turned  out  of  that 
room  without  a  hearing,  I  cannot  avoid  wishing  to  inform  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  that  during  the  IS  yoaro  that  I  have  boon  a  Professor  of  tho  Theo¬ 
ry  &  Practice  in  this  University,  I  have  never  boon  accommodated  with  a 
lac taring- room ,  but  have  boon  obliged  repeatedly  to  quit  my  chair  &  dio- 
miss  ray  pupils  in  tho  middle  of  a  lecture  to  give  place  to' the  stated 
teachers.  I  gave  one  whole  course  in  a  Tutor's  room.  In  ono,  or  two 

instances,  I  have  been  compelled  to  the  derogatory  step  of  giving  ny 
j^od xoal  lectures  in  the  room  of  an  under- graduate;  and  for  those  three 
years  past,  I  have  boon  forced  to  givo  my  medical  lectures  at  ray  own 
house,  altho*  very  inconvenient  on  account  of  the  smallness  of  my  rooms 
<*'■  tho  largeness  of  my  family. 

I  will,  however,  cheerfully  submit  to  this  inconvenience,  groat

H  y°u  *°uld  sp  good  as  to  lay  this  request  before  the  corpo¬ 
ration,  it  would  add  to  the  kindnesses  already  conferred  on

,hon  dr.  Raterhouso  began  his  lectures  on  Natural  History  it 
seems  he  contemplated  the  establishment  of  a  Botanical  Garden  at  Cambridge 
and  in  17  £7  wrote  Gir  Joseph  Bank3 ,  President  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  Dr.  John  C.Lettsom  regarding  the  matter  but  the  latter  suggested 
starting  with  minerals.  lie  wrote,-  “At  a  further  period  of  wealth  and 
luxury  you  may  form  hot- houses  for  tropical  plants,  but  my  advice  is  to 
commence  your  career  with  Minerals,  X  should  be  glad  to  hear  that  you 
have  collected  only  a  few  flints  to  commence  so  important  a  branch  of  Nat¬ 
ural  History  and  Kodicino.  If  you  begin  with  a  little,  begin,  and  it 
vdll  multiply.  The  greatest  object  was  once  in  ombryo.  I  would  advise 
fl  f9*  gont lumen  among  you  to  unite  in  a  society  to  promote  Natural  History. 
If  ouch  a  society  were  formed,  I  would  subscribe  ton  guineas  a  year  to  it, 

and  '“or>9  if  you  ’i7i3h  it#  You  v;ant»  X  fear,  energy.  Tour  treasures  hid 
in  the  earth  are  invaluable.  Your  vegetable  kingdom  is  ample  and  inter¬ 
esting.  Let  me  know  that  you  have  boldly  entered  those  recesses  of  C'U- 
io-^it^- ,  wealth  and  pleasure,  and  draw  on  m©  for  my  quota.  “ 

The  Doctor  took  tho  advice  given  by  his  friend  Lettsom  to  begin 
a  coll^tion  of  minerals  and  the  latter  sent  him  a  small  box  containing 

ab0Ut  lltty  fossils •  To  this  he  added  specimens  until  he  had  a  collec- 
ti0n  cf  30*T;a  consequence  for  years  afterwards  ho  wrote  President  Kirkland 

follows,-  “I  had  the  honor  of  oxhibiting  to  his  Royal  Highness 


prince  Edward  Duka  of  Kant  try  collodion  of  minerals ,  two  or  three  years 
before  they  were  placed  in  the  Cabinet  in  the  philosophy  chamber  which

In  thi3  year  wo  find  in  the  College  records  that  the  thanks  of 
the  University  wore  voted  to  John  Coakley  Lottaom,  K.D.,  P.R.S.,  &c  for 
presenting  through  Dr.  Daterhouso ,  "a  very  valuable  and  extensive  colloc- 
tion  of  minerals . "  A.  month  later  it  was  voted  that  a  cabinet  bo  procur¬

"Voted,  that  Dr.  Waterhouse  be  author izod  and  desired  to  take  possession 
of  the  Cabinet  of  Minerals  transmitted  by  Dr.  Lettsom  of  London  to 
the  College:-  that  ho  arrange  the  said  Cabinet,  and  attend  all  per¬ 
sons,  who  may  wish  to  visit  it,  and  give  ©very  information  in  his  pow¬ 
er  to  the  visitants  thereto;-  that  ho  correspond  with  persons  who  may 
be  engaged  in  opening  any  mines  in  tho  United  States;-  and  that  he  bo 
allowed  compensation  therefor." 

The  compensation  allowed  himwas  forty  dollars  a  year  and  ho 
tolls  us  ho  sometimes  spent  more  than  this  in  postage  and  freight,  Ha 
Bent  out  "six  quires  of  circulars"  which  brought  him  much  correspondence. 
Tho  nature  of  his  duties,  as  keeper  of  tho  Cabinet,  are  described  in  tho 


following  letter  to  President  Dillard,  dated  liar .8, 1001. 

Reverend  Sir, 

Agreeably  to  your  suggestion  that  the  Corporation  wished  for 
come  general  information  respecting  the  time  consumed,  the  attention  ex¬

has  been,  quite,  or  nearly  absorbed  in  the  cxpenceo  of  a  correspondence

Tho  college  records  for  the  years  succeeding  hi3  appointment  as 
keeper  of  the  cabinet  show  that  the  thanks  of  the  Corporation  were  fre¬ 
quently  given  Pr.  Waterhouse ,or  othors,for  additions  to  tho  collection 
received  through  his  efforts.  "In  tho  year  1 79G,"  ho  says,  "the  Cabinet 
was  the  richest  and  moot  extensive  collection  of  minerals  in  tho  United 
States.”  and  in  1811  ho  writes ,  "there  is  scarcely  a  single  one  in  the 

collection  but  what  has  come  through  nr?  own  individual  solicitation ,  or 
0 

oleo  the  donation  of  myself  and  my  son. "  From  those  beginnings  have  grown 
one  of  tho  great  departments  of  the  University  Museum. 

This  branch  of  science,  however,  did  not  appear  to  grow  in  fa¬ 
vor  with  some  of  the  other  professors  who,  naturally  enough  perhaps,  still 

looked  with  much  disfavor  on  the  presence  in  tho  Philosophy  chamber  of  tho 

to 

paraphernalia  pertaining ^the  lectures  on  natural  history  and  mineralogy. 

In  the  course  of  a  newspaper  article  in  tho  Boston  Patriot  in  1013,  over 

writes 

tho  signature  "3Ln  Independent  Whig*  Pr.  T.atorhousQAas  follows  regarding 
the  opposition  he  encountered  at  this  time  in  this  part  of  his  v^ork. 

"In  the  meantime  mineralogy  began  to  oxcito  some  attention 
through  Haw  England;  and  the  lectures  by  degrees  became  very  popular. 

^ut  with  their  popularity  among  the  under  graduates  grey;  up  an  unfriend¬ 
ly  and  opposing  spirit  among  some  of  tho  professors.  The  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  undertook  to  find  fault,  and  to  ridicule  before  President  Ml- 
lard,  anci  a0me  of  the  other  members  of  the  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
titles  and  labels  on  the  different  articles  in  the  Cabinet.  He  par- 


| 
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ticularly  ridiculed  the  absurdity  of  the  term  "Cola  CTL3,"  and  imd  so  of¬ 
ten  repeated  it,  that  President  V, iilard  seriously  proposed  to  Dr.  to 
alter  it.  Thereupon  ho  waited  on  the  good  Pre3idant,  and  showed  him 
from  i/agollsn'c  edition  of  Crori3tadt'  3  mineralogy  the  propriety  of  the 
term.  Tho  hyporcriticism  was  about  equal  to  criticising  ono  for  saying 
’’the  sun  is,  ris ing , t(  when  in  fact,  the  aun  is  not  moving,  but  the  earth! 

Tho  President  was  convinced,  and  ashamed  of  one  of  our  learned  professor^; 
and  wo  heard  no  more  of  the  remarks  of  that  gentleman,  excepting  a  goner- 
al  expression  of  contempt  for  the  collection  of  minerals.” 

"Professor  Debtor  tried  for  more  than  a  year  to  get  the  cabinet 
novod  to  the  anatomical  room  where  it  v;ould  have  bean  defaced  if  not  en¬ 
tirely  ruined,  he  was  displeased  with  Dr«  T»*s  lectures  generally.  Ho  re- 
rconsrtated  to  him,  and  finally  to  the  President,  against  Dr.  treating 
in  his  lectures  upon  air,  fire,  and  electricity,  and  upon  the  natural  his¬ 
tory  of  the  atmosphere;  and  it  was  with  groat  difficulty  that  Prosidont 
Dillard  convinced  him  of  his  error,  by  showing  him  tho  lino  bo two on  me¬ 
chanics  and  tho  works  of  nature.  At  length  ho  (Prof,  robber)  applied  to 
tho  Corporation  and  it  was  finally  induced  to  pass  a  vote  prohibiting  him 
from  giving  his  lectures  in  the  Philosophy  chamber,  and  ordering  the  Cab- 

JdLSLi  Minerals  to  be  forthwith  removed  from  thence  into  tho  anatomical 
room, ” 

Dr.  T.atorhousa  then  sent  tho  following  reroons tranoe  to  tho  Corpo¬ 
ration,

Tho  Pernor ial  of  Benjamin  "aterhouse  respectfully  shawoth,  that  - 
In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  the  President  (Dillard)  gave  information 
tn  tho  undersigned ,  by  a  note,  that  the  Corporation  had,  prohibited  Mm 
Paving  lectures  in  the  Philosophy  Chamber,  so  called,  in  which  ho  had  do¬ 
ll  vored  lectures  more  than  twenty  years . 

In. tho  course  of  the  sarnie  year  the  President,  in  like  manner,  in¬ 
formed  your  memorialist ,  that  tho  Corporation  had  determined  that  the 
cabinet  of  Minerals,  presented  chiefly  by  Dr.  Lettsom,  of  which  your  me- 
^orlallot  is  the  regularly  constituted  keeper,  and  which  had  bson  placod 


. 
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in  tho  Philosophy  Chamber  by  $h0  Corporation,  should  bo  removed  thanco , 
and  placed  in  the  Anatomical  Die  sooting  Room* 

Tha  3oa3on  being  returned  whan  these  subjects  Kill  probably  be 
rovivod,  your  memorialist  had  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
his  friends,  to  address  tha  Honorable  and  Revoren d  the  Corporation,  to 
entreat  thorn  to  re-consider  the  votes  baforo  mentioned;  and  that,  among 
other,  for  the  following  reasons. 

First,--  that  your  memorialist  has  given  lectures  in  tho  Philos¬ 
ophy  Chamber  ever  since  tha  present  Professor  of  Fathematics  and  Exper¬ 
imental  Philosophy  (Webber)  was  an  under  graduate,  without  any  com¬ 
plaint  of  hindrance,  or  inconvenience  reaching  his  oars  until  lately. 

He  has  sedulously,  uniformly  and  successfully  avoided  interrupting  this 
professor  in  his  official  duties.  He  therefore  supposes  there  may  bo 
other  reasons  than  those  avowed  for  depriving  him  of  a  privilege  so 
long  and  quietly  enjoyed.  Thl3  apprehension  is  strengthened  by  obsor- 
Ing  that  the  reasons  or  pretences  for  his  relinquishing  that  room  have 
not  boon  uniform. 

Secondly,--  tho  determination  to  remove  the  highly  valuable  and 
ologant  CA3IKET  OF  J«ILEAALC  from  tho  place  it  now  ornaments  ,  "to  the  An¬ 
atomical  Hoorn,  was  received  by  your  memorialist  with  surprise  and  sor¬ 
row;  because  he  conceived  ouch  removal  derogatory  to  the* honor  of  tho 
Honors,  whose  feelings  it  is  calculated  pointedly  to  wound;  and  because 
tho  whole  affair  has  been  judged  of,  and  determined  on  without  the  priv 
il ego  of  a  hearing ,  on  the  part  of  your  memorialist. 

Your  memorialist  can  never  feel  perfectly  easy  in  any  society, 
political  or  literary,  which,  while  legislating  for  him,  shall  deny  him 
the  privilore  of  a  hearing ,  or  the  advantage  of  a  representative .  Tho 
secret  manner,  as  it  regards  your  memorialist,  in  which  this  business 
ha3  been  conducted,  can  never  give  rise  to  other  than  unpleasant  ideas. 

Your  memorialist  having  been  connected  with  this  University  as 
a  Professor  full  two  thirds  of  what  i3  deemed  "a  literary  life/'  must 
have  made  up  his  judgment  of  things  around  him.  And  he  hopes  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  will  excuse-  his  expressing,  for  once,  his  opinion,  that  unloss  * 
tho  ProfosF.ors  in  this  College  bo  confined  to  thoir  appropriate  branches, 
and  restrained  from  interfering  with  that  of  others ,  a  wide  avenue  will 
be  opened  for  discord  to  enter  this  hitherto  peaceable  seminary. 

Your  memorialist  aims  at  the  most  regular  and  respectful  mode 
of  soliciting  the  Corporation  to  take  these  several  matters  into  closa 
examination;  to  which  end  ho  particularly  entreats,  that  a  Committee 
naY  ho  appointed  to  examine  into  facts ;  because  he  is  aware,  that  from 
the  multiplicity  of  things  generally  laid  before  the  Corporation  at  one 
sitting,  time  is  too  short  to  allot?  particular  attention  to  extra  busi¬ 
ness,  that  may  possibly  have  several  ramifications. 

Your  memorialist  doem3  it  needless  to  repeat  what  ho  has  so  of¬ 
ten  declared,  and  confirmed  by  Ills  conduct,  that  he  neither  expects,  or 
wishes  to  be  accommodated  to  the  injury,  inconvenience,  hinderenco,  or 
embarrassment  of  any  Professor,  Tutor  or  Librarian.  I!©  only  wishes  to 
ggvlvo  the  liberal  spirit  of  mutual  accommodation;  which  ho  hopo3  may 
bs  effected  without  another  appeal  to  the  Legislature  of  the  University. 
All  which,  however,  is  submitted,  with  tho  utmost  deference  and  respect, 
to  tho  wisdom  of  the  Revorond  and  Honorable  the  Corporation,  by

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sJ  no  small  sensation,  and  divided  the  opinion  of  the  college  gentleman. 
;fter  the  Corporation  had  once  made  a  decree,  it  was  an  unu3ual  thing  to 
rove  for  "an  arreat  of  judgment."  But  Pr.  w.  declared  he  would  sooner 
return  the  keys  of  the  Cabinet  to  the  Corporation  than  assist  in  removing 
it  to  a  place  whore  it  would  be  exposed  to  destruction.  Dr.  D 1 3 

friends  said  it  was  not  only  unfooling  as  it  regarded  him,  but  ungrateful, 
after  ha  had  taken  such  pains,  and  spent  so  much  time  in  studying,  arrang¬ 
ing  and  displaying  the  minerals  to  the  boat  advantage,  to  have  them  thus 
ohoved  out  into  a  dirty  place,  liable,  during  the  period  of  dissections, 
to  every  sort  of  injury.  But  President  Dillards  ill  health,  and  frequent 
and  long  absences  from  Cambridge,  laid  this  business  asleep  for  nearly 
two  years;  when  the  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Experimental  Philosophy 
revived  it  by  applying  to  the  Corporation  for  a  hearing  before  them.  Af¬ 
ter  a  pationt  and  cancUd  hearing  of  the  Professor  of  Physics  and  the  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Mathematics,  they  decreed  unanimously  that  the  Cabinet  of  Miner¬ 
als  should  not  be  removed.  This  so  offended  Mr.  Jobber,  that  from  the 
strictest  intimacy  he  never  after,  save  onco ,  entered  the  doors  of  hia 
brother  Waterhouse »  From  this  time  forth  the  cabinet  of  minerals  was  a 
sore  sight  to  this  rigid  roan.” 

Referring  to  the  progress  which  hia  lectures  on  Natural  Histo¬ 
ry  ware  making  ho  writoa  in  the  preface  of  one  of  his  books:  n After  the 
lectures  on  Natural  History  had  been  given  in  Cambridge  four  or  five  years, 
they  began  to  excite  soma  curiosity  beyond  the  walls  of  the  college;  and, 

In  a  year  or  two  more,  several  gentlemen  of  opulence  and  literary  influ¬ 
xes  in  the  government  of  the  University,  came  to  the  resolution  of  lay- 
a  foundation  for  a  Professorship  of  Botany  and  Entomology ;  to  which  they 
determined  to  annex  an  extensive  Botanical  Garden.  Rejoiced  at  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  soeing  accomplished,  by  a  rich  association,  what  he  had  long,  anx¬ 
iously,  and  alone,  endeavored  in  vain  to  of foe t,  the  author  of  those  oa- 
Cay3  ,  (Dr.  Datorhouse)  did  everything  in  his  power  to  forward  tho  design. 


The  buoinasa  began,  and  progressed  with  a  zeal  bordering  on  enthusiasm. 
Cosidoo  a  subscription  of  between  thirty  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  tho 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  gave  two  townships  of  land  towards  main¬ 
taining  a  Professorship  of  natural  History  and  for  a  Botanical  Garden  at 
Cambridge.  But  the  author  saw,  that  amidst  all  this  ardour,  scarcely 
one  in  ten  of  tho  subscribers  know  exactly  what  they  wore  subscribing  for. 
Very  few  of  them  knew  what  a  Botanical  Garden  was,  or  rather  what  its  ob¬ 
jects  and  ends  were;  yot  with  a  general  and  indistinct  idea,  that  the 
knowledge  of  plants  and  insects  would  bo  of  vast  benefit  to  the  communi¬ 
ty,  they  subscribed  to  tho  scheme  with  a  generosity  characteristic  of 
New  England  merchants. H 

h'hen,  however,  in  1805  it  was  proposed  to  establish  a  Profes¬ 
sorship  of  Natural  History  and  that  the  Professor  of  this  branch  should 
be  elected  by  the  subscribers  to  the  foundation  who  had  in  mind  a  person 
other  than  Dr.  Waterhouse  the  latter  strongly  objected.  vthon  wo  consid¬ 
er  that  he  began  this  work  with  little  or  nothing  to  do  with,  and  labored 
practically  alono  all  these  years  with  almost  no  financial  support  from 
the  University,  with  the  simple  title  of  Lecturer ,  until  ho  had  develop¬ 
ed  an  intorost  sufficient  to  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  Professorship, 
we  cannot  wonder  that  tho  Doctor  felt  soma  resentment  at  tho  prospect  of 
being  superseded  by  another  with  the  titlo  of  Professor ,  who  would,  in  a 
O0nse,roap  tho  reward  of  tho  Doctor's  labors  and  carry  on  the  work  with 
the  assurance  of  a  comfortable  salary.  while  mistaken,  probably,  in 
the  motives  which  he  assigned  to  tho  promoters  of  this  department,  yet  wo 
cun  sympathise  with  him  when  in  writing  of  his  early  struggles  and  few 
pupils  he  says;  "But  when,  at  length,  they  amounted  to  sixty,  and  had  be¬ 
come  an  object  of  considerable  attention,  and  public  notice,  as  well  as 
profit .  then  he  was  put  out  of  his  place  to  make  room  for  another.”

A  little  later  the  Doctor  sent  tho  following  llonorial  to  the

"The  Memorial  of  Benjamin  Latorhouso,  Teacher  of  Natural  Hi3to- 
ry  in  tho  Unvcraity  at  Cambridge  to  the  Konb*  &  Kevd  the  Corporation, 
most  respectfully  shewath. 

That  your  memorialist  wns  17  years  ago  appointed  to  bolivar  an¬ 
nually  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Natural  History  in  this  college,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  by  a  vote  of  tho  corporation  here  annexed ,  which  voto  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  board  of  Cvorsoors  the  May  following. 

Thus  constituted  a  teacher  of  Natl  History  your  memorialist  pre¬ 
pared  a  sot  of  Lectures  on  that  extensive  subject,  in  executing  this 
task  he  carefully  selected  such  objects  as  vnauld  most  forcibly  impress 
tha  minds  of  youth  with  the  harmony  of  the  Universe,  or  unity  of  design 
throughout  tho  groat  Tom  pi  a  of  creation;  tha  end  &  aim  of  the  whole  be¬ 
ing  to  lead  them  ’toe  look  through  Nature  up  jto  Nature  *  s  Cod .  .* 

Luring  the  greater  part  of  the  space  above  mentioned ,  your  me¬ 
morialist  struggled  with  such  difficulties,  impediments , and  discourage¬ 
ments  as  would  have  entirely  checked  anyone  who  ra3  not  animated  with 
the  ambitious  sentiment  of  being  considered  hereafter  the  Founder  of 
Nat1-  history  in  the  first  University  in  America. 

As  Nat.  History  was  an  entirely  new  study  in  thi3  Collage,  your 
memorialist  was  compelled  to  exorcise  some  address  at  its  introduction. 
The  College  was  nearly  barren  of  books  on  this  subject;  and  what  few 
there  ware  appeared  never  to  have  been  perused.  Your  memorialist  had 
first  to  excite  a  curiosity  and  then  to  gratify  it.  Ho  had  to  prepare 
tho  ground,  sow  the  seed  &  wait  their  produce.  In  this  infantile  state 
of  things  he  had  often  to  treat  important  subjects  superficially,  and 
to  grow  more  particular  as  attention  &  taste  encro&sad. 

Your  memorialist  commenced  tho  business  in  the  autumn  of  1788 
by  giving  his  first  course  gratia.  The  2d  year  ho  opened  his  course 
with  five  pupils  at  a  guinea  apiocc.  The  3d  year  ho  had  seven.  Tho 
4th  year1  ho  allowed  each  to  subscribe  whatever  ho  chooo;  then  he  had 
some  thirty,  some  subscribed  three  guineas ,  some  two,  some  half  a  guin¬ 
ea*  others  clubbed  together  and  divided  the  half  guinea  &  the  lectures 
botweon  them,  one  attending  one  half  the  course,  the  other  tho  remain¬ 
ing  part.  The  President  disapproving  this  mode,  as  deviating  from  tha 
foo  established  by  the  Corporation,  it  never  was  again  pursued.  It  was 
an  effort  in  discouragement;  for  as  yet  your  memorialist  had  never  re¬ 
ceived  a  farthing  of  salary  as  a  medical  professor.  Once,  in  a  day  of 
greater  difficulty  and  perplexity  than  lie  ever  before  experienced ,  he 
sunk  under  tho  discouragement ,  and  folt  entirely  disposed  to  relinquish 
a  time  all  connexion  with  Harvard  College.  This  would  have  be  *r. 

effected  had  it  not  been  for  tho  encouragement  of  tho  venerable  T,r .  •’  i

agement  he  resumed  his  task  with  a  degree  of  alacrity,  and  on  the  for- 
rcer  plan  of  a  guinea  each  pupil,  his  numbers  were,  if  he  remembers  ri.gh 
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ton.  The  Oth  year  tho  numb ora  were  about  tha  aamo.  The  8th  year  they 
wara  nineteen.  The  9th  year  forty  one;  tha  10th  year  about  tho  same  ' 
nuiibar;  u.nd  the  11th  year  I  had  sixty-six,  including  sons  Indigent  youth 
who  pay  nothing.  J 

At  this  period  difficulties  wore  raised  through  the  medium  of 
tho  lata  Librarian,  respecting  giving  lectures  on  Mat1  History  in  tha 
philosophy  Chamber,  when  your  memorialist  wa3  ojoctod  from  it  without 
a  hearing.  This  ejectment  materially  affected  the  profits  of~~hi3 
course  of  lectures,  by  altoring  his  time  of  lecturing  from  autumn  to 
the  bu^y  oea^on  of  spring;  and  hao  in  ovary  succeeding  yoar  reduced  his 
pupils  one  half.  Your  memorialist  has  never  been  indulged  with  any  op¬ 
portunity  of  representing  this  matter  to  tha  Corporation.  This  with  " 
30rne  other  matters  connected  with  it,  have  been  sources  whence  flowed 
uneasiness  &  discontent.  Your  memorialist  wa3  considered  by  soma  as 
an  adventitious  Lecturer  without  rights,  rank,  or  privil»ege3. 

Your  memorialist  bags  leave  to  remark  that  he  was  the  origina¬ 
tor  of  the  CABINET of  LIHJRAloj  and  has^Tor  more  than  thirteen  years  the 
principal  agent  in  collecting  the  specimens  therein  contained;  which 
for  number  and  value  surpass  anything  in  the  United  States.  By  the  help 
of  this  collection  a  competent  naturalist  may  illustrate  one  of  the 
K 1  npri o.T.3  of  liature.  This  rich  collection  is  not  like  that~olr 

books,  or  plants  perishable  by  time,  but  will  remain  unimpaired  for 
agoo. 

lour  memorialist  has  likewise  collected  some  curious  and  valu¬ 
able  articles  in  other  branches  of  Nat1  History;  which  he  gratuitously 
transferred  from  his  own  private  museum  to  that  of  the  College*  the  par¬ 
ticulars  of  which  he  has  detailed  to  that  member  of  tho  Corporation  "*ho 
resides  in  Cambridge. 

f  Besido  mineralogy  your  memorialist  has  sedulously  cultivated 

philosophical  uotany;'  or  tho  anatomy  and  physiology  of  vegetables  to¬ 
gether  with  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  vegetation;  and  this  he  pre¬ 
sumes  he  hao  carried  as  far  as  his  slender  pecuniary  means  *  other  req¬ 
uisites  could  reasonably  be  expected.  As  his  plan  differs  from  any  hith¬ 
erto  made  public,  ho  has  chosen  to  submit  it  to  the  saveritv  of  public 
criticism.  Your  memorialist  has  collected  no  small  number  of  inde^onous 
plants  &  made  &  procured  not  a  few  drawings  illustrative  of  the  I.innao  m 
system.  In  a  word  he  has  strove  beyond  his  strength  to  introduce  and

Although  ho  was  frequently  mentioned  in  these  applications 
your  memorialist  did  not  think  proper  to  inquire?  into  the  business  till 
within  a  few  weeks  past.  He  has  never  seen  the  plan,  but  he  hears,  in 
the  best  qualified  form  of  it,  that  it  is  to  bring  forward  a  person 
with  the  title  of  Frofessor  to  take  the  most  conspicuous  and  captiva¬ 
ting  part  of  his  branch,  with  an  extension  and  splendid  patronage,  while 
your  memorialist  is  to  remain  with  the  vague  and  humble  title  of  Lectu¬ 
rer,  without  rights,  privileges  or  rank;  and  of  course  liable  to  those 
vexations  and  perplexities,  which  have  for  three  or  four  years  nast 

rendered  his  life,  at  times  very  unpleasant,  and  which  he  dreads  again 
to  encounter. 

From  all  the  condiderations  he  is  induced  to  say  that  having 
done  faithfully  the  duties  of  a  Professor  of  Natural  History  during  the 
long  space  of  17  years  he  feels  no  delicacy  or  ombarrasment  in  declar¬ 
ing  that  he  conceives  that  in  tho  present  state  of  things,  it  ro 
more  than  common  justice  that  he  should  have  tho  title  of  Frof^of  Natl 

to  the  adoption  of  any  person  chosen  in  tho  novel 
mo°o  by  private  individuals.  They  will  find  on  inquiry  that  the  U3a^e 
of  foreign  Universities  countenances  the  idea.

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In  the  meantime  Dr.  faterhouao  interviewed  several  of  the  pro- 
motors  of  tho  enterprise  and  was  assured  that  the  title  of  the  Professor¬ 
ship  was  to  bo  w Botany  and  Entomology , "  rather  than  "Natural  History, "  and 
that  there  ras  no  intention  of  interfering  with  his  lectures.  The  follow¬ 
ing  abstract  from  ona  of  tho  Doctor's  newspaper  articles  written  in  1812, 
over  the  signature  "An  Independent  hhig,"  already  referred  to,  gives  an 
interesting  resume  of  several  of  these  interviews  with  Ur.  Parsona. 

'To  thi3  distinguished  gentleman, (hr .  Parsons)  it  seems  Dr.  D. 
applied;  and  related  to  him  his  fears  and  approhon3ion3  respecting  tho 
contemplated  professorship  of  botany.  These  conversations  wore  in  tho 
winter  of  1804  and  1805.  Aa  we  cannot  Y-ell  give  an  account  of  the3o 
without  running  into  perhaps  a  tedious  detail,  we  shall  throw  tho  3um  and 
substance  of  them  into  the  form  of  a  dialogue,  in  imitation  of  some  of 
tho  Greek  and  Roman  writers;  so  that,  without  professing  to  vouch  for  the 
precise  words  and.  phrases ,  we  hope  to  give  an  accurate  idea  of  the  whole; 
for  we  are  not  able,  after  a  lapse  of  seven  or  eight  years,  to  ctate  vor- 
batim,  tho  queries ,  and  the  answers,  end  the  replies,  and  tho  rejoinders, 
end  tho  compliments  &c»  &c»  ho  shall,  be  careful  nevertheless  to  say 
nothing  but  what  we  conscientiously  think  was  said,  omitting  superfluous 
matter,  however  learned,  sensible  or  witty.  After  a  great  deal  of 
thought,  and  unusual  deliberation,  and  calling  into  requisition  all  tho 
power  of  reminiscence,  the  following  is  boliavad  to  be  the  substance  of 
these  different  conversations ,  with  their  spirit  also.

t.  Ferhaps  you  havo  not  been  informed  that  I  havo,  more  than  a  dozen

P.  --  Yes  I  havo.  And  I  believe  thoro  is  no  man  who  has  treated  the  phy¬ 
siology  of  the  vegetable  more  thoroughly  than  you  havo  done.  The  profes¬ 
sor  re  contemplate  will  leave  this  all  to  you; &  will  have  a  garden  and 
will  describe?  the  various  plants,  and  their  systematic  arrangement ;  and 
will  describe  those  insects  particularly  that  infest  and  destroy  our  most 
useful  vegetables.  You  will  go  on  as  you  havo  done,  uninterrupted;  and 
our  professor  will  go  on  as  I  toll  you.  There  will  be  a  path  for  each  of 
you  to  walk  in  rithouy  interference . 

v.,  --  I  desire  no  more.  I  azn  satisfied;  and  only  wish  that  this  could  bo 
guaranteed  to  me. 

F.  --  I  am  glad  you  express  it.  I  had  ths  principle  hand  in  drawing  up 
tho  institution,  and  v?ill  explain  the  principles  on  which  it  is  founded. 

In  the  first  place  we  havo  called  it  the  .Massachusetts  Professorship  of 
BOTANY  and  SNTOl'OLOGY;  and  this  wo  did  purely  out  of  cons idorat ion  of  your 
failings.  --  Our  professor  is  to  superintend  the  formation  of  a  garden; 
and  attend  to  the  culture  of  tho  plants,  and  give  every  information  in  his 
power  to  tho  visitants;  but  ho  is  to  give  lectures  on  no  othor  parts  of 
natural  history  than  plants  and  insects ;  and  as  to  tho  first  ho  will  not 
troat  upon  tho  structure  and  physiology  of  tho  vegetable;  that  is  to  re¬ 
main  with  you.  As  to  minerals  I  have  boon  particularly  careful,  because 
I  consider  them,  and.  tho  Cabinet  so  much  "a  child  of  your  own , "  that  we 
fcavo  made  it  the  duty  of  our  professor  to  collect  minerals,  but  to  do  noth¬ 
ing  with  them  excepting  placing  them  in  your  cabinet.  You  will  therefore 
lecture  upon  them,  and  not  he.  "e  have  done  more  than  this,  -  It  may 
So  happen  that  there  may  bo  somo  monies  in  our  funds  unappropriated ;  we 
havo  therefore  made  an  arrangement,  allowing  it  to  be  given  towards  the 
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compensation  of  3uch  professor  as  may  bo  teaching  any  branch  of  natural 
history  not  specified  incur  institution,  Now  I  car.  assure  you  that  thir;

V"  --  Rhat  you  say  diminishes  greatly  my  apprehensions ,  There  is  one 
thing  however,  I  cannot  easily  account  for;  X  mean  the  marked  secrecy  with 
which  this  business  is  conducted  as  it  roga rds  mo,  who  have  beer,  a  public 
teacher  of  Natural  History ,  including  Botany  and  Entomology  at  Cambridge , 
for  slxtoon  or  seventeen  years .  How  am  1  to  explain  it,  or  reconcile  it  to 
the  instances  you  have  recited  of  a  particular  attention  to  my  feelings 
and  Interest? 

p.  --  As  to  that,  it  is  easily  explained,  I  would  mention  to  you,  that  I 
have  been  very  sorry  for,  which  has  been  injurious  to  you.  I  wish  you  had 
been  asleep  instead  of  undertaking  to  vindicate  Jefferson*  s  FOURTAIK  of 
3 ALT  in  Louisiana.  It  has  created  you  enimiea. 

?/.  --  Did  I  say  anything  on  the  subject  that  was  not  true?  Beside,  I  was 
called  upon  by  name  in  the  Continal  to  give  information  on  that  subject  as 
Professor  of  Natural  History ;  and  wa3  assured  by  the  Editor  that  it  was 
written  by  a  member  of  the  board  of  overseers .  I  only  testified  that  moun¬ 
tains  of  salt  could  exist;  and  did  exist  in  various  parts  of  the  world; 
and  therefore  might  exist  in  our  newly  purchased  territory. 

P.  --  That  is  nothing  to  the  purpose.  You  had  better  said  nothing  on  the 
subject.  It  has  lessened  the  number  of  your  friends.  Some  have  said, 
when  your  name  was  favorably  mentioned  by  some  of  us  -  "be  will  never  as¬ 
sist,  or  countenance  the  man  who  will  write  anything  to  flatter*  JEFFERSON. “

Dr.  Waterhouse  tells  us  in  another  place  that  ho  was  assured  by 
the  promoters  of  the  now  professorship  that  in  their  opinion  the  now  estab¬ 
lishment  would  so  increase  the  interest  in  natural  History  that  where  ho 
had  one  pupil  he  would  later  have  ten. 

A  copy  of  the  foundation  of  the  new  department  was  now  sent  to 
ho  Corporation  and  by  thorn  to  the  hector.  "It  appeared  so  fair  and  agree- 

abl3*  aays  tha  lattor>  that  ho  immediately  wrote  the  following  lottor  to 
that  body.

” Agreeably  to  tho  direction  of  the  Corporation  Dr.  Fears on  de¬ 
livered  to  xa  the  plan  or  constitution  of  the  Professorship  of  Botany  & 
or, tocology ;  which  I  have  caro fully  perused;  and  find  it  so  far  different 
in  lt3  spirit  and  tendency  froia  what  had  been  represented  to  no,  by  va¬ 
rious  people,  that  I  hesitate  not  to  declare  my  full  approbation  of  it. 
It  appears  to  me  a  noble  design,  dictated  by  wisdom.  It  moreover  im¬ 
pressed  my  mind ,  that  the  framers  of  it  havo  been  studiously  careful  not 
to  interfere  with  me,  far  les3  to  aim,  as  has  boon  reported*,  to  lay 
waste,  as  it  regards  my3olf,  the  results  of  many  years  labor. 

There  is  one  article,  viz.  the  Oth  in  Chapter  ill  which  seems 
to  admit  of  innovation  and  allow  of  interference ;  but  a3  its  operation 
rill  bo  wholly  under  the  guidance  of  the  President  &  Follows  of  the'col- 
loge,  and  of  the  visitors  of  the  Professorship,  it  leaves  nothing  to  the 
caprice  of  any  individual  whatever,  and  is  therefore  entirely  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Hitherto  I  had  been  in  the  dark  respecting  a  design,  which  was 
generally  supposed  would  interfere  with  my  interests  &  reputation,  and 
vhlch  if  founded,  would  certainly  alter  my  plans  In  life.  It  was  there¬ 
fore  highly  important  that  it  should  be  elucidated.  I  am  far  from  beir.r 
disposed  tb  impede  the  progress  of  this  business,  that,  lest  any  diffi-' 
culties  may  arise  with  any  of  the  subsecribors ,  I  am  inclined  to  wave, 
for  the  present,  the  discussion  of  the  "Title  of  the  Professor  of  Pat* 
History  ,  w  and  to  refer  it  to  a  future  period,  when  the  Corporation  may 
by  enquiries  into  the  customs  and  usages  of  other  Universities,  be  led 
to  do  the  thing  that  may  seem  in  their  wisdom  just  and  prpper,  provided 
nevertheless ,  tnat  this  must  not  be  construed  into  a  renunciation  of  the 
principles ,  which  dictated  the  claim  to  the  before  mentioned  title. 

I  remain  with  the  hope ,  that,  the  Corporation  will  devise  means 
by  which  my  path  may  be  widened  through  the  woods  of  Hat1  History,  see¬ 
ing  it  is  more  than  probable  that  both  roads  >7111  finally  meet  in  one 
professorship.

As  already  intimated  it  was  the  original  intention  of  tho  sub¬ 
scribers  to  establish  a  Frof cssorship  of  natural  History  but,  possibly  be¬ 
cause  of  the  memorial  and  remonstancos  of  Dr.  Daterhouse,  the  same  was 
opoken  of,  as  we  havo  seen,  under  the  title  of  Botany  and  Entomology.  It 
Yrao  ?rith  this  title  that  the  plan  of  the  Foundation  was  presented  to  the 
corporation  Ptarch  4,1805  and  by  it  accepted,  subject  to  certain  changes 
a  copy  of  which  boing  sent  to  the  Doctor,  as  before  noted,  called  forth 

t-bo  above  letter. 

Svidontiy,  however,  tho  subscribers  were  net  satisfied  with  this 
lo33  comprehensive  title  and  establishment  for  on  tho  28th  of  tha  3amo 
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son th  the  Corporation  bald  another  meeting  at  which  a  new  Founuation  was 


presented  and  the  following  action  taken* 

"Tho  foundation  of  a  Professorship  of  Natural  Hi  story  with  the 
rules,  and  principles  by  which  it  3hould  be  regulated  and  conducted  a- 
greed  upon  by  the  Society  of  Subscribers  for  that  Establishment  at 
their  mooting  on  the  Byinstant,  in  place  of  a  foundation  for  a  Prof os- 
oorship  of  Botany  and  Entomology  heretofore  agreed  upon  by  the  Subscri¬ 
bers  af orosaid ,  having  boon  communicated  to  the  Corporation,  and  bv  thorn 
fully  considered,  thereupon  J' 

Voted  --  That  the  Corporation  ascent  to  the  said  foundation  of  a  Profes¬ 
sorship  of  Natural  History,  as  agreed  upon  and  submitted  by  the  Subscri¬ 
bers,  aforesaid,  and  that  the  same  be  entered  on  the  Records  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration. 

'illi^i  Bandridge  Peck,  ,  who  nad  been  elected  by  the  Subscribers 
as  the  first  Prof.,  was  confirmed.'* 

In  one  of  his  Independent  R h  i  gr*  articles  Dr*  Datorhouso  v/rito3 


of  this  change  as  follows: 

"After  Dr.  D.  had  been  assured  that  the  now  Professorship  was  to 
bo  of  Entomology  he  did  not  go  to  Boston  for  a  week  but  when  he  did  go  he 
found,  to  his  groat  surprise,  that  a  very  considerable  change  had  taken 
place  in  the  affaire  of  the  new  professorship  in  his  absence.  He  found 
that ^ there  had  been  one  or  more  meetings  of  its  friends;  and  that  they  had 
changed  its  name  from  Botany  and  entomology ,  to  the  broad  one  of  Profasoor 
of  Natural  Historyl  and  that  the  professor  chosen  by  the  subscribers  wa3 
to  lecture  upon  iloolog^,  that  is  on  the  animal  kingdom  genereaiy;  and  upon 
,  as  well  as  Botany ;  or,  in  one  word,  upon  ALL  THE  TIER 3 3  KING-

OF  NATURE,  without  any  oxoeption,  proviso  or  limitation. 


After  recovering  a  little  from  the  surprize  which  this  new  and 
secret  order  of  things  had  occasioned,  Dr.  L.  called  on  some  of  the  gentle- 
-on  who  had  boon  most  active  in  all  this  strange  business,  in  order  to  ob- 
Uln  some  explanation  of  it.  Ho  found  them  shy,  or  silent  or  else  in  a 
[Beat  hurry.  Ha  collected,  however,  thu3  much,  that  there  was  a  difficul¬ 
ty  among  some  of  the  subscribers,  who  refused  to  pay  their  subscription, 
j  iu{>  they  .iad  not  subscribed  to  any  such  thing  as  /Entomology .  and  did 
,10t  know  *hat  11  ra3J  and  that  whan  they  wore  told  that  it  meant  insects . 
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they  declared  thoy  would  not  give  money  for  leotures  on  butterfl  ios  and 
cock- roaches ,  but  for  subjects  relating  to  agriculture,  the  arts,  ninor- 
als,  trad©  and  medicine  and  the  like;  and  some  of  them  said  that  they  had 

*  i£££  llUg  subscribed  to  a  printed  paper  which  had  a  caption  to 

that  effect. 

xhe  following  absolute  falsehood  was  at  that  time  in  circulation 
in  Boston ,  viz.  that  T> r.  Waterhouse  had  said  that  Dr.  Peck  was  only  to  su¬ 
perintend  the  making  of  a  garden,  and  the  construction  of  green  houses  and 
the  roaring  of  plants,  and  the  collection  of  curious  exotics,  while  he 
himself  was  to  perform  the  teaching  part,  by  giving  all  the  lectures,  mak¬ 
ing  poor  £.1  .  i  eck  little  moi'e  than  a  head  gardener.  Ridiculous  as  was 
this  story  it  had  the  of foci  desired  by  its  propagators .  Skit  some  boliev- 
©d  it  and  others  effected  to  believe  it,  and  Dr*  W«  was  not  on  the  spot  to 
contradict  it;  and  it  was  generally  viewed  as  a  very  reprehensible  thing 
in  that  genii oman  to  make  such  a  dishonorable  and  full  representation  of 
the  -functions  of  the  new  professor.  When  Mr.  ^HJ.gginson  found  Dr.  very 
much  disturbed  at  this  false  report,  and  very  intent  in  tracing  out  the 
author  of  it,  he  advised  him  in  a  very  friendly  manner  to  give  it  over; 
for  that  the  style  of  tho  professorship  had  already  been  changed,  and  that 
vkat  had  been  done  could  not  now  be  undone;  and  that  rather  than  have  any 
further  difficulty  about  it,  he  should  be  an  advocate  for  compensating  Dr. 

for  any  injury  that  he  should  sustain  by  their  new  scheme;  and  that  he 
tlneelf  would  not  hesitate  to  give  two  or  throe  hundred  dollars  to  have 
11:9  thing  go  on  smoothly.  In  the  course  of  this  conversation,  which  was 
ln  tha  street,  Fr.  Klgginson  bogged  Dr.  W.  not  to  persist  in  his  attempt

*1  would^to  remark  to  you,  Doctor,  lest  you  should  mistake  me,  and  draw 
oomo  erroneous  inforonc.es,  that  as  we  have  now  chosen  our  pr-ofasaor,  you 
nay  well  suppose  that  we  shall  be  soro  attentive  to  the  man  of  our  own 
choice  than  to  you.  I  declare  to  you  that  I  will  do  nothing  to  your  inju¬ 
ry;  but  at  the  same  time,  you  must  be  sensible  that  ws  shall  in  all  tilings 
give  preference  to  our  own  professor,  whom  we  have  elected  j'1  Do  then  ad* 
dad,  "why  Doctor,  this  is  small  business  from  you.  How  many  pupils  have 
you  to  attend  your  natural  history  lectures?'1  He  was  answered  that  he 
had  of  late  years  from  50  to  over  60.  HKo,  not  you  have  not.  You  have 
never  had  more  than  17  or  18."  Dr.  V, .  replied,  that  the  profits  of  his 
lectures  had  become  latoly  so  considerable  as  to  make  the  substruction  to 
be  felt  by  his  family.  The  man’s  answer  to  this  deliberate  assertion  was 

expressive  of  a  doubt  of  the  truth  of  it:  whereupon  Dr.  D .  improved  the 
first  proper  vacancy  in  the  conversation  to  withdraw;  and  never  after  en¬ 
tered  his  house  till  ho  was  sent,  for  to  stand  tho  Inquisition  sat  on  foot 
by  this  very  nan ,  relative  to  hio(Dr.  Dfs)  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  ^hospital.” 


Dr.  Waterhouse  tells  us  that  when  the  foundation  of  the  now  pro¬ 
fessorship,  with  its  broader  title  and  scope,  was  presented  to  tho  Corpo¬ 
ration  at  ita  meeting,  as  above  stated,  some  of  tho  members  of  that  body 
objected  thinking  that  in  that  form  it  was  unfair  to  the  Doctor.  The  pro- 
motors  replied  that  his  was  only  a  lectureship  and  merely  a  permission, 
but  the  chief  argument  was  that  hero  was  a  fine  offer  and  it  ought  not  tc 
b$  rejected  just  because  it  might  hurt  tho  feelings  of  on©  person.  It  was 
rumored, the  Doctor  says, that  if  the  professorship  was  not  accepted  as 
“>ulo  tho  same  would  be  offered  to  tho  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences .

the  proposal  made  to  him,  in  the  year  1708  was  absolute,  and  uncondi¬ 
tional,  as  it  respected  duration;  so  that  your  memorialist  went  on  la¬ 
boring,  from  year  to  yoar  in  full  expectation  that  it  would  one  day  set¬ 
tle  on  him  in  all  the  forms  of  a  regular  professorship,  to  be  added  to 
his  duties  as  a  medical  Professor;  and  this  expectation  was  expressed 
by  your  memorialist  in  writinito  the  Hon.  and  Kov.  the  Corporation, 
several  years  ago.  6 

Situated  as  your  memorialist  has  been;  and  circumstanced  a3  ho 
now  io,  ha  is  led  in  tha  most  respectful  manner  to  ask  leave  of  tha  Lev. 
and  Hon.  tna  Board  of  Overseers  to  lay  before  them  a  series  of  facts, 
respecting  tha  origin  and  the  progress  of  the  before  mentioned  lecture¬ 
ship,  u-*  ho  it*  confident  that  none  ot  the  younger  members  of  cither 
branch  of  the  College  Legislature  have  a  competent  idea  of  it.  The 
boai  ci  outlived  a  Knov.'lacigo  oi  iacts.  ho  wishes  for*  a  deliberate 

and  fair  exposition  of  the  whole  business. 

i’he  sudden  irustration  of  on  assigned  and  long  continued  scien¬ 
tific  labor  is  a  serious  thing.  To  suffer  this,  without  a  moments 
warning,  or  the  least  intimation,  is  an  extraordinary  occurrence  in  the 
affairs  of  man;  more  especially  in  the  history  of  Universities;  and  is 
what  no  faithful  literary  laborer  in  this,  or  any  other  country,  ought 
to  occur.  Your  memorialist  cannot  but  view  this  as  a  case  of"  impor¬ 
tance,  not  merely  as  it  regards  himself,  but  as  it  may  regard  others, 
who  may  hereafter  bo  in  a  similar  situation.

This  memorial  v?as  considered  by  the  Overseers  and  referred  to 
a  committee  who  reported  at  a  later  mooting  of  the  Board  "That  it  wa3  ex¬ 
pedient  to  concur  with  the  Corporation,  provided  compensation  be  made  to 
Professor  La tor house  for  any  detriment  ho  may  sustain  in  consequence  of 
tha  discontinuance  of  his  lectures.'*  Ko  further  action  was  taken  and  a- 
1  °ut  a  year  later  the  Doctor  again  memorialised  the  Board,  under  date  cf 
v  ct *10,1810.  The  matter  v:as  referred  to  another  committee  but  as  matters 
Varo  no7/  approaching  a  crisis  in  the  Doctor *s  relations  with  his  brother 
* ’teal  profesaorc  and  the  college  authorities  nothing  seems  to  have  been 
!°na  about  it. 
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During  this  controversy  over  the  Professorship  of  Natural  Hia- 
tory  Dr*  'atarhouso  wa3  going  through  another  unpleasant  experience  in 
this  branch  of  hia  work  because  of  criticism  of  his  administration  of  the 
a  Inoral  cabinet.  In  one  of  hlo  "Independent  Dhig”  articles  tho  Doctor 
aay3J-  “HeCDr.  ?:.)  had  hoard  however  in  the  summer  of  1803,  from  several 
parsons,  that  there  were  complaints  made,  of  gentlemen  having  applied  to 
Mnfor  a  sight  of  the  minerals,  and  that  ho  had  refused  to  gratify  thorn. 
At  length  this  neglect  of  duty  was  mentioned,  in  the  Corporation;  and  the 
president  of  course  spoke  tc  Dr.  on  the  subject."  Tho  Doctor  assur¬ 
ed  the  President  there  was  no  truth  in  the  complaint  but  the  latter  said 
there  was  one  person  in  particular  who  bad  found  fault.  On  being  urged 
to  name  tho  person  the  President  said  It  was  Kr,  Pock,  who  was  later  made 
Professor  of  natural  History.  Dr.  Waterhouse  then  wrote  Dr.  Pock  who 
practically  eachonorad  the  Toe  lor,  but  tho  tone  of  tho  letter  did  not  an- 
tiroly  suit  the  latter.  For  a  number  of  years  there  was  constant  fric¬ 
tion  between  him  and  tho  Corporation  over  the  cabinet,  as  shown  by  the 
luito  extensive  correspondence  on  the  matter,  now  preserved  in  tho  col- 
logo  papers.  He  naturally  considered  tho  mineral  cabinet,  in  a  sense, 
as  the  product  of  his  own  creation  and  it  la  not  strange,  perhaps,  that 


ho  was  somewhat  restive  under  the  criticism  of  members  of  the  Corporation 
Thom  he  fait  had  no  practicle  knowledge  of  mineralogy  and  somewhat  slow 
and  not  over  careful  in  carrying  out  the  suggestions  and  recommendations 
of*  that  body. 

In  1806  the  Corporation,  wishing  more  detail  regarding  his  ex¬ 
panses,  voted;-  "that  p o  allowance  be  made  on  account  of  said  cabinet  un- 
1(J33  a  particular  account  of  1  ha  same  be  exhibited."  In  the  reply  the 
Toe  tor  writes  as  follows:-  "This  I  understand  to  moan  any  extra  expense, 
rxS  frieght  &c«  The  expense  do^s  not  arise  from  such  things,  but  in  the 


'course  of  correspondence ,  for  in  fulfilling  tho  injunction  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration,  as  expressed  in  their  voto  Hay  20,1795,  I  am  lead  into  an  expense

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ea  undefinable  as  tha  expenditures  In  entertaining  company  in  oorisoquonce 
of  holding  an  official  station;  for  example,  I  have  never  had  the  oonfl- 
ilanco  to  beg  minerals  of  ray  transatlantic  correspondents  without  previous¬ 
ly  sending  them  publications  or  natural  productions  of  our  own  country; 
tut  of  such  things  I  have  never  kopt  a  debtor  and  crodit  account,  or  ever 
shall.  To  note  down  the  postage  of  letters,  the  expence  of  packages, 

And  trifling  charges  of  portage  io  to  expect  moro  than  I  shall  ©vor  per¬ 
form;  for  besides  being  mixed  with  things  sorely  personal,  it  ia  a  sort 
of  business  I  have  an  utter  aversion  to.”  During  this  year  a  committee 
*fto  appointed  by  the  Corporation  to  examine  the  cabinet  and  after  consid¬ 
erable  controversy , as  to  how  the  specimens  should  be  arranged  and  cared 
for  and  catalogued,  extending  over  some  year3,  at  a  meeting  hold  Oct. 31, • 


1009  that  body  ’}votad  that  the  President  and  Judge  Davis  be  a  Committee 
to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  lilnoralogical  Cabinet  belonging  to  the 
College,  and  to  take  care  that  all  the  specimens  belonging  to  the  College 
bo  immediately  placed  in  said  Cabinet,  and  that  the  President  be  request¬ 
ed  to  take  of  Dr.  V.aterhouso  tha  keys  of  the  cabinet,  and  also  those 
which  open  the  doors  loading  to  the  Philosophical  Chamber,  and  thereupon 
hr.  hater-house  bo  discharged  from  any  further  care  of  the  Cabinet.1* 

This  committoe  soon  after  made  a  report  charging  that  some  of 
the  specimens  waro  missing  and  calling  upon  the  Doctor  to  produce  them. 
The  latter  replied  in  a  noto  filled,  with  indignation  and  finally  wrote 
the  following  loiter  to  the  Corporation.

The  only  proper  step  which  a  man  in  tho  service  of  the  College 
can  tale,  when  ho  fools  himself  aggrieved,  is  to  oxprosa  himself  ro- 
cpoctfully  but  frooly  to  the  Legislature  of  the  University. 

I  have  boon  keeper  of  the  collage  cabinet  of  minerals  twenty 
years;  and  have  been  the  remote  or  proximate  cause  of  the  whole  collec¬ 
tion.  i  am  attached  to  the  thing  in  proportion  too  the  pains,  labour, 

i'!nd  attention  bestowed  upon  it.  I  knew  not  but  I  gave  entire  satisfac- 
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tion  as  kasper  of  It,  untill  I  saw  a  report  of  a  Commit loo,  signed  "Sam¬ 
uel  Y.'obbor  and  Jno.  Davis’*  dated  July  11,1606,  and  Darch  12,1607.  Dis¬ 
contented  as  X  was  with  that  report,  I  had  no  opportunity  of  remarking 
upon  it,  as  it  was  riot  son!  to  me  by  President  bobber  until!  about  a 
year  and  a  half  aftor  the  Corporation  voted  to  accept  it.  I  found  that 
this  Committee  had  noted  in  the  catalogue  oleven  specimens  as  missing 
from  out  of  the  cabinet.  The  whole  report  appeared  to  cast  a  shade  of 
ignorancoand  negligence  over  my  conduct  as  keeper  of  the  cabinet;  and 
to  require  of  me  some  things  that  v:ara  impossible.  Not  willing  to 
trust  wholly  to  my  own  feelings,  I  submitted  this  report  to  the' cool, 
discriminating  judgment  of  a  distinguished  character  in  the  college  fam¬ 
ily,  whose  decision  confirmed  my  own. 

ly  loiter  to  President  Webber  of  Aug. 19 ,1803 expresses  how  far 
I  had  proceeded  in  carrying  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
r.itteo,  as  specified  in  tho  report  just  mentioned,  together  with  my  rea¬ 
sons  for  deviating  from  those  recommendations ,  and  adopting  one  more 
sclentif ical ;  which  reasons  wero ,  it  seems,  approved  by  the  committee , 
and  adopted  as  tho  groundwork  of  my  next  proceedings .-- 

In  my  letter  of  tho  30th  of  Octr.  ,  I  informed  the  Committee  of 
my  further  progress,  vis,-  "That  in  the  early  part  of  tho  summer  vaca¬ 
tion,  I  had  completed  one  part  of  the  direction  of  the  Corporation,  and 
that  every  specimen  had  beer,  taken  down  and  brushed,  or  blown  with  hol¬ 
lows,  and  then  replaced  systematically ;  and  that  in  this  task  I  was  oc¬ 
cupied  six  days,  with  an  assistant;  and  that  I  had  not  had  time  to  do 
much  with  the  new  catalogues  before  my  Nodical  Locturos  commenced,  but 
that  they  (tho  catalogues)  should  bo  attended  to  In  the  winter.’* 

All  this  was,  I  presume,  indicitivo  of  attention  to  tho  business, 
ao  opportunity  allowed;  for  I  avoided  going  into  tho  philosophy  chamber 
to  any  such  work,  while  the  experimental  lectures  wero  in  course. 

Only  ton  days  after  writing  this  lot tor  to  tho  frost  I  receiv¬ 
ed  from  him  a  billet  Informing  mo  that  Judgo  Davie  and  himself  wore  a 
committee  of  the  Corporation  "to  examine  the  state  of  tho  mineralogies!

In  writing  to  Dr.  Lottaoa  in  1810  Dr*.  Datarhouso  says;  ’’Tho  his- 
t°ry  of  your  minora!  cabinet  would  inako  you  weep.

In  another  loiter  to  the  Doctor  he  writes:  "It  would  give  you 
fain  if  i  were  to  relate  tho  persecution  I  have  undergone  for  presuming 
to  take  tho  load  in  botany  and  mineralogy  in  this  University.  I  am  no 
^nger  keeper  of  tho  DottsonjUm  Cabinet  of  Diner  ala.  The  public  havo  re¬ 
acted  tho  treatment,  and  have  patronized  my  lectures  on  Natural  History 
in  Boston  beyond  example.  I  have  just  given  a  course  to  a  large  audi- 
°llCo,  composed  of  tho  first  characters  of  the  stats,  of  both  saxes.”

The  ochoea  of  this  contr overs ity  over  tho  cabinet  v^oro  hoard 
gomo  fifteen  years  later  when  tho  college  published  a  circular,  which, in 
referring  to  tho  origin  of  the  mineral  cabinet  ,  entirely  ignored  Dr.  Wa¬ 
terhouse.  This  omission  the  latter  considered  an  injustice  to  himself 
and  occasioned  tho  following  letter:

I  had  given  to  mo,  perhaps  a  year  ago,  a  printed  1  Dtatement  of 
course  of  Instruction,  with  the  history  of  tho  Foundations ,  and  of 


tho  scientific  apparatus  of  Harvard  College*,*  and  had  sent  a  copy  of  it 
to  Kurope,  amongst  other  publications,  which  I  thought  would  do  honor 
to  this  University,  without  adverting  to  a  passage  in  it,  since  point¬ 
ed  out  by  a  friend*,  and  which  occasions  this  letter:  I  mean  tho  passage 
in  p.  22 ,  where  the  Chemical  Department  is  3  poll  on  of,  anu  under  it,  as 
its  append  age,  the  Cabinet  of  Diner  ala ,  "which",  saya  the  "statement,,'' 
'‘accrued  chiefly  from  the  gift  of  the  agency  of  mines  of  the  Drench  Re¬ 
public  in  the  year  1765;  and  of  tho  late  Dr#  Lettsom  in  London'’ there¬ 
by  intimating  that  tho  Cabinet  owes  its  origin  to  that  lata  and  incon¬ 
siderable  donation. 

This  present,  comparatively  trifling,  (not  amounting  to  two  hun¬ 
dred  specimens )  came  from  U .  la  Torcbo ,  called  usually  in  Boston  tho  old 
I- ranch  consultant!  was  in  consequence  of  his  politely  magnifying  r,y 
friendly  services  to  him  on  a  critical  occasion,  readily  explained  by  re¬ 
course  I  prosuso ,  to  the  records  of  tho  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences ,  about  the  time  the  Consul  returned  to  France. 

It  was  jpj vo  years  anterior  to  the  date  above  mentioned,  that  I 
commenced  the  collection  that  adorns  the  College;  and  about  two  years 
after  that,  Dr.  John  Coakloy  Lottsom ,of  London,  sent  mo  a  small  box  of 
minerals,  tho  area  of  which  did  not  exceed  that  of  the  page  on  which  I 
am  now  writing  to  you.  Consul  lo  Tombo  saw  my  collection,  I  conjec¬ 
ture  in  1763, "or  04,  at  my  own  house,  when  it  amounted  perhaps  to  five 
hundred  specimens,  and  he  promised  to  add  to  it  when  ho  got  homo.  He 
did  not  forgot  it,  but  sent  them  through  Dona .  lozard ,  dignified  by  the 
inflated  language  of  that  day,  A  country  they  came  from;  and  as  he  ad¬ 
dressed  himself,  in  the  first  instance,  to  President  illard ,  I  suffer¬ 
ed  it  to  pass  without  much  comment,  as  I  percieved  that  Consul  hazard 
was  greedy  to  take  to  himself  the  credit  which  really  belonged  to  his 
predecessor .  In  the  year  1796,  the  Cabinet  was  the  richest  &  most  ex¬ 
tensive  collection  of  minerals  in  the  United  btates ;  as  you  rray  judge 
from  my  account  of  it  published  in  that  year  and  published  in  Potti- 
growo  Lcmoirs  of  Dr.  I eitsom ,  Vol.  lot,  pn.  102  to  196,  London,  TBT7. 

Prom  alTTTilchT* and  much  more  if  needed,  I  fool  myself  warranted  in  say¬ 
ing,  that  tho  Cabinet-  of  :  inoralc  referred  to  in  p. 22  of  you r  "Lt atone nt 
owes  its  origin ,  progression,  &  accretion  to  mo,  from  the  year  1790  to 
tno  period  when  it  was  wrested  out  of  my  hands,  in  the  manner  wall 
known  to  you,  A  tho  public. 


The  collection  of  polished  rear bias  was  the  result  of  my  pretty 
hard  and  ro-  iter  a  tod  bogging  from  my  friend  Mr.  Sowdoln,  who  was  unwill¬ 
ing  to  give  them  io  College;  but  gave  thorn  to  me* 

The  very  fine  collection  of  Salta  >  I  wrote  for  to  England  par- 
ticularly  and  expressly,  to  illustrate  my  assertion,  that  a  mountain 
of  aalt  was  within  the  compass  of  Datura's  productions;  and  they  car.o  to 
to  me  personally.  The  same  may  bo  remarked  of  certain  petrifactions  & 
incrustations,  sent  me  by  my  uncle.  Dr.  Peter  Oliver. 

Ky  son,  Pr*  John  Mother gill  D a tor house ,  added  many  from  his  own 
collection;  for  at  that  time,  neither  of  us  hardly  supposed  it  possible, 
that  wa ,  or  curs  should  ever  be  denied  acoas  to  that  collection,  the 
museum,  or  the  Library,  having  labored  to  enrich  ail  three. 

~oll  knowing  my  friend  Lottsom's  ausceptable  side,  I  strove  un¬ 
ceasingly  to  throw  all  the  credit  of  our  fine  Cabinet  upon  him;  as  he 
assuredly  was  its  greatest  benefactor Day-  I  have  ovor  spokon  of  him 
as  the  Father  of  Mineralogy  in  the  U.S.,  altho'  it  i3  well  known  at 
home  and  abroad,  that  I  was  the  first  to  commence  the  collection,  and 
by  many  years,  the  first  v.ho  gave  lectures  on  the  Mineral  Kingdom  in 
this  country  --  See  Vol.Bd  of  Life  and  correspondence  of  Fr .  l.ettsom  by 
Pettigrew,  where  the  Editor  has  published  a  number  of  my  letters,  with¬ 
out  my  knowledge.  Sven  in  that  haphazard  collection  of  my  letters, 
you  will  find  presumptive  evidence  of  the  correctness  of  my  assertions. 

I  would  here  remark  that  neither  the  Corporation,  nor  President  Willard 
wore  made  acquainted  half  the  time,  with  the  accretions  to  that  Cabinet, 
&  to  the  museum  generally;  and  only  when  the  freight  fk  charges  of  arti¬ 
cles  were  too  high  for  me  to  bear. 

X  have  little  inclination  at  this  late  period  of  my  life pw( two 
latin  words  hero  not  legible)  "but  respect  for  the  memory  of  my  transat¬ 
lantic  Friond,  duty  to  my  family,  as  v/oll  as  a  jutifiabls  sense  of  self- 
respect  ,  compel  me  to  remonstrate  against  the  glaring  omission  of  my 
name  in  your  "statement,"  when  speaking  of  the  rich  collection  of  mine¬ 
rals,  which  owes  its  origin,  and  splendid  increiaentun  chiefly  to  the  la¬ 
bors  of  myself,  and  of  my  deceased  son,  which  made  it  an  object  of  no¬ 
tice  .

They,  and  you,  must  bear  in  mind  that  I  have  borne 
that ,  with  other  hard  stripes,  fourteen  years,  with  no  other  consola¬ 
tion,  but  that  which  Is  drawn  from  the  *Xx&Vll  Paalmt  People  at  home 
<1-  abroad  might  well  bo  surprised,  after  what  has  been  published  in  Eng¬ 
land,  &  here,  at  seeing  such  a  mutilated  account  of  the  Mineral  Cabinet, 
printed  at  the  University  Press,  while  the  original  teacher  and  collect  - 
or  of  mineralogy  was  actually  living  on  the  spot,  to  declare  the  state¬ 
ment  deceptive ;and  the  act  injustice.

Notwithstanding  the  unpleasant  experiences  of  Dr.  Y.atorhouso  in 
connection  with  his  labors  in  natural  history  in  harvard  College,  he  never 
loot  his  interest  In  or  love  for  this  branch  of  science,  When  an  old 
nan,  nearly  eighty  years  of  age,  he  wrote  to  a  gentleman  in  Newport,  for 
which  place  he  always  cherished  a  groat  fondness,  as  follows: 

"Commence  a  museum,  by  collecting  and  preserving  the  many  Humor¬ 
ous  fishes  of  Khodo  Island,  which  can  be  easily  preserved  and  by  due  ■ 
care,  kept  free  from  vermin;-  make  also  a  collection  of  stuffed  birds- 
and  shells  of  all  kinds ,  and  Indeed  ov§ry  product  of  nature.  If  I  do 
not  mistake,  tor.  Hunter  has  a  valuable  folio  book  on  Fishes  by  Audi ,- 
From  these  you  can  go  to  insects,  including  butterf lies Only  begin 
and  you  will  be  surprised  how  a  collection  will  grow  to  respectability. 
BEGIN ,  and  remember  the  potent  efficacy  of  *le  premier  pas,*  remem¬ 
ber  the  greatest  body  was  once  in  embryo,  therefore  begin. 

Allow  me  to  recommend  Lyceum  Lectures  to  the  gentlemen  of  New¬ 
port,  and  that  on  any  subject  except  politics,  religion  or  the  my a tic 
the,  or  anything  savoring  of  party,-  I  was  the  first  who  commenced  the 
all  important  subject  of  Natural  History  by  giving  a.  few  lectures  at 
Providence  College  in  the  year  1705;  and  from  that  small  beginning,  see 
how  that  department  has  grown  and  spread  through  the  Union,

To  show  that  I  am  in  earnest,  I  will  do  my  part  and  assist  in 
the  business,-  I  will,  if  my  health  and  faculties  are  spared  six  months 
longer,  come  to  Newport,  and  give  you  a  Lecture  or  two  by  way  of  aiding 
in  the  good  cause  which  you  havo  been  the  means  of  suggesting." 


V.e  now  come  to  that  part  of  Dr.  Y.atorhouso*  s  work  which  won  for 
him  his  most  permanent  fame,  namely  the  introduction  of  the  newly  dlscov- 
Qd  process  of  vaccination,  as  a  preventive  against  small  pox,  into  this 
country  and  hemisphere. 


From  hi3  youth  the  Doctor  had  been  interested  in  measures  for 
the  prevention  of  small  pox.  He  communicated  an  account  of  the  laws  and 
Regulations  for  that  purpose  to  Dr.  Haygarth,  of  London,  and  his  letter 


on  the  subject  was  printed  in  that  city  as  early  as  1782. 
# the  first  steD. 


In  ordor  that  tho  reader  may  approciat®  tho  importance  of  a  dis¬ 
covery,  tho  practice  of  which  is  so  common  to  us  of  the  present  day,  let 
uo  glance  briefly  at  the  condition  of  the  world  at  that  time,  a3  regards 
the  prevalence  of  small  pox,  and  the  incidents  which  led  to  tho  great  dis¬ 
covery*  ti9  quote  from  Harrington’s  "History  of  tho  Harvard  hod i cal 
School:" 

In  the  last  fifty  years  ol  the  18th  century  tho  death  rate  in 
England  from  Small- pox  was  ninety-seven  par  1000  deaths,  viz.  on®  in  ev¬ 
ery  ten  deaths  from  all  causes  at  all  ages  was  duo  to  smallpox.  In  tho 
last  twenty- five  years  of  the  sane  century  thirty- two  and  on®  half  per 
cent  Gj.  all  cases  of  smallpox  were  fatal.  It  has  boon  estimated  that 
sixty  million  inhabitants  died  in  ISuropo  from  smallpox  during  the  oirht- 
oenth  century ,  also  that  one  tenth  of  all  tho  deaths  of  tho  human  race 
v.eio  ouo  to  this  causo  at  the  time  wn®n  Jonnor  was  making  his  observa¬ 
tions  .  "

bo  quota  again  from  Harrington: 


"It  had  boon  recognized  that  milkmaids  of  Holstein  and  of  dairy 
districts  of  England  seemed  to  enjoy  a  special  immunity  from  the  disease, 
and,  even  before  Jonner’a  experiments,  that  there  was  a  definite  con¬ 
nection  between  this  exemption  and  the  occurrence  of  cow-pox.  Among  the 
best  authentic  cases  is  that  of  a  schoolmaster  (Peter  Platt)  who  in  \ 79 i 
inoculated  thro®  children.  'Phis  was  done  with  virus  taken  directly  from 
the  cow.  Ho  used  a  pockat  knife  with  which  he  made  a  series  of  cuts  up¬ 
on  tho  back  of  tho  hand  bo two an  the  thumb  and  for®  finger.  Proof  of

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That  Dr.  Waterhouse  was  closely  in  touch  with  medical  events  in 
England  ia  shown  by  the  fact  that  early  the  next  year  ha  received  Conner’ s 
publication  which  was  sent  him  by  hia  old  friend,  Dr  Lettsom.  Indeed,  Dr. 
'-.otorhouse  says  that  he  first  heard  from  England  regarding  the  matter  when 
jsnner  had  vaccinated  only  about  six  persons.  He  aeons  to  have  immediate¬ 
ly  grasped  the  possible  importance  of  this  discovery.  "The  prospect  of 
the  vast  importance '‘he  writes  later,  ”not  omly  to  my  country,  but  to 
sankind,  of. this  discovery,  so  filled  my  mind,  that  I  put  every  other  con 
federation  under  my  foot,  and  gave  mysalf  up  to  the  cultivation  and  diffu¬ 
sion  of  a  practice,  destined  to  withdraw  another  evil  from  the  condition 
of  man.  I  willingly  sacrificed  my  privajsa  business  to  this  groat  work. 

For  so von  years  I  defended  this  oalutiferous  practioo,  in  its  disputed 
march  Uirough  a  host  of  anomies,  till  it  attained  a  triumph  no  complete, 
that  throughout  the  six  Sew  England  Dtates ,  it  is  rare,  very  rare,  indeod, 
at  this  time  to  moot  an  American  wearing  in  his  face  the  marks  of  small¬ 
pox  . u 

Tho  narrative  of  the  part  which  he  took  in  introducing,  diffus¬ 
ing  and  defending,  against  the  ridicule  of  man#  of  the  profession  and  the 
predudico  of  tho  public  In  this  country,  what  lias  proved  to  bo  one  of  tho 
$03t  important  discoveries  over  made  in  tho  medical  world,  can,  perhaps, 
be  best  told  in  tho  Doctor’s  own  words,  which  tho  writer  haa  taken  from 
his  works,  w Prospect  of  Exterminating  the  Dmall  Pox,  or  A  History  of  the 
Kino  Pox  &c  & c.u  and  "Progress  of  the  new  Inocu  at  ion  In  America.  n 

"In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1709  I  received  from  my  friend, 
br\  Lottaom,  of  London,  a  copy  of  Dr.  Edward  Jormer’s  ‘Inquiry  into  tho 
causes  and  effects  of  the  Variola©  Vaccinae,  or  Cow  Fox,’  a  disease  total¬ 
ly  unknown  in  this  quarter  of  the  world.  On  perusing  this  work,  I  was 
struck  with  the  unspeakable  advantages  that  might  accrue  to  this  country, 
ar*d  indeed  to  tho  human  race  at  large,  from  tho  discovery  of  a  mild  dis- 
tonper  that  would  over  after  secure  the  constitution  from  that  terrible 
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scourge,  the  small  pox.  by  attention  was  not  the  less  awakened  by  a  pro- 
vious  impression,  now  confirmed,  that  the  3mall  pox  cane  originally  from 
the  brute  creation,  As  the  ordinary  mode  of  communicating  evon  medical 
discoveries  in  this  country,  ia  by  nowspapors,  I  drew  up  the  following  ac¬ 
count  of  the  cow-pox  entitled,  ‘Something  Curious  in  the  radical  Line,* 
which  was  printed  in  the  Columbian  Continol,  1'ar  .12 ,1799. " 

As  this  is  the  first  information  over  given  on  the  subject  in 
this  hemisphere,  the  following  abstract  will,  perhaps,  be  read  with  inter¬ 
est*

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pis  all  pox.  It  la  worthy  of  remark  that  the  inf  action  of  the  cor  pox 
can  be  convoyed  t<J>  the  human  species  by  the  orainary  mode  of  inocula¬ 
tion.  And  it  la  observed,  that  there  is  no  difference  in  the  effects 
of  the  matter  taken  from  the  cow,  and  of  the  matter  generated  succes¬ 
sively  in  the  socond,  third,  fourth  or  fifth  human  creature.  Such  are 
the  outlines  of  a  mild  disease,  the  knowledge  of  which  may  load  to  con¬ 
sequences  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  whole  human  race,  no  loss  in¬ 
deed  than  that  of  auporcoding  if  not  extinguishing  that  terrible 
scourgo,  the  small  pox."  my.:***  "This  imperfect  sketch  is  thrown  into 
the  newspaper  at  this  time,  with  a  view  of  oxciting  the  attention  of 
our  dairy  farmers  to  such  a  distemper  among  their  cows.  It  may  also 
bo  gratifying  to  some  of  the  faculty  of  medicine,  who,  it  is  presumed, 
are  not  yot  generally  informed  of  an  epizootic  disease,  capable  of  being 
communicated  from  the  brute  to  tho  human  kind,  and  which  when  communica¬ 
ted,  is  a  certain  security  against  the  smallpox. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  some  of  the  most  distressing  diseases 
which  afflict  mankind,  have  an  animal  origin;  and  time  may  prove,  that 
small- pox,  whooping  cough,  and  one  kind  of  quincy,  have  like  the  hydro¬ 
phobia  a  similar  source."

“This  publication,"  says  Dr.  Waterhouse,  "shared  tho  fate  of' 
most  others  on  new  discoveries.  A  few  received  it  as  a  very  Important  dis¬ 
covery,  highly  interesting  to  humanity;  some  doubted  it;  others  observed 
that  wise  and  prudent  conduct,  which  allows  them  to  condemn  or  applaud, 
aa  the  event  might  prove;  while  a  greater  number,  especially  the  physi¬ 
cians,  absolutely  ridiculed  it  as  one  of  those  nodical  whims  which  arise 
today  and  tomorrow  arc  no  more.*  At  a  meeting  of  tho  American  Academy 
of  Arts  &  Sciences,  hold  a  few  weeks  after  in  one  of  the  room3  of  this  U- 
nivorsity,  I  communicated  what  I  know  of  the  novel  distemper.  The  recep¬ 
tion  of  thi3  communication  was,  much  to  my  satisfaction,  especially  with 
tho  illustrious  president,  (John  Adams,  President  of  tho  United  f5tatos)

Goon  after  this  Dr.  Waterhouse  received  another  publication  on 
the  subject,  by  Dr.  V.illiam  ’Voodvillo,  physician  to  the  smallpox  and  inoc¬ 
ulating  hospitals  in  tho  city  of  London.  Tho  large  amount  of  Information 
contained  in  this  work  and  what  he  had  also  obtained  by  correspondence 

it  was  also  denounced  from  many  pulpits  with  great  bitterness  as  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  bostialize  the  race. 
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confirmatory  of  the  value  of  the  practice  was  "too  groat?  ho  declared, 

*  to  ho  resisted  by  any  mind  not  perverted  by  produdica . "  and  this  indue- 
od^to  make  a  second  communication  to  the  "Continol , “  which  was  printed  in 
the  1 3 3uo  of  Noy .15,1799 ,  under  the  title  “Cow-Pox.” 

This  article  received  mono  favorable  consideration  than  the 
firkt  publication. 

“I  now  found,'*  writes  the  Doctor,  “that  the  brief  history  which 
I  had  given  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  this  disease  made  a  favorable 
impression  on  the  minds  of  the  people.  Perceiving  that  this  disease  be¬ 
gan  to  excite  a  spirit  of  inquiry  among  our  literary  men,  I  deemed  it  of 
importance  to  collect  and  examine  everything  that  had  or  might  be  pub¬ 
lished  on  the  subject,  and  to  acquire,  from  my  correspondents  in  England, 
every  Information  respecting  a  distemper  so  interesting  to  humanity.  But 
distance  in  space  operates  on  sc mo  minds  like  distance  of  time.  People 
are  not  so  roady  to  believe  what  happened  a  groat  while  ago,  or  a  great 
way  off.  X  therefore  found  it  necessary  to  bring  the  matter  homo  to  us, 
and  to  repeat  In  America  the  experiments  performed  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Atlantic.  Under  a  serious  impression  of  affecting  a  public  benefit, 
and  conceiving  it  more  over,  a  duty  in  my  official  situation  in  this  Uni¬ 
versity,  I  sent  to  England  for  some  of  the  vaccine  or  cow-pox  matter  for 
trial.  After  several  fruitless  attempts,  I  obtained  some  by  a  short  pas- 
sago  from  Bristol,  from  Dr.  Hay garth  of  Bath,  and  with  it  I  inoculated  the 
younger  part  of  my  family.  The  first  of  my  children  that  I  inoculated 
*aa  a  boy  five  years  old,  named  Daniel  Oliver  V.aterhouse. u 

This  was  the  first  parson  inoculated  for  the  Kina  pox  in  the 
oatern  Hemisphere  and  the  operation  took  place  July  8,1300.

Wishing  to  carry  his  experiments  still  further  Dr.  Waterhouse 
now  wrote  to  Dr.  Aapinwall  then  in  charge  of  the  small- pox  hospital  at 
Brookline,  Dass. ,  ns  follows; - 

“X  have  collected  everything  that  has  been  printed,  and  all  the 
information  1  could  procure  from  my  correspondents,  respecting  this  dis¬ 
temper  (cow-pox)  ,  end  have  boon  so  thoroughly  convinced,  oi  its  impoi  — 
tanco  to  humanity  that  I  have  procured  some  of  the  vaccina  matter,  and 
therewith  inoculated  seven  of  my  family.  Tho  inoculation  has  procood- 
od  in  six  of  them  in  exactly  as  described  by  Woodvillo  and  Jennor,  but 
rey  desire  is  to  confirm  the  doctrine  by  having  soma  of  them  inoculated 
by  you.  v  »*•***  x  can  obtain  variolus  matter  and  inoculate  them  pri¬ 

vately,  but  I  wish  to  do  It  in  the  most  open  and  public  way  possible . 

As  I  have  imported  a  new  distemper ,  I  conceive  that  the  public  has  a 
Fight  to  know  exactly  every  a  top  I  take  in  it.  I  write  th->.  o  ,  tioi'cfoi’o , 
to  encuire  whether  you  will  on  philanthropic  principles,  try  the  exper¬ 
iment  of  inoculating  some  of  my  children  who  havo  already  undergone  the 
cow-pox.  If  you  accado  to  my  proposal,  I  shall  consider  it  as  an  ex¬ 
periment  in  which  wo  have  co-operated  for  the  good  oi  our  Idle  •'  c i ti - 
zona,  and  relate  it  as  such  in  the  pamphlet  I  mean  to  publish  on  the 
subject. ” 

Dr,.  Aspinwall  acceded  to  this  proposal  and  all  seven  of  Dr.  Wa¬ 
terhouse’s  family  wore  inoculated  with  tho  matter  ol  tne  small  pox ,  11^. 

out  tho  least  trace  of  infection.  Dr.  Aspinwall,  after  observing  tno 
process  and  results,  said;,  "This  now  inoculation  oi  yours  is  no  sruvn .  n?* 

a  man  of  humanity,  I  re jo loo  in  it,  although  it  will  take  from  mo  a  hand 
some  annual  income." 

In  an  article  in  tho ."Continol 1  Dopt.BO ,1808 ,  Dr  *  water  house 
pay 3  the  following  tribute  to  hi a  open  minded  assistant: 

"It  would  be  wrong  to  terminate  these  communications  without 
saying  that  I  could  not  have  tliue  completed  my  experiments  without  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  Aspinwall.  The  Dr.  met  these  experiments,  wnich 
apparently  militate  at  present  with  nis  interests,  itl.  a  canuOi  ,  -  l 

Ingenuous no s a  much  to  his  praise.  His  conduct  through  the  whole  bus¬ 
iness  lias  done  honor  to  his  liberality  as  a  practitioner,  and  to  lua 
patriotism  as  a  citizen.  If  the  public  have  been  gratified  by  the 
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result  of  those  experiments,  they  have  reason  to  thank  Dr.  Aspinwall 
for  hi. a  asaietanco,  as  I  have  to  reiterate  mine  for  his  generosity." 

"This  decisive  experiment,"  says  Dr.  Waterhouse,  "encouraged 
others  to  follow  the  example  sot  by  my  own  family,  so  that  by  the  first 
of  September  I  had  inoculatod  about  fifty  persons,  of  different  ages, 
03X33  and  conditions*  by  this  time  the  public  attention  was  thoroughly 
oxoited,  and  judging  by  the  the  vary  numerous  letters  I  received  from  all 
parts  of  New  England,  requesting  further  information,  ao  well  as  a  supply 
of  -attar  for  carrying  on  the  inoculation,  we  mu3t  conclude  that  there 
iras  never  anything,  in  the  medical  annals  of  our  country,  that  excited 
half  the  speculation." 


Referring  to  this  test  the  Doctor  says,  "one  fact  in  such  case3 
is  worth  a  thousand  arguments,"  and  to  show  the  advantages  of  inoculation 
over  the  natural  disease,  and  of  vaccination  over  inoculation,  ho  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  "Cantinel"  a  comparative  view  of  those  affections,  somewhat  fig¬ 
uratively  stated,  as  follows?

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Waterhouse  in  tho  cause  of  vaccination  from  thi3  time; 

"with  ’.aterhousa ‘  s  announcement  of  the  successful  vaccination 
0f  his  family  and  tho  thorough  and  triumphant  tost  and  proof  of  its  value, 
so  a  perfect  prophylactic  of  variola,  his  labors  and  troubles  began;  la¬ 
bors  and  troubles  to  be  continued  throughout  many  years,  utterly  thank¬ 
less  and  unrewarded,  but  performed  and  overcome  with  wonderful  energy, 
enthusiasm  and  wisdom.  Tho  reader  may  safely  accept  my  assurance  that 
the  persecution  of  Waterhouse  was  as  ferocious  and  vindictive  as  that  of 
pr.  Boyle ton  who  introduced  inoculation,  years  before,  though  the  weapons 
woro  a  little  finer ,  than  mobs  with  halters,  lighted  bomb-shells  and  at¬ 
tempts  at  murder  and  arson.  Innumerable  were  the  inquiries  axxi  demands 
for  vaccine  virus,  and,  although  ho  was  untiring  in  his  efforts,  innumer¬ 
able  tho  complaints  because,  all  wore  not  answered  and  every  demand  not 
immediately  gratified.  In  the  secular  press,  in  the  rarely  appearing 
issues  of  medical  journals,  in  every  available  way  ho  ceaslassly  caution¬ 
ed  tho  profession  to  be  careful  to  fellow  exactly  the  precise  and  admira¬ 
ble  rules  laid  down  by  J enner,  not  one  of  which  has  failed  to  withstand 
the  test  of  time,  or  to  survive  the  antagonistic  doctrines  of  innumerable 
theorists.  Over  and  over  again,  he  repeated,  and  enforced  tho  ropiii- 
tion  with  much  ability  and  eloquence  that  inestimable  '  GOLD  G II  KUI.O*  of 


Jormor  adhering  to  which,  exactly,  one  can  hardly  go  amiss,  and  departing 
whence  has  been  the  fertile  source  of  an  incalculable  amount  of  evil. 

V.  a  tor  house  *  s  cautions  and  labors  were  unheeded,  misjudged  and  futile.  ' 

In  1800  Dr.  Y.atar  house  published  a  pbmphlet  on  the  prospect  of 
exterminating  the  smallpox  and  in  1002  a  book  on  tho  "Progreso  of  the  V aw 
Inoculation  in  America.*  The  part  which  the  Doctor  took  in  the  gradual 
axtantion  of  this  practice  throughout  tho  country  is  interestingly  told 
In' these  publications  and  wo  will  give  the  story  briefly,  largely  in  his 
own  words; 


"The  very  numerous  applications  at  this  time  for  vaccine  virus

smbarasGQd  not  a  littlo,  X  throw  out  a  cautionary  hint  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  ,  and  introatod  ovo n  oy  quondam  pupils  to  protract  their  application 
for  virus,  until  the  practice  ras  more  firmly  established  by  experiment. 
But  tills  disinterested  hint  wag  misconstrued,  and  the  mischief  I  dreaded 
ensued.  I  had  bean  particularly  careful  to  caution  my  readers  against 
spurious  cases.  I  warned  them,  that  there  were  circumstances,  which,  if 
not  critically  attended  to,  would  bring  the  inoculation  of  this  recently 
imported  disease  into  temporary  disrepute.  I  mentioned,  that  when  the 
pustule  or  inoculated  part,  had  degenerated  Into  an  ulcer,  the  matter  ta¬ 
ken  from  it,  though  it  possesses  the  power  of  inflaming  the  arm,  and  of 
raising  the  fever  in  the  person  to  whom  it  is  applied,  is  nevertheless  In- 
capable  of  securing  the  system  against  the  infection  of  small- pox. 

I  folt  it  my  duty  in  November  of  the.  earn©  year  to  acquaint  the 
public,  through  the  medium  of  the  newspaper,  that  the  kine-poak  had,  in 
sany  places,  degenerated  from  its  original  slid  character,  and  that  this 
deviation  appeared  to  have  arisen  from  the  inbculator  taking  his  matter 
*  from  the  pustule  at  too  late  a  period.  To  give  vail  possible  weight  to 
ay  cautions  respecting  spurious  cases,  I  added  this  extract  from  the  cel¬ 
ebrated  Jennar.  *t:uch  caution  ia  therefore  necessary  in  the  progress  of 
this  inquiry i  and  this  is  my  grand  fear,  that  the  discovery  may  fall  into 
discredit  from  a  want  of  that  attention  in  conducting  the  experiments 
*hlch  the  subject  requires;  for  example,  a  person  may  conceive  he  has 
cow-pox  on. his  lancet,  whan,  in  fact,  there  may  be  only  a  little  putrid 
£U£.  However,  truth  must  appear  at  last.' 

But  these  repeated  cautions  wore  disregarded  by  the  young  and 
sanguine  practitioner ,  who  saw  nothing  but  regular  cases,  little  trouble 
iind  great  profits •  Perceiving  that  ray  reiterated  warnings  were  miscon¬ 
ceived  and  misrepresented ,  and  finding  some  professional  gentleman  in  the 
country  so  wrapt  up  in  ideas  of  ex tram®  simplicity,  that  they  encouraged 
*°men  and  children  to  inoculate  each  other,  I  cor.sod  from  further  axpras- 
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f,ion3  of  that  kind,  and  endeavored  to  content  myself  with  predicting  the 


con33quoncoa . 

Puring  this  poricd,  viz .  the  autumn,  of  1800,  a  singular  traffic 
was  carried  on  in  tho  articlo  of  Kino-pox  matter,  by  persons  oot  in  tho 
least  connected  with  the  medical  profession;  such  as  stage  drivers,  ped¬ 
lars  and  in  one  instance  the  sexton  of  a  church.  I  have  known  the  shirt 
sleeve  of  a  patient,  stiff  v?ith  the  purulent  discharge  from  a  foul  ulcer, 
made  so  by  unskillful  management ,  and  full  three  weeks  after  vaccination, 
and  in  which  there  could  have  been  none  of  the  specific  virus;  I  have 
known  this  cut  up  into  small  strips,  and  sold  about  the  country  as  genu¬ 
ine  kina- pox  matter,  coming  Burning  directly  from  me.  Several  hundred 
people  were  inoculated  with  this  caustic  morbid  poison,  which  produced' 
groat  inf lamaticn,  sickness ,  f over,  and  in  several  cases  eruptions  with  a 
greater  disturbance  of  tho  system  than  what  occurs  in  the  true  disease. 

At  length  a  very  serious  occurrence  arrested,  in  some  degree,  tho  blind 
rage  for  promiscuous  inoculation. 

1  had  inoculated  two  inhabitants  of  Marblehead  a  town  about  16 
miles  from  Boston,  ft*.  S.  had  obtained  some  matter  from  the  arm  of  a 
sailor  who  came  into  that  torn  from  London.  But  this  matter  which  was 
supposed  to  have  been  kina-pox  virus,  v-as  in  fact  variolous  matter,  and 
Dr.S.  began  the  use  of  it  on  his  own  children.  The  consequence  was,  tho 
smallpox  spread  through  the  neighborhood,  and  tho  municipal  authority  gave 
leave  for  a  general  inoculation.  Previously  to  this  sad  accident,  Pr.P. 
had  inoculated  about  forty  persona,  from  tho  arm  of  his  son  whom  I  had 
vaccinated,  but  did  not  adhere  to  my  directions  respecting  the  time  of 
taking  tho  matter.  All  that  ha  inoculated  took  the  small- pox,  one  except* 


ad.  Tho  consequence  was,  as  might  have  been  foretold,  a  sudden  downfall 
of  the  credit  of  the  new  inoculation,  and  not  a  few  execrations  on  the  o- 
riginal  promotor  of  it.  Although  I  clearly  saw  the  cause  of  this  diaastoj 

1  found  vain  to  attempt  to  explain  or  palliate,  but  left  its  develop-

£(}nt  to  time,  that  infallible  teat  of  truth.  There  was  cno  thing, 
iiowevor.  which  attracted  the  attention  of  a  few,  namely,  that  the  two  par¬ 
ing  whom  I  inoculated  escaped  tho  smallpox.  When  the  popular  voice  con¬ 
demned  tho  kino- pock  those  two  facts  pleaded  strongly  in  the  minds  of  a 
few  for  an  arrest  of  judgment. “ 

This  was  a  very  serious  affair  and  there  wore  so  many  idle  and 
false  reports  in  circulation  regarding  the  situation  that  Dr.  Waterhouse 
requested  the  Massachusetts  Medical  hocioty  to  appoint  a  committee  to  vis¬ 
it  Marblehead,  to  inquire  into  the  facts  of  the  disaster,  and  to  publish 
the  exact  results.  Such  a  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  the 
President,  Vico  President  and  Dr.  Waterhouse  and  all  arrangements  wore 
Bade  to  meet  at  a  certain  place  on  a  certain  day.  Dr.  Waterhouse  was, 

however,  the  only  one  to  put  in  an  appearance  at  the  appointed  time  and 
ho  went  on  alone  as  far  as  Lynn.  Hesitating  to  go  further  without  the 


other  members  of  the  committee  and  thinking  there  might  have  been  some 
misunderstanding,  he  sent  word  to  thorn  that  he  would  remain  over  night  in 
that  place.  The  next  morning  he  proceeded  to  Marblehead  alone. 

The  other  members  of  tho  committee  gave  as  a  reason  for  not 
mooting  the  Doctor,  as  agreed,  that  they  had  important  cases  which  they 
coulcl  not  leave  and  that  they  had  sent  a  message  to  that  of  foci.  This 


message  was  not  received,  by  Dr.  Waterhouse  .  This  excuse  did  not  satisfy 
tho  latter  and  hie  insinuation  that  the  other  members  of  the  commit toe 
wore  not  sincere  in  making  the  appointment  finally  led  to  a  very  bitter 
newspaper  controversy  between  the  Doctor  and  several  members  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Society  in  which,  according  to  the  custom  of  tho  time,  tho  words, 
"lie"  and  "f aloohood"  were  freely  used. 

Arriving  at  Marblehead  Dr.  Waterhouse  "examined  every  link  in 
the  chain  of  their  calamity.”  night  days  previous  to  this  he  had  vacci¬ 


nated  his  chaise  driver  "and  tho  clergymen,  physicians,  and  other  respect* 
able  characters  in  Marblehead,  all  declared  that  their  unfortunate  cases 


had  a  very  different  appearance  from  his."  Ko  also  found  a  parson  vrho 
had  not  pass ad  through  the  smallpox  and  inoculated  him  from  the  arm  of 
hio  chaise  driver  that  they  themselves  might  so o  the  true  disoase  in  all 
Its  stages.  “This  completed  their  conviction,”  says  the  Doctor,  "so 
that  now  (1801)  there  is  no  town  in  New  Sngland  where  the  inhabitants  are 
more  convinced  of  the  efficacy  of  tho  kino- pock  as  a' security  against 

small- pox. rt 

\ 

Dr,  Martin,  in  an  article  which  ho  published,  refers  to  this 
unfortunate  affair  as  follows: 

"Those  only  who  have  looked  more  deeply  into  Waterhouse's  long 
stewardship  can  know  and  estimate  the  courage  with  which  he  alono  ,  aban¬ 
doned  by  the  President  and  Vlco-proaidont  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society  who  had  promised  to  accompany  him,  calmly  faced  tho  enraged  popu¬ 
lation  of  Marblehead.  They  alone  know  how  bravely  he  mat  that  mob  of  af¬ 
flicted  and  enraged  men,  afflicted  because  those  near  and  dear  to  them 
ware  in  the  grasp  of  the  destroyer;  enraged  because  the  professional 
brethren  of  Da tor house  had  informed  them  that  their  affliction  was  but  a 
legitimate  result  of  their  new-fangled  inoculation  which  Waterhouse  had 
so  ardently  taught.  They  know,  too,  that  that  mob  being  neither  one  of 
medical  or  theological  bigots  did  not  hang  Waterhouse  or  tar  and  feather 
him  at  least ,  which  it  must  bo  feared  would  have  boon  an  exquisite  grati¬ 
fication  to  the  two  brethren  who  should  have  boon  with  him  but  wore  not, 
but  listened  to  his  calm,  clear,  honest,  and  under  all  the  circumstances, 
marvellously  sagacious  and  accurate  explanation  of  tho  disaster  and  ac¬ 
companied  him  homeward  with  thanks  and  honor  and  cordial  invitations  to 
visit  thoir  town  again.1** 

To  resume  Dr.  haterhous© 5 s  narratives 
"Dome  of  my  trans-atlantic  brethren  seemed  to  have  had  a  just 
a-anso  of  tho  anxious  situation  incident  to  the  first  steps  in  an  impor¬ 
tant  experiment,  and  practice,  ontirely  now.

,2ind  that  I  commenced  this  now  inoculation  at  a  period  when  it  waa  a  nov¬ 
elty  even  in  London.  To  rouse  attention,  to  create  belief,  to  inspire 
confidence,  wore  laborious  preliminary  steps.  But  to  confirm  assertion 
by  public  experiment,  insulated  as  X  was,  and  remote  from  all  aid  in  case 
of  embarrassment ,  waa  a  task  delicate,  difficult,  and  anxious. 

X  wish  not  to  conceal  from  the  public,  that  about  the  latter  and 
of  the  autumn,  ox*  tho  beginning  of  the  winter  of  1000,  I  perceived  that 
tho  vaccine  disease  had  deviated  from  its  original  character,  and  assumed 
a  face  with  which  I  was  not  acquainted.  Some  adopted,  the  notion  that  tho 
small- pox  was  at  its  origin  the  cow-pox,  and  that  it  Inccre&sed  in  force 
and  malignity  as  it  progressed  through  a l.nful  man. 

I  used  on  throe  or  four  persons  soma  shining,  glazy  looking  . 
thread  which  waa  dispensed  in  great  profusion  in  Boston  and  it  produced 
in  every  case  very  distressing,  if  not  alarming  eysptoma.  I  dared  not, 

at  that  period ,  utter  iha  my  thoughts  as  to  t-ho  cause.  Bao  thesa  severe 

have  .  „  .  . 

cases  continued ,  I  Bhould^relinquishsti  tho  practice,  and  auvised  every¬ 
body  else  to  do  likewise. 

At  this  gloomy  period  of  the  psaetie®  business  I  wrote  my  cor¬ 
respondents  in  England  for  a  fresh  supply  of  virus.  X  gave  :  r.  J ortner  a 
minute  history  of  the  whole  transaction  sno  bogged  him  to  explain  inis 
deterioration  of  tho  virus,  for  I  wish  not  to  conceal  ray  own  perplexity 
at  this  period. !* 

Replying ,  Dr.  Jennor  wrote  him  a  very  friendly  letter  in  which 
ho  emphasizes  the  importance  of  taking  the  virus  before  the  ^.Q^r^sconce. 
appears.  This  direction  was  afterwards  known  as  the  “golden  r ale "  of 
Jenr.er .  Tho  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  letter.

But  I  shall 
suspend  my  resentment,  hoping  that  when  you  favor  me  with  another  loi¬ 
ter  it  may  inform  mo  of  this  Gentleman’ a  conversion  and  the  recantation 
of  his  errors.

°Vory  early  in  the  spring  of  1801,"  continues  Dr.  Datorhouao , 

I  received  a  fresh  supply  of  matter  from  Dr.  Lettsora  and  Dr.  Jonnor;  and 
soon  after  more  from  Dr.  Pearson,  Dr.  koodvillc,  Dr.  Ding,  Dr.  b'achsol, 
r.  Korro,  Sir  Oronvillo  Temple,  and  tho  Yaccino  Institution  of  London; 


atorhouao^ for  a  biographical  sketch  of  his  life. 
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..nd  also  from  Dr.  Haygarth  and  Hr.  Croasor  of  Bath;  .and  from  kr.  Dunning 
cf  Flyasouth-Dook.  Previously  to  this  oacond  Importation,  I  had  reason  to 
t’Oltsve  that  the  true  virus  had  become  extinct  throughout  America. 

The  Hass.  Medical  Cociety  as  well  as  several  practitioners  in 
Boston  and  vicinity  imported  the  matter  about  the  beginning  of  this  sum¬ 
mer  but  it  failed  in  communicating  the  true  disease  with  one  exception, 
practitioners  of  Nov  York ,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Charleston,  Kawport 
and  Providence ,K, I.  had  the  same  unfortunate  experience. 

VMth  more  information  and  a  fresh  supply  of  virus  I  recommenced, 
ny  inoculation  in  March  1801  and  rejoiced  to  find  the  distemper  possess¬ 
ing  ©very  genuine  characteristic. 

The  second  interruption ,  in  the  continuity  of  my  cases  was  from 
relying  on  some  of  my  brethren,  for  the  recent  fluid.  This  was  a  source 
of  inexpressible  anxiety  and  perplexity.  But  for  one  patient,  the  viru3 
would  havo  become  extinct  a  second  time  in  America.  The  anxiety  I  have 
ondurod  and  the  off one©  I  havo  given  whan  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  trans¬ 
mit  an  inch  of  infected  thread  are  not  mentioned  in  a  tons  of  complaint; 
but  to  notify  the  young  practitioner  that  ho  must  not  expect  to  diffuse 
the  blessings  of  this  benign  remedy,  and  reap  the  rewards  of  it,  without 
soma  trouble  and  soma  anxiety. 

About  this  time (the  Spring  of  1001)  I  received  a  number  of  let¬ 
ters  from  ci  variety  of  people  in  the  Southern  states,  especially  from 
Virginia,  expressing  a  strong  wish  to  be  better  acquainted  with  the  Kina- 
pock,  and  a  desire  to  introduce  this  benign  remedy  into  that  extensive 
region.  As  moot  of  the  writers  were  entirely  unknown  to  mo,  I  was  at 
a  loss  how  to  act.  I  might  deny  a  physician  of  character,  and  I  might 
entrust  it  to  a  person  who  had  none.  Vhile  doubting  what  course  to  take, 
the  right  road  opened  to  my  view.

"Hearing  from  some  gentlemen  direct  from  the  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment/1  continues  Dr.  Waterhouse,  "that  tho  President  wished  for  still 
more  information,  and  that  ha  was  desirous  to  see  tho  practice  introduced 
into  Virginia,  and  the  other  southern  States,  I  sent  him  tho  vaccine  vi¬ 
rus,  and  painted  representations  of  the  pustule,  in  all  stages  on  the 
white  man,  and  on  the  African,  together  with  the  following  letter. 

Cambridge,  June  8,1801. 

To  TUCYA5  JOT3RS0K,  President  of  the  United  States ,  and 
hr  os Id ant  of  tho  American  Philosophical  Society. 

Sir, 

There  may  possibly  scon  a  want  of  duo  consideration  in  sanding  »■ 
this  letter,  and  what  accompanies  it,  to  draw  tho  attention  of  tho 
President  of  tho  United  States  from  important  concerns  of  our  nation  to 
a  subject  more  nearly  allied  to  medicine,  than  to  the  affairs  of  state. 

On  this  account  I  should  have  hesitated  still  longer,  were  I 
not  constantly  receiving  letters  from  unknown  persons,  in  different 
parts  of  Virginia,  entreating  mo  to  send  them  tho  vaccine  matter,  with 
instruction.*!  for  carrying  on  the  kino-pock  inoculation.  From  one,  re¬ 
ceived  very  lately,  I  learn  that  the  small-pox  is  unknown  to  half  tho 
inhabitants  of  your  extensive  and  populous  state;  that  in  some  quarters

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of  it,  the  very  name  of  small -pox  excites  terror;  and  that  your  laws 
at  o  full  as  ‘’Ovore  as  t/iose  ol  ^.aosucLusotts  and  [diode  .Island ,  respect— 
hM  1  to  inuA  cau c  o x o 1 1  by  inoculation,  Irom  these  letters  X  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  there  is,  perhaps,  no  state  in  the  Union  more  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  adoption  of  this  new  inoculation  than  Virginia.  By  let¬ 
ters  X  rom  I,crl  oik,  1  lind,  that  the  inoculation  for  the  kina-pock  has 
been  attempted  there,  but  that  the  subjects  of  it  did  not  re 3.1st  the 
small- pox.  Such  failures  may  bring  this  admirable  discovery  into  dis¬ 
repute,  and  deprive  you,  for  a  time,  of  its  blessings;  nay,  what  is  ve¬ 
ry  serious,  such  accidents  may  bo  the  means  of  spreading  the  small-pox 
among  you,  as  it  has  in  some  places  among  us.  hot  merely  ignorance , 
but  avarice,  rivalship,  and  some  other  unworthy  passions,  have  cast  a 
tempo^ry  shade  over  this  important  discovery,  in  soma  of  the  towns  of 
this  Commonwealth;  and  I  sub poet  you  have  experienced  something  similar 
though  not  from  the  same  causes. 

I  presume  you  will  think  with  mo,  that  too  much  care  and  att 


n- 


tion  cannot  be  exercised  in  the  introauction  of  this  valuable  but  deli¬ 
cate  remedy  among  you.  I  will  do  all  in  my  power  for  its  establish¬ 

ment,  provided  I  can  obtain  the  countenance  of  men  of  more  consequence 
than  myself.  Amidst  the  pelting  storm  of  his  adversaries,  Dr.  Jonnor 
had  the  countenance  of  his  BCVohdlGk;  and  the  nuke  of  York  is  the  patron 
of  the  London  Vaccine  Institution.  3C L A£ ALTB  took  a  lively  interest 
ir.  the  diffusion  of  vaccinism  in  trance;  and  so  did  the  German  nobility

Having  no  personal  acquaintance  with 
(soma  of  my  own  pupils  excepted,  to  whose

some  advice,  I  have  concluded  to  send  it  to  President  Jefferson,  togeth¬ 
er  with  such  books  and  descriptions  as  may  enable  a  physician  experi¬ 
enced  in  exanthematous  diseases,  to  conduct  the  process  with  certainty. 

.  V<y  view  is  this;-  The  President  can  at  once  fix  his  oye  on  some 
proper  medical  character,  to  whoa  the  first  experiments  may  be  entrust¬ 
ed;  some  cautious  discerning  person,  perhaps  his  own  family  physician. 

A  series  of  experiments  may  be  directly  Instituted  by  him;  and  when  the 
distemper  has  proceeded  according  to  the  description  herewith  sent,  the 
subjects  of  them,  may  afterwards  to  submitted  to  the  test  of  the  small¬ 
pox  inoculation,  just  as  was  done  at  Paris,  under  direction  of  the  -ra¬ 
tional  medical  school . 

As  your  domestics  are  prinepaily  blacks ,  I  have  taken  no  small 
pains  to  procure  a  picture  of  the  disease,  as  It  appeared  on  their 
skins.  Besides  being  of  vast,  importance  to  the  state  at  largo,  I  con¬ 
ceive  that  an  exertion  to  preserve  this  wretched  people  from  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  the  small-pox,  cannot  but  be  agreeable  to  that  beneficent  dna 
IntiuT: .  who  has  3 eon  fit  to  make  that  enviable  distinction  betwsarf the 
situation  and  faculties  of  this  helpless  race  and  usl 

By  causing  this  inoculation  to  pass  through  the  respectable 
channel  boro  contemplated ,  Virginia,  and  of  course,  the  other  southern 
States,  will  insure  to  themselves  the  blessings  of  this  invaluable  dis¬ 
covery,  and  the  serious  evils  that  have  arisen  in  some  places,  will  be 
avoided.  Young  and  unexperienced  practitioners  are  moot  forward  in  this 
business ;  yot  ouch  can  neither  excite  attention,  nor  inspire  confidence; 
whereas,  if  it  come  from  Hr.  JHFFdhBCH,  it  would  make,  like  a  body  fall¬ 
ing  from  a  great  height,  a  deep  impression.  Need  I  then,  make  any  — 
further  apology  for  sending  the  matter  first  to  you,  encumbered,  &3  I 
know  you  must  bo,  with  othor  concerns? 
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I  here  Bond  a  little  book,  compiled  by  lr.  Aikin,  Burgeon  of 
London;  b3irig  perhaps,  tho  boot  manuol  for  tho  Inoculator,  extant.  I 
have  it  in  co  ntor.pl  at  ion  to  publish  soma  thing  of  the  kind,  more  adapt¬ 
ed  to  this  country,  and  containing  acme  letters  of  Dr.  Jennor  to  mo,  on 
the  host  mode  of  conducting  this  inoculation.  I  also  transmit  for 
your  acceptance,  exact  pic turns  of  the  kino-pock  pustule,  in  all  its 
atages,  from  tho  third  day  to  its  final  termination,  painted  with  sur¬ 
prising  justness,  together  with  similar  representations  of  the  small-pox, 
on  corresponding  days.  Tho  dark  coloured  picture,  is  a  representation 
of  tho  kin©- pock  on  tho  skin  of  tho  negro .  I  have  never  inoculated 
but  Hires  of  this  colour;  but,  as  far  as  X  can  remember ,  it  is  equally 
accurate.  The  graphic  art  never,  perhaps,  received  a  greater  honour. 

I  likewise  sand  some  fresh  infected  thread  ,  confined  between  two  thin 
plates  of  talc ,  and  inclosed  in  the  laminae  of  a  card;  the  whole  pasted 
up  so  as  to  exclude  entirely  tho  external  air.  In  this  way,  I  conjoct- 
uro ,  it  may  bo  sent  to  tho  Capo  of  Good  Hope,  the  Isle  of  France,  or  the 
hot  regions  of  India,  without  losing  its  efficacy.''  TI10  red  thread- 
marks  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  opened.

It  was  several  weeks  after  writing  this,  that  I  discovered  tho  perni¬ 
cious  effects  of  heat  on  the  vaccine  virus. 


£run;  and  aftor  absorption  has  commenced ,  the  quantum,  or  forco  of  tho 
virus  in  tho  vooiclo ,  pustule,  or  inoculated  part,  denominate  it  which 
vou  will,  la  diminished.  To  note  tho  progress  and  aspect  of  tho  pustule, 
la  of  prim©  importance  in  tha  commencement  of  this  practice.  ‘One  of 
tho  first  objects  of  this  pursuit,  says  Dr.  Jenner,  should  bo  to  learn 
how  to  distinguish  with  accuracy,  between  that  pustule  which  is  tho  true 
cow-pox,  and  that  which  is  spurious.  Until  experience  has  determined 
this,  wo  view  our  object  through  a  mist,'  I’.y  insulated  situation , ,  and 
romo torsos  from  all  correct  information  on  this  head,  has  compelled^ to 
the  closest  observation  of  the  progress  of  tho  pustule,  even  from  hour 
to  hour,  with  the  microscope;  and  I  am  convinced  of  the  importance  of 
Dr*.  Jennsr'a  injunctions  to  me;  nay  more  ,  I  am  convinced  of  my  own  blun¬ 
ders  . 

In  people  of  weak  circulation,  I  have  found  the  progress  of  this 
disease  more  backward,  then  is  here  represented:  that  is  to  say,  the  ef¬ 
florescence  described  around  tho  pustule  on  the  ninth  day,  did  not  make 
its  appearance  until  the  tenth  or  eleventh,  and  continued  thus  backward 
through  the  whole  progress.  I  suspect  that  this  may  of tener  occur  in 
the  southern  States,  than  in  tho  colder  regions  of  the  north.  I  have 
just  inoculated  a  family  from  Datchcz,  whore  thi3  variation  was  remark¬ 
able.  In  such  cases,  I  take  tha  fluid  for  inoculation  on  the  ninth, 
tenth,  and  even  tho  eleventh  day.  nhould  the  physician,  or  physicians, 
to  whom  you  think  proper  to  confide  this  matter,  wish  for  any  further

"Tho  President's  answer  convinced  mo,  that  I  had  done  right  in 
transmitting  those  things  to  him. 


Although  the  President  immediately  put  the  matter  into  th 
bands  of  a  long  established,  judicious,  and  successful  physician,  it  fail¬ 
ed  in  communicating  tho  disease;  so  did  tho  second  portion  I  sort;  and  so 
did  tho  third.  Tho  President  observed,  that  as  great  anxiety  was  produc¬ 
ed  at  Washington  to  obtain  a  successful  inoculation,  he  wished  me  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  send  it  until  ho  could  inform  me  it  had  taken.  but,  as  the 
weather  was  extremely  hot,  thermometer  04- ,  9o$  and  y t  degrees  in  the  shao.0, 
and  the  distance  between  Cambridge  and  the  city  oi  Washington  5^^  miles, 
ho  suggested  a  node  of  conveying  the  infected  thread  in  a  small  vxal, 
inorscd  in  a  larger  ono ,  filled  with  rater  •  This  portion  oi  matter,  t‘*us 
guarded,  from  tho  heat,  did  not  rest  at  Washington,  out  wont  on  to  the 
President  then  at  i'onticello,  and  suffered  no  deterioration  from  the  jour¬ 
ney,  for  Pr.  Ward! aw  inserted  it  into  soma  of  the  President’s  family  on

the  6th  of  August  1801,  when  it  communicated  the  true  disease.  It  was 
from  this  source  that  the  President  supplied  «-r*  Gantt  at  .asiiington,  R-.-ju 
thus  first  planted  tho  vaoc Ino  inoculation  in  the  capitol  of  the  UNITER. 
STATES.  »'#•'. v tun-  Tho  President  sent  a  portion  of  this  matter  to  hr.  John 
hodman  Coxa  at  Philadelphia  which  introduced  tho  true  disease,  for  the 
first  time  into  that  city,  November  tho  9th,  1601. 
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,  r  had  taken  cara  to  acquaint  those  gentleman  who  had  Litton 
to  mo  for  a  supply  of  tho  matter,  from  different  parts  of  Maryland ,  rann- 
oylvania,  Virginia,  and  other  States  still  farther  south,  with  tho  stops 
I  had  takon  to  establish  the  practice  nearer  to  them,  under  the  auspices 
of  Mr.  JBFUBIiUOK,  by  whose  directions  they  might  be  accommodated  with  less 
risque  of . disappointment ,  than  if  attempted  to  to  supplied  from  Cambridge. 
And  1  have  had  the  satisfaction  to  hear  of  his  condescending  attention  to 
thoir  applications.  So  that  I  believe  those  parts  of  the  Union  are  hap¬ 
pily  supplied ,  through  this  respectable  channel. 

It  is  remarkable ,  that  neither  at  Hew  York,  Philadelphia, 
Charleston,  nor  Savannah,  did  any  of  the  vaccine  matter,  repeatedly  im¬ 
ported  from  London,  by  different  practitioners,  ever  communicate  the  dis¬ 
ease.  In  the  latter  end  of  May  i801,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  plant¬ 
ing  it  in  New  York;  which  was  effected  by  inoculating  a  servant  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Klssiasipi  territory,  and  sending  hi a  on  to  that  city, 
where  he  .arrived  time  enough  to  afford  the  genuine  virus.  But  it  waa 
lost  before  autumn.  In  November,  I  supplied  tho  physicians  of  Hew  York 
through  the  hands  of  Dr.  Beaman.  Boon  after*  a  Vaccina  Institution  was 
formed -in  that  city,  on  a  plan  similar  to  the  one  in  Golden  Square  Lon¬ 
don.  Many  ware  hero  inoculated,  and  afterwards  tested  with  small- pox  to 
entire  satisfaction.  They  nevertheless  lost  tho  matter  a  third  tlmo,  and 
again  I  supplied  them,  November  1802.  On  this  occasion,  Dr.  Bdv/ard  Miller 
wrote  to  me  thus ; 

"for  a  number  of  weeks  before  before  the  final  extinction  of  the 
matter  here,  the  disease  began  to  decline  from  it3  original  exquisite 
character,  and  gave  us  some  apprehensions  that  it  might  not  afford  en¬ 
tire  security  against  the  small-pox.  V.aa  this  owing  to  some  unknown 
neglect,  at  any  one,  or  more  links  of  the  chain  of  succession?  Or  is  it 


no  a  groat  favour  to  the  Medical  board  of  our  hire- peak  institution,  by 
giving  your  opinion  on  this  subject.*' 

*Dr.  Beaman,  another  physician  of  the  how  York  vaccine  institu-

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tion,  in  a  letter  to  wo ,  dated  Nov. 15, 1802  aays,-

'’I  gave  them  my  idea  of  the.  cause  of  this  dooming  degeneracy; 
and  ventured ,  moreover  to  say,  that  if,  in  taking  the  matter,  for  the  pur- 
pose  Oi  inoculation,  unoy  dio  not  restrict  thorns elves  within  a  narrower 
circle ,  than  what  is  allowed  in  tho  writings  of  Dr.  Vi .  and  Dr.  p,  in  I  on- 

ri°n;  and  of  Dr,  0.  in  Philadelphia,  they  may  expect  to  sea  this  deviation 
from  the  perfect  pustule. 

In  tho  autumn  of  1801,  Dr,  Ramsay  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
flrota  to  me,  M that  every  attempt  to  introduce  the  vaccine  disease  into 
that  city  from  England,  or  elsewhere,  had  failed;  and  earnestly  requested 
me  to  sand  him  the  matter  for  another  trial."  Besides  a  particular  wish 
to  gratify  Dr.  Ramsey,  I  hastened  to  comply  with  his  request,  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  convenient  position  of  Charleston,  for  diffusing  this  prac¬ 
tice  still  farther  south.  <*•*<:-»»«•  Whether  the  particular  matter  which  I 
sent,  first  communicated  the  disease  in  South  Carolina;  or,  whether  it  was 
of  faded  from  the  same  stock,  by  another  route,  I  never  could  distinctly 
laarn.  I  only  know, that  within  a  few  months  after  my  transmission  of  the 
virus,  a  Vaccine  Institution  was  on grafted  on  their  Dispensary  in  Chari os - 
ion,  and  the  practice  now  flourishes  there,  in  a  manner  highly  pleasing  to 
lha  friends  of  science  and  humanity. 

Without  being  more  particular,  I  shall  just  mention,  that  I  have 
Planted  the  true  vaccine  disease  directly  in  the  fro vinca  of  Paine ;  in  Row 
Hampshire ;  in  tho  state  of  Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  low  York,

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Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Kentuoky,  and  Tonn3i33  3o;  and  in  ovary 
part  of  Massachusetts,  including  the  Islands  of  Nantucket,  arid  Martha's 
Vineyard.  The  physicians  in  the  spates  of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  North 
Carolina,  and  Maryland,  wore  supplied  from  my  stock,  through  Mr.  Jeff ar¬ 
son,  agreoably  to  the  plan  suggested  in  my  letter  to  that  distinguished 
philosopher,  who  deserves  the  praise  of  ovary  friend  of  humanity,  for*  ex¬ 
tending  the  blessings  of  this  benign  remedy  to  the  savage  nations,  by 
causing  a  numerous  embassy  of  Indians  to  bo  inoculated  at  the  city  of 
Washington  in  the  winter  of  1001,  as  will  appear  by  the  following 

Extract  from,  the  bhiropaam  1*  a  gazing  fer  April  1302 . 

’’last  winter  there  was  a  grand  embassy  of  Indians  to  the  Pres¬ 
ide  ni  and  Congress  at  Washington.  Little  Turtle  was  the  head  warrior. 
The  President  and  Government  had  supplied  them  with  ploughs,  and  every 
instrument  in  common  use  in  agriculture;  as  well  as  with  spinning- wheel, 
looms,  &c.  A.c .  and,  to  crown  all,  the  President  explained  to  Little  Tu  - 
tlo ,  how  the  Great  5pir.it  had  made  .a  donation  to.  the  enlightened  white 
man;  first  to  in  England,  and<i’W  him  to  omr  in  Boston,  of  iho 

means  to  prevent  thorn  from  over  having  the  small- pox,  which  had  cocas io 
eel  great  fatality  among  that  raco;  and,  such  confidence  had  the  copper 
coloured  King  in  the  words  of  hi a  Father,  the  President ,  that  ho  sub¬ 
mitted  to  bo  inoculated,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  warriors,  by  the 
hands  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gantt,  Chaplin  to  Congress.  On  thoir  departure 
tbs  President  caused  thorn  to  be  supplied  with  the  vaccine  matter,  and 
gavo  thoir  interpreter  an  abstract  of  the  letter  of  instructions  which 
Dr.  hatorhousa  had  written  to  him.  Hot  long  after,  fifteen  more  war¬ 
riors  came  down  to  Washington  to  receive  the  same  blessing  from  the 
Clergyman  who  had  inoculated  Little  Turtle  and  his  follov/ora . 

"After  the  vaccine  matter  had  been  planted  here  and  there,  over 
such  a  vast  extent  of  country,  I  conceived  it  would  conduce  to  public  ben¬ 
efit,  to  collect  &h«  and  publish  the  result  of  the  experiments  made  with 
it,  in  the  form  of  a  tablo.  For  notwithstanding  wo  could  adduce  thous¬ 
ands  of  well  attested  cases  of  the  kino-pock  rendering  tho  constitution 
unsusceptible  of  iho  small-pox  in  England,  and  other  parts  of  Europe;  yet, 
as  people  aro  not  ready  to  believe  what  happened  a  great  way  off,  or  a 
great  while  ago,  it  was  found  necessary  to  collect  proofs  of  its  prophy¬ 
lactic  virtue  in  our  own  country.  I  therefore  addressed  the  American 
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practitioners  of  physio,  as  uauul,  through  the  medium  of  the  Pewspapor, 
anci  submitted  ouch  a  plan  to  thair  consideration.  By  idea  was  explicit¬ 
ly  this,-  to  establish  a  central  point,  to  which  everything  relating  io 
this  inoculation  might  bo  directed;  and  whence  every  ray  of  light,  that 
came  from  a  single  place,  might  be  reflected,  and  ovary  v/horo  extend  its 
power  of  illumination.  I  was  in  hopes  that  the  Bassuchusotts  Pod leal 
Society  would  form  such  a  center;  in  which  case  tho  reflected  ray  would 
become  not  only  more  brilliant,  but  even  generative  at  the  point  of  re¬ 
percussion.  But,  I  was  constrained  to  pursue  a  more  diminutive  plan,  and 
to  go^on  this  business,  as  1  began  it,  ALCK’J. 

Scarcely  anything  ever  occurred  in  this  country,  which  excited 
such  an  universal  a  peculation,  as  this  new  anti  simple  mode  of  counteract¬ 
ing  a  malady,  peculiarly  dreadful  to  the  people  of  this  new  world.  It 
may  easily  be  imagined,  that  personal  applications,  as  well  as  applica¬ 
tions  by  latter,  were  numerous  and  incessant.  This,  however,  constitu¬ 
ted  but  a  part  of  the  labor,  it  was  necessary  to  elucidate  doubts,  remove 
difficulties,  and  guard  ThUTK,  in  its  disputed  march  against  an  host  of 
unbelievers.  Indeed,  vaccination  and  its  concomitants  absorbed  all  my 
attention,  engrossed  all  my  time,  and  abstracted  ma  from  all  other  pur¬ 
suits  . 

Besides  tho  contest  with  the  incredulous  and  tho  indolent,  vac¬ 
cination  had  to  struggle  with  the  interested.  They  throw  many,  many  ob¬ 
stacles  in  its  way.  Of  these,  the  most  mischievous  was,  tho  discouraging 
doc tr ins ,  that  its  prophylactic  power  lasted  but  for  a  short  time.  The 

common  people,  when  they  applied  to  certain  physicians  for  advice,  were 

t  > 

taught  to  believe ,  that  the  kino-pock  would  secure  thorn  against  the  vari¬ 
olous  infection  seven  years ,  and  no  longer.  Though  ropo&teoly  urged,  I 
doc lined  for  a  long  time,  tho  discussion  of  this  pernicious  doctrine. 
Knowing  that  it  sprung  from  one  of  those  motives  which  does  the  loast  hon- 
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or  to  tho  human  char ac tar,  I  waa  fearful  it  would  stir  up  ’’ the  onrr^  E2£r 
i0R a  ”  and  then  candid  discussion  would  be  banished  by  personal  abuse*. 
ut  finding  that  this  doctrine  was  a  in  a  fair  way  of  growing  into  a  fix- 
ad  belief ,  I  published  the  following  refutation  of  it  in  the  Centinol, 
July  2Gth ,  1C02."

«X  was  in  hopes  it  would  bo  neadloss  for  me  to  come  forward  a- 
gain  in  the  newspaper;  and  was  especially  desirous  to  be  excused  irorn 
the  disagreeable  task  of  diocussing  the  present  subject;  but  I  am  call¬ 
ed  upon  both  by  letters,  from  the  country,  and  otherwise,  to  undertake 
it.  The  argument  urged  upon  me  is,  that  the  enemies  ci  tho  now  inoc¬ 
ulation  have  been  fairly  beaten  from  every  ground  tiiay  have  taken,  but 
this;  and  here  they  are  entrenched  to  the  chin,  and  think  themselves 
perfectly  secure*  As  I  have  hitherto  not  everything,  capable  of  a 
speedy-  experiment,  that  has  been  brought  forward  to  impede  tho  advance¬ 
ment  of  this  admirable  blessing,  with  a  public  contf^nloj,  leng  > 30 »  ’Ln 
like  manner,  I  will  inset  this  DOCTRlKdV  and  then  leave  it  for  tho  com¬ 
mon  sense  to  determine ,  whether  this  last  redoubt,  erected  and  occupies 
by  sordid  interest,  bo,  not  only  commanded,  but  ini' Haded  f  and  in  great 
danger  of  being  leveled  with  the  ground. r' 

After  giving  various  facto,  incidents  and.  experiences,  coin  -n 
this  country  and  .Europe  to  prove  Ills  contention,  the  Lector  continues  Lis 
letter  as  follows, - 

“If  people  till  not  balievo  physicians  of  the  first  rank,  be¬ 
cause  they  are  physicians;  if  they  will  not  believe  noblemen,  clergyman, 
and  private  gentleman,  because  they  are  Britons,  (and  however  incrodi-

After  quoting  tha  letter,  which  was  writ ton  to  him  by  ono,  Jon¬ 
athan  Porter  of  Bedford,  Pass,  on  certain  observations  in  regard  to  tho 
natter  made  by  the  latter  in  England,  Dr «  haterhou^o  closes  hi~>  <■•**  t i c  1  ^

I  have  ondeavorod  to  expose  the  manifold  misc’-i 
that  have  arisen,  and  will  again  arise.  from  this  irrefular  conduct T" 
ln  H  narrative  .Of  facta  ,  cone  or  ni  nr  tho  kino- nock  inoculation  'n  r*w 
Ju3t  Published  at  how  York,  in  the  l7^'<aT^£lt£?'~r  ~ 
should  not  have  glanced  at  this  subject  at  this  time,  wars  not  tho* same 
practices  now  going  forward  in  a  town  close  by  Boston,  whore,  from  the 
dolus i vo  ci f ere  of  inoculating  gratis ,  or  for  a  very  small  foe,  people 
have  boon  induced  to  receive  the  disease  from  persons  not  qualif iod^to 
Judge  between  the  true  and  the  spurious  pustule j  the  consequence  has 
already  been,  tnat  cnildron  have  followed  the  example,  and  inoculated 
one  another .  -re  result  will  bo,  some  of  those  imprudent  people  v/ill 
go  into  *h-3  neighbouring  hospital,  take  the  small- pox «  and  then  the  o- 
dium  will ,  as  usual,  revert  to  me,  because  tho  is  at tor  used  was  tab on 
from  my  patients.  X  therefore  fool  it  no  more  than  justice  to  myself, 
considering  the  pains  I  have  taken  to  mature  this  business,  and  a  duly

f even  years  and  four  months  after  he  had  first  vaccinated  his 
children  he  again  subjected  them  to  the  test  of  inoculation  for  the  small¬ 
pox  with  the  same  negative  result.  This  confirmed  him  in  the  opinion 

expressed  in  the  above  article  that  the  effect  of  vaccination  was  perma¬ 
nent. 

Continuing  his  narrative  of  tho  progress  of  tho  new  inoculation 
the  lector  says,-  "Two  gentlemen,  one  in  Middlesex,  the  other  in  Norfolk, 
erroneously  supposed  themselves  particularly  aimed  at,  in  the  foregoing 
publication.  Cne  of  them  has  forever  secured  my  friendship  and  respect 
for  the  decent  and  gentleman  like  mode  of  obtaining  an  explanation. * 

•  “It  should  be  remembered,  that  at  this  lima,  tho  summer  of  1802, 
tha  nor  inoculation  had  not  been  generally  adopted  in  Boston.  It  had 
mad°  greater  progress  in  ovary  capital  of  each  state  in  the  Union,  than 
in  the  capital  of  Massachusetts ,  although  the  first  annuel at ion  in  Amor- 
ica>  tho  existence  of  such  a  disease  as  the  CO*.- FOX,  was  mad©  in  Bos- 
tcn>  nearly  three  years  before.  The  faculty  in  that  torn,  with  but  one 
exception,  had  not  given  it  their  decided  approbation  and  countenance. 
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Tha  younger  practitioners  inoculated,  now  and  then,  a  few,  but  scarcely 
enough  to  keep  up  a  continuity  of  cases,  for  tha  preservation  of  the  mat- 
tor.  Soon  after,  persons  not  of  the  profession  assumed  the  business  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  Prom  such  hands,  the  praties  passed  in¬ 
to  those  of  journeyman  mechanics,  apprentices,  day  labourers,  and,  in 
come  instances,  children  inoculated  each  other.  v;hsn  rebuked  for  this 
imprudence ,  they  replied,  they  might  as  well  inoculate  themselves,,  as  Mr. 
ouch  a  one.  Many  thoughtful  people  saw  what  would  be  the  consequence  of 
ouch  conduct;  and  both  by  letter,  and  in  conversation,  urged  me  to  publish 
something  on  the  subject.  Indeed,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  hold  this  prac¬ 
tice  up,  for  the  public  consideration;  which  I  did  in  the  Columbian  Conti- 
nol  August  2d, 1802;  but  first  read  it  to  the  President  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Medical  Society,  determining  to  suppress  it,  should  the  principles 

and  design  of  it,  meet  his  disapprobation.  Its  publication,  notwith- 
standing,  let  loose  all  n tho  angry  passions . * 

Tha  town  of  Boston  was  frequently  alarmed  by  the  introduction 
of  tha  small- pox.  It  was  some&times  brought  in  by  sea;  sometimes  a  pa¬ 
tient  was  infected  with  it,  no  one  knew  how;  and,  being  too  sick  to  be  re¬ 
moved,  the  ctroot  was  boarded  up,  the  rod  flag  displayed  on  tho  house, 
tho  country  people  terrified,  and  tho  markets  affected  by  it.  Such  was 

the  actual  state  of  things  in  Boston,  in  the  month  of  May  1802.  An  ISuro- 

pean  can  hardly  form  an  adequate  idea  of  tho  effects  of  such  an  alarm  in 
Bacsachusetta .  Thus  situated,  many  terrified  people,  v;ho  dwelt  near  the 
infected  spot,  disbelieving  the  efficacy  of  the  kin©- pock,  went  to  tho 
licenced  hospital  in  Brookline,  and  wore  there  inoculated  for  tha  small¬ 
pox.  The  hospital  was,  at  this  time,  crowded  with  patients. 

It  was  ten  years  since  a  general  inoculation  pervaded  Boston 
aiKi  -be  neighborhood;  and  it  was  conjectured,  that  there  were  nearly  f if- 
bpon  thousand  persons  liable  to  the  small-pox  within  that  circle.  Cn
